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PREFACE. 

The  present  volume  contains  the  Proceedings  and  Acts  of  Assembly 
from  1717  to  and  including  the  session  of  April,  1720,  which  was  the 
last  held  during  the  administration  of  Governor  Hart.  The  record 
of  the  Proceedings  is  taken  up  at  the  point  to  which  it  was  brought  in 
Volume  XXX. 

The  originals  of  some  of  the  journals  herein  presented  are  missing 
from  the  State  Archives,  but,  fortunately,  of  every  one  that  is  missing 
there  is  a  duplicate  in  the  collection  of  Calvert  papers  belonging  to  the 
Maryland  Historical  Society.  These  duplicates  were  made  for  the  use 
and  information  of  the  Lord  Proprietary  in  England,  and  were  ac- 
quired by  the  Society  among  the  Calvert  papers  purchased  in  1888. 
The  bound  manuscript  copies  of  the  journals  in  the  State  Archives 
were  found  upon  comparison  with  these  originals  to  be  defective, 
whole  pages  being  omitted  in  places,  as  though  the  copyist  had  turned 
over  two  leaves  together  without  observing  the  resulting  hiatus.  For 
the  Proceedings  printed  in  this  volume  the  text  of  the  journals  con- 
tained in  the  Calvert  papers  has  been  followed  where  the  originals 
were  not  to  be  found  among  the  records  belonging  to  the  State,  and  the 
contents  of  missing  leaves  have  been  supplied  from  the  same  source. 
The  Lower  House  Journal  for  the  April  Session  of  1720  is  from  a  fair 
engrossed,  and  certified,  contemporary  copy.  The  source  from  which 
the  text  is  derived  is  printed  at  the  head  of  each  journal. 

The  object  is  to  place  before  the  reader  in  type  precisely  what  is 
contained  in  the  manuscript  record,  and  therefore  no  corrections  have 
been  made  of  eccentricities  of  spelling,  except  in  the  case  of  obvious  slips 
of  the  pen,  such  as  writing  of  for  if,  or  on  for  one.  Omitted  words,  or 
such  as  are  required  to  make  the  sense  complete,  when  supplied  by  the 
Editor,  are  included  in  square  brackets  [].  The  omissions  in  one 
journal  have  in  many  cases  been  filled  by  reference  to  the  corresponding 
record  in  the  proceedings  of  the  other  house. 

The  Acts  of  Assembly  herein  contained  are  copied  from  Bacon's 
Lazvs  of  Maryland  at  Large,  published  in  1765,  and  therefore  include 
only  the  public  general  laws  that  were  then  in  force.    Liber  LL.  No.  4 
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of  the  State  Archives,  which  contained  the  record  of  the  session  laws, 
has  long  been  lost. 

The  measures  taken  to  secure  the  control  of  the  Province  in  the 
"  Protestant  interest  "  and  to  exclude  Roman  Catholics  from  any 
participation  in  the  government  occupy  considerable  space  in  the 
records.  John  Hart  had  been  appointed  Governor  of  Maryland  by 
the  Crown,  and  was  continued  in  that  office  when  the  government  of  the 
Province  was  restored  to  the  Proprietary  upon  his  professing  adher- 
ence to  the  Church  of  England.  Hart  was  ardent  in  his  allegiance  to 
the  Hanoverian  sovereigns  and  believed  in  the  necessity  of  preserving 
the  Protestant  succession  for  the  protection  of  England  from  foreign 
influence.  To  his  mind  no  other  attitude  was  consistent  with  loyalty. 
The  Roman  Catholics  were  in  sympathy  with  the  house  of  Stuart,  and 
were  suspected  of  sympathy  with  the  French,  with  whom  England  had 
lately  been  at  war,  and  whose  encroachments  upon  the  American  con- 
tinent were  already  causing  apprehension  to  the  English  colonists. 
With  views  so  antagonistic.  Hart  spoke  with  sincere  conviction  when  he 
described  Charles  Carroll,  the  leader  of  the  Roman  Catholic  faction  in 
Maryland,  as  "  an  enemy  of  his  country  on  principle." 

Charles,  Lord  Baltimore,  who  came  to  the  title  in  171 5,  was  a  minor, 
and  while  he  declared  his  intention  "  to  live  and  die  "  in  the  Church  of 
England,  many  of  his  near  kinsmen  were  Roman  Catholics,  and  his 
guardian,  Lord  Guilford,  was  of  Jacobite  sympathies  and  in  after  years 
was  received  into  the  communion  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 
Governor  Hart  had,  moreover,  a  personal  grievance  against  Mr. 
Carroll,  growing  out  of  a  dispute  over  the  custody  of  the  Proprietary's 
Great  Seal,  and  the  enjoyment  of  the  fees  which  were  attached  to  it. 

In  these  facts,  rather  than  in  differences  of  opinion  upon  religious 
questions,  is  to  be  sought  the  explanation  of  the  legislation  enacted  to 
exclude  the  Roman  Catholics  from  any  possible  share  in  the  govern- 
ment, legislation  which  culminated  in  1718  in  the  repeal  of  the  Mary- 
land Act,  with  its  milder  restrictions,  in  order  to  give  full  force  to  the 
harsher  British  Statutes  "  to  prevent  the  growth  of  Popery  " ;  and  in  a 
law  directly  depriving  Roman  Catholics  of  the  right  to  vote  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Assembly — a  law  which  was  signed  the  day  of  its  passage 
and  promulgated  the  next  day,  so  as  to  afl^ect  an  election  then  pending 
in  the  City  of  Annapolis.  In  his  speech  to  the  Assembly  in  1720,  at 
the  close  of  his  administration,  Governor  Hart  reviewed  the  claims  of 
the  Roman  Catholics  from  his  standpoint,  and  gave  his  construction 
of  the  charter  of  the  Province  as  bearing;  thereon.    In  this  address  the

words  "  amused  "  and  "  amusements  "  (pages  483,  485,  572,  574) 
are  used  in  the  now  obsolete  sense  of  beguiled  and  beguilements. 

An  important  Act  at  this  time  was  that  relating  to  the  Gauge  and 
Tare  of  Tobacco  Hogsheads  and  fixing  the  Duty  thereon.  By  this 
measure  the  duty  on  tobacco  was  increased  in  favor  of  the  Proprietary, 
the  amount  of  the  increase  to  be  accepted  by  him  in  lieu  of  the  quit 
rents  reserved  in  the  land  grants  throughout  the  Province,  a  provision 
which  afforded  great  relief  to  the  poorer  tenants.  The  Act  of  1716 
was  rejected  by  the  Proprietary  because  it  provided  that  the  portion  of 
the  duty  intended  for  the  support  of  government  should  be  paid  directly 
to  the  Governor,  which  was  regarded  as  an  invasion  of  the  Propri- 
etary's prerogative.  In  the  Act  of  171 7  it  was  provided  that  the  pay- 
ment should  be  made  to  the  Proprietary  for  the  support  of  the  govern- 
ment. This  Act  was  continued  in  force  by  successive  renewals  until 
1732,  though  somewhat  modified  in  form  in  1730. 

The  question  of  prerogative  also  arose  over  the  law  for  the  licensing 
of  Ordinaries  (Inns  and  Taverns),  which  the  Proprietary  claimed  as 
his  right,  and  refused  to  accept  the  revenue  from  this  source  from  the 
Assembly  "  as  a  compliment."  It  required  the  ingenuity  of  a  com- 
mittee of  conference  of  the  two  houses  of  the  Assembly  to  frame  this 
Act  in  a  manner  acceptable  both  to  the  Proprietary  and  to  the  Lower 
House.  It  was  eventually  so  worded  as  neither  to  admit  nor  to  deny 
the  prerogative. 

The  fees  charged  by  public  officers,  appointees  of  the  Proprietary 
government,  were  complained  of  as  excessive,  and  led  to  much  dispute, 
the  Lower  House  persisting  in  efforts  for  their  limitation,  which  were 
resisted  by  the  Upper  House  and  the  Governor.  A  bill  for  their  regula- 
tion which  was  finally  passed  and  signed  in  1719,  failed  to  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Proprietary. 

The  importation  of  convict  servants  into  the  Province  began  to 
provoke  resentment.  In  1719  a  bill  was  introduced,  the  object  of  which 
was  to  restrict  this  importation,  which  the  Assembly  was  powerless 
to  prohibit,  by  the  imposition  of  difficulties  and  obstructions.  The  bill 
finally  passed  both  houses,  though  the  Upper  House  showed  a  very 
tender  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  merchants  and  ship-owners  who 
found  their  profit  in  the  traffic  in  convict  labor.  The  measure,  how- 
ever, did  not  receive  the  signature  of  the  Governor. 

The  career  of  Thomas  MacNemara,  who  was  long  a  disturbing  ele- 
ment in  the  Province,  and  the  efforts  of  the  Assembly  to  deprive  him  of 
the  right  to  practise  in  the  Courts,  occupy  so  much  space  in  the  records 
as  to  call  for  notice. 
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In  September,  1707,  a  proclamation  was  issued  by  Governor  Sey- 
mour, with  the  approval  of  the  Council,  requiring  that  on  account  of 
the  corruption,  ignorance  and  extortion  of  certain  attorneys,  all  who 
were  not  members  of  some  of  the  Inns  of  Court  in  England,  should 
appear  before  the  Council  for  examination  as  to  their  fitness.  Mac- 
Nemara  immediately  petitioned  for  examination,  stating  that  for  three 
years  he  had  been  practising  in  the  Courts  but  by  this  proclamation  he 
was  deprived  of  his  practice  and  livelihood.  His  petition  was  rejected 
by  the  Council  on  account  of  his  "  many  misdemeanors  "  and  having 
often  affronted  the  Courts  and  abused  his  clients.  He  was  told  that  it 
would  be  time  enough  to  apply  for  examination  when  he  had  given 
some  evidence  of  reformation  in  character. 

In  the  following  December  the  Council  demanded  an  explanation 
from  Chief  Justice  Smithson,  of  the  Provincial  Court,  for  his  action 
in  releasing  MacNemara  on  Iiabeas  corpus  from  the  jail,  to  which  he 
had  been  committed  by  the  Chancellor  for  contempt  in  failing  to  pay 
alimony  to  his  wife  (whom  he  had  turned  out  of  doors)  as  ordered  by 
the  Court  of  Chancery.  Smithson's  explanation  vv-as  so  unsatisfactory 
to  the  Council  that  he  was  summarily  removed  from  ofiice  for  his  con- 
duct in  this  affair. 

In  the  February  following,  complaint  was  made  of  MacNemara  on  a 
charge  of  having  taken  a  fee  from  one  whom  he  represented  in  forma 
pauperis,  which,  now  that  he  was  deprived  of  practice  and  unable  to 
render  the  service  promised,  he  refused  to  refund.  To  the  sheriff  whom 
the  Governor  sent  to  ask  of  MacNemara  if  this  charge  were  true,  the 
latter  replied  that  "  what  he  had  got,  none  should  take  from  him."  For 
this  "  saucy  answer  "  Governor  Seymour  ordered  him  placed  in  the 
stocks  "  bare  breeched  "  for  one  hour;  but  the  time  was  reduced  on 
account  of  a  violent  storm  which  arose. 

In  1709  MacNemara  was  disbarred  from  practice  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  in  October  of  the  same  year  petitioned  the  Council  in  Assembly 
for  restoration  to  practice  in  Maryland.  In  October,  1710,  he  was 
charged  with  a  breach  of  the  privileges  of  the  Lower  House  by  causing 
the  arrest  of  one  of  its  servants.  In  June,  1714,  however,  he  was 
elected  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates  and  continued  in  that  office 
during  the  sessions  of  1715  and  1716.  When  he  was  first  presented 
in  the  Council  Chamber  to  be  sworn  as  Clerk  of  the  Lower  House,  the 
new  Governor,  Hart,  asked  the  members  of  the  Council  if  they  had  any 
objections  to  the  candidate.  "  They  were  not  pleased  to  offer  any," 
and  so  the  oaths  were  administered  by  the  Governor.     Subsequently 
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MacNemara  was  provided  for  by  appointment  as  Naval  Officer  at 
Patuxent ;  but  in  171 8  Governor  Hart  reported  his  many  misdemeanors 
to  the  Assembly  and  asked  for  a  law  disabling  him  from  practice,  as 
the  Courts  were  not  able  to  protect  themselves.  He  had  been  indicted 
for  seditious  language,  and  for  fraud,  suspended  from  practice  in  the 
Chancery  Court  for  turbulent  conduct  and  contempt,  and  Judges  of 
the  Provincial  Court  declared  that  they  would  resign  from  the  bench 
rather  than  be  subjected  to  his  insolencies.  A  clause  disabling  Mac- 
Nemara from  practice  w^as  included  in  an  Act  for  the  support  of  the 
Magistrates.  But  he  evidently  had  influence  in  England  with  the 
Proprietary,  or  his  guardian.  The  Act  was  disallow-ed  on  the  ground 
of  tacking  a  personal  matter  on  to  a  public  measure,  as  being  ex  post 
facto,  and  as  having  been  passed  without  affording  a  hearing. 
Opinions  from  three  prominent  English  lawyers  condemning  the 
manner  of  passing  the  Act  accompanied  the  veto.  At  the  next  session, 
1719,  a  separate  Act  disabling  MacNemara  from  practice  was  passed, 
in  which  it  was  sought  to  avoid  the  objections  raised  to  the  former  Act. 
The  reply  to  this  was  a  peremptory  order  from  the  Proprietary,  who 
had  previously  directed  MacNemara  to  make  due  submission  to  the 
Maryland  Court  of  Chancery,  for  his  immediate  restoration  to  practice 
without  making  such  submission.  Governor  Hart  indignantly  resigned 
the  Seals,  declaring  that  he  would  not  retain  the  office  of  Chancellor 
if  he  could  not  uphold  its  dignity.  But  MacNemara  did  not  live  to 
enjoy  his  triumph  over  the  Governor.  He  was  dead  when  the  order  for 
his  restoration  to  practice  was  received. 

The  record  of  Governor  Hart's  administration  shows  him  to  have 
been,  though  an  intense  partisan  and  a  man  of  strong  personal  ani- 
mosities, a  judicious  Governor,  and  one  sincerely  devoted  to  promoting 
the  welfare  of  the  Province,  a  matter  in  which  he  showed  great  sagacity. 
The  revision  of  the  laws,  in  171 5,  and  the  negotiation  of  the  arrange- 
ment by  which  the  quit  rents  w^ere  commuted  for  a  duty  upon  tobacco 
were  the  great  achievements  of  his  administration.  He  was  tenacious 
of  the  dignity  of  his  office  and  also  of  its  emoluments,  and  although 
he  had  received  many  marks  of  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  dele- 
gates, when  at  the  close  of  his  administration  his  request  for  an  ad- 
vance of  salary  that  would  accrue  during  furlough  was  refused  by  the 
Lower  House,  he  sharply  accused  its  members  of  parsimony.  The  Pro- 
prietary and  his  guardian  had  apparently  grown  weary  of  the  constant 
bickerings  and  factional  strife  in  Maryland,  and  concluded  that  a  per- 
son of  more  conciliatory  temper  was  needed  in  his  place.  In  marked  con- 
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trast  to  their  former  cordiality  was  the  harsh  tone  of  the  communica- 
tions recalling  him  to  England,  and  the  order  concerning  MacNemara. 
A  succinct  but  comprehensive  view  of  the  administration  of  Gov- 
ernor Hart  is  contained  in  an  article  by  Dr.  Bernard  C.  Steiner  pub- 
lished in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  American  Historical  Association 
for  1899,  Vol.  I,  pages  231-307.

What  motives  you  might  have  had  to  prepare  that 
Bill  which  made  the  12'^'p  hogshead  for  the  support  of  Govern- 
ment payable  to  the  Govern''  for  the  time  being  I  was  Ignorant 
of  at  the  time  of  passing  it  And  should  have  still  remained  so, 
for  I  have  ever  Inviolably  preserved  the  privileges  of  your 
house;  but  I  am  now  acquainted  with  your  proceedings  an 
Officer  of  your  own  having  given  better  Information  of  this 
Affair  in  Great  Brittain  than  you  thought  convenient  for  my 
Knowledge  here.  The  Violent  Feavour  which  it  pleased  God 
to  visit  me  with  all  the  time  of  the  prepareing  that  Bill  Ren- 
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u.  H.  J.  dered  me  Incapable  of  giving  my  usuall  &  Constant  Attend- 
ance in  the  uper  house  for  the  necessary  dispatch  of  business 
in  the  time  of  the  Assembly  And  by  Consequence  from  hearing 
the  Debates  in  the  uper  house  And  Considering  yo''  messages 
upon  that  Bill  so  shall  take  the  Liberty  to  make  use  of  their 
Lordships  Arguments  why  that  part  of  the  Act  shou'd  be 
Altered  &  the  mony  ariseing  thereby  made  payable  to  his 
L'^ship  the  Lord  Prop"^  and  not  to  the  Leivt*  Gov''  for  the  time 
being  this  being  the  only  Exception  to  that  Act.  The  Lord 
Prop*^  by  his  Charter  from  the  Crown  being  hereditary  Gov- 
ernour  of  Maryland  And  all  Rights  of  Government  do  un- 
doubtedly belong  to  his  Lordship  And  therefore  his  Lordship 
p.  7  cannot  Consent  with  Hon''  that  what  is  Raised  for  the  Support 
of  his  Governm*  shou'd  be  made  payable  to  any  person  who 
Acts  by  Deputation  under  his  Lordship.  These  reasons  Carry 
in  themselves  such  Weight  as  I  hope  there  will  be  no  Occasion 
to  Offer  any  more  to  Induce  you  to  Alter  that  Act  in  the  man- 
ner proposed. 

As  for  my  part  who  have  the  Honour  to  represent  his 
Lordship  in  this  Province  I  must  acknowledge  there  is  so 
generous  a  support  made  for  the  dignity  of  my  Station  that 
his  Lordship's  Liberality  has  left  no  room  to  desire  any  new 
favours  from  the  Country  tho'  I  am  very  thankful  to  you  for 
what  has  been  already  Conferr'd  on  me  which  I  fully  enjoy 
and  as  I  have  ever  endeavour'd  to  Promote  as  much  as  in  me 
lay  the  true  Interest  of  this  Province  as  the  most  gratefull 
return  I  cou'd  make  for  the  many  marks  of  the  Esteem  they 
had  given  me  so  I  shall  Constantly  apply  myself  to  do  what- 
ever is  Proper  for  me  in  my  Capacity  that  may  be  Conducive 
to  the  publick  Welfare  of  Maryland  And  therefore  earnestly 
recomencl  to  you  that  you  will  on  your  parts  Preserve  that 
Union  which  my  Lords  Prop''^  «&  Guilford  have  so  much  at 
heart  for  the  Comon  good. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Uper  &  Low^er  Houses 

I  am  Comanded  by  the  Lord  Guilford  on  the  Behalf  of 
the  Lord  Prop''^  to  deliver  you  his  Lordship's  most  obliging 
Answer  to  your  Address  dated  the  10"'  of  October  last,  this 
being  the  first  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly  since  I  reed 
it.  By  this  Answer  you  will  find  his  Lordship  had  the  Good- 
p  8  ness  to  promise  you  that  noe  Pson  shoud  be  advanced  to  any 
preferrm'^  that  woud  not  qualify  themselves  by  Law.  And  I 
can  now  acquaint  you  that  It  is  their  Lordships  Pleasure  actu- 
ally to  remove  them. 

These  unqualifyed  psons  obtaining  Offices  in  the  manner 
they  did  that  is  in  truth  by  Surprise  &  misinformation  as  it 
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Created  much  uneasiness  in  the  minds  of  a  great  majority  of  u.  h.  j. 
the  people  so  I  hope  the  effectual  Care  that  has  been  taken  by 
the  Lords  Prop'^  &  Guilford  for  their  speedy  removall  from 
their  Imployments  will  put  an  end  to  all  feuds  &  Animosities 
amongst  you.  The  Cause  of  your  Complaints  being  now  re- 
moved It  is  Tustly  Expected  the  Eft'ects  shou'd  Cease  of  Course 
And  I  doubt  not  you  will  shew  yourselves  true  Protestants 
Indeed  by  your  Charitable  Demeanour  to  your  neighbours  of 
another  -ps'wasion,  since  it  is  no  longer  in  their  power  to  do  you 
any  Injury. 

However  I  may  have  been  -psonally  ill  represented  in  Great 
Brittain  for  doing  my  approved  duty  of  exerting  the  Laws 
against  such  who  made  no  Scruple  to  Invade  them  Yet  I  shall 
never  forget  that  maxim  I  learn't  when  a  Soldier  That  whilst 
the  enemy  was  in  Armes,  to  oppose  them  with  a  vigorous 
resolution  but  when  Providence  pleased  to  bless  the  Juster  side 
with  advantage  to  treat  them  with  humanity. 

I  hope  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Romish  Comunion  will  pru- 
dently consider  their  own  Interest  &  Content  themselves  with 
the  Lenity  of  the  Governm'^  they  live  under  who  admitts  them 
in  this  Province  to  an  Equal  share  of  Priviledges  with  the  p.  9 
rest  of  their  fellow  Subjects  the  bearing  of  Offices  alone 
Excepted  to  my  knowledge  this  would  be  thought  an  Inestim- 
able blessing  by  the  Protestants  that  live  in  the  Roman  Cath- 
olick  Dominions  if  nothing  more  was  expected  from  them 
than  a  Dutiful  Submission  to  the  Laws  of  their  Country  which 
no  wise  State  will  ever  suffer  to  be  Infringed. 

I  have  on  several  occasions  recommended  to  you  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  Propagating  learning  in  this  Province  by 
making  some  Competent  Provision  for  Schools  And  it  would 
be  happy  if  there  was  a  foundacon  at  least  for  one  in  Every 
County  "but  as  yet  there  is  but  slender  Incouragem'  given  nay 
the  funds  that  are  Directed  for  the  maintainance  of  Schools 
are  of  so  Inconsiderable  a  Value  that  unless  you  think  Proper 
to  make  better  provisions  to  that  pious  &  useful  end  even  the 
School  of  Annapolis  which  begins  to  Increase  &  flourish  must 
for  want  of  due  Support  be  laid  aside.  The  Province  is  now 
in  the  most  happy  Condicon  that  ever  it  was  since  the  first 
Settlem'.  I  bless  God  I  live  to  see  the  happy  Change  in  your 
Affairs  since  Providence  has  been  so  Indulgent  to  you  and 
put  the  means  into  yo"'  hands  Exert  yourselves  to  advance  the 
honour  &  Interest  of  your  Country  for  the  particular  good  of 
your  Children  who  were  they  sensible  of  the  Irretrievable  loss 
they  will  sustain  in  the  want  of  a  liberall  Education  in  their 
youth  they  would  Join  their  Tears  to  my  Entreaties 

By  the  Lords  Propry  &  Guilford's  Comand  I  laid  before  the 
last  Session  of  Assembly  his  L'^^^  right  to  the  Ordinary  Lycen- 
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u.  H.  J.  ces  And  at  your  request  it  was  left  to  the  Consideration  of 
P- '°  this  Session. 

I  have  again  received  Instructions  to  the  like  purpose  and 
shall  comunicate  them  to  you  and  hope  they  will  meet  with  no 
difficulty  Considering  the  Just  Claim  of  my  Lord  Prop''^  and 
the  Urgent  necessity  of  a  regulation  in  the  Ordinaries. 

Gent.  As  my  Lords  Prop*^  &  Guilford  have  most  Oblig- 
ingly complyed  with  whatever  you  thought  proper  to  request 
of  their  L'^ships  And  as  their  Lordships  have  given  you  all 
Assurances  of  maintaining  your  Laws  And  preserving  to  you 
your  rights  &  Priviledges  It  will  lye  upon  you  to  make  such 
gratefull  returns  as  may  give  his  Lordship  the  Strongest  proof 
of  your  dutiful  Affections  which  in  Effect  is  all  that  is  Ex- 
pected from  you.  A  remarkable  Instance  what  felicity  you 
do  &  may  Enjoy  under  the  noble  family  of  Baltemore

which  words  to  some  seems  so  general  that  they  think  the 
trusts  Authorities  or  Powers  granted  between  man  &  man  in 
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U.  H.  J.  their  private  Transactions  may  be  afifected  thereby  Which  is 
surely  more  than  what  is  Consonant  to  the  Laws  of  Great 
Brittain. 

You  are  therefore  to  Endeavour  that  the  said  Act  be  re- 
enacted  with  this  fohowino-  Proviso,  or  that  some  Declaratory 
Law  or  Clause  in  a  Law  be  made  to  the  same  Effect.  Provided 
nevertheless  that  this  present  Act  or  any  thing-  therein  Con- 
tained shall  not  Extend  or  be  Construed  to  Extend  to  the 
negotiation  or  managem*  of  the  private  Affairs  of  any  Person 
or  psons  w^hatsoever  so  as  such  negotiation  or  management 
shall  not  in  any  wise  relate  to  the  Administration  of  the  Gov- 
ernm'  of  this  Province.

as  disturbers  of  the  Publick  Peace  According  to  the  utmost 
Severity  of  the  Law.  And  to  the  end  that  all  -psons  may  have 
due  notice  hereof  and  none  plead  Ignorance  but  Conforme 
themselves  thereto  I  do  comand  &  require  the  severall  Sheriffs 
of  the  Respective  Counties  wathin  this  Province  duly  to  publish 
the  same  by  reading  thereof  at  the  several  parish  Churches 
in  their  Counties  at  the  time  of  divine  Service  and  by  Affixing 
fair  Copies  thereof  at  the  Court  Houses  &  Church  Doors 
whereof  they  are  not  to  fail  at  their  Perills.

Baltemorel  Gent:  of  the  Upper  and  lower  Houses  of 
Guilford    JAssembly. 

\\t  take  this  Opportunity  to  make  known  to  you  We  have 
approved  and  confirmed  all  those  Laws  transmitted  to  us 
which  were  made  ready  for  our  Assent  at  a  Session  of  As- 
sembly begun  and  held  at  our  City  of  Annapolis  the  i/^  day 
of  July  in  the  first  year  of  Our  Dominion  Except  th'  laying  an 
Additionall  Duty  of  four  pounds  p  poll  on  the  King's  Protest- 
ants as  well  as  other  his  Maj'^'  Subjects  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Ireland  to  which  We  have  dissented  And  except  the  Act 
Ascertaining  the  Gauge  &  Tare  of  Tobacco  hh*^*  &c.  whereby 
our  own  Revenue  and  the  Support  of  our  Goverment  are  Pro- 
vided for,  which  still  lyes  before  us  for  our  further  Con- 
sideracon. 

As  we  Cannot  enough  Comend  the  loyalty  and  Zeal  you 
have  shewn  for  his  Maj'^'  and  the  Succession  in  the  illustrious 
House  of  Hannover,  so  none  of  those  Laws  to  which  We  have 
Assented  met  with  a  more  ready  Confirmacon  than  that  which 
jMakes  it  penall  for  men  to  act  in  Employment  without  taking 
the  Oaths  to  our  dread  Sovereign  King  George,  whereby 
Protestants  and  Papists  may  clearly  percieve  th'  your  Lord 
and  Prop*^  is  not  as  has  been  malitiously  suggested  by  Some  a 
Papist  in  ^lasquerade  but  a  true  Protestant  of  the  Church  of 
England  in  which  Faith  he  is  resolved  to  live  and  die. 

Gent.  We  have  at  heart  the  Wellfare  and  Prosperity  of 
the  People  of  this  Province  equall  to  that  of  our  own  and  are 
determined  never  to  do  anything  that  may  Seperate  that 
Union  which  may  tend  so  much  to  the  comon  good  an  early 
Instance  hereof  We  manifested  when  we  directed  Cap'  Hart 
to  lay  before  you  on  what  Condicons  we  were  willing  to  give 
up  our  Quit  Rents  and  Alienacon  fines  a  Condescention  which 
nothing  but  the  good  and  relief  of  the  Poorer  And  more  num- 
erous Part  of  our  People  could  have  prevailed  with  us  to  have 
consented  to  And  having  done  so  much  on  our  Part  for  the 
ease  and  benefit  of  our  People,  We  are  surprized  to  find  that 
you  should  rather  Choose  to  give  the  Mony  which  is  Appro- 
priated to  the  Support  of  our  Government  to  the  only  use  of 
our  Deputy  for  the  Time  being  rather  then  our  own,  w''''  with 
our  Hon*^  We  never  can  consent  to. 

We  have  therefore  Instructed  our  L'  Gov''  once  more  to  lay 
before  you  on  what  Conditions  We  are  still  willing  to  part 
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L.  H.  J.  w""  all  our  quit  rents  and  Alienacon  Fines,  and  doubt  not  but 
the  Planter  by  the  Ease  he  will  find  in  the  payment  of  his  rents 
And  the  Trader  by  the  advantagious  provisoe  of  reshipping 
free  their  Tobaccoes  upon  any  Loss  that  shall  happen  to  them 
■  at  Sea  in  their  Voyage  homewards  will  find  their  Benefit 
thereby  And  that  all  Feuds  &  Animosities  among  Our  people 
will  for  the  future  be  laid  aside  and  the  Province  Continue  to 
Increase  &  flourish  under  the  Family  of  Baltemore. 

After  which  his  Excy  was  pleased  to  Deliver  himself  to  M*" 
Speaker  and  the  members  of  this  House  in  the  following 
Words  Viz. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Upper 
&  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly 

The  right  honble  the  Lord  Prop"^  and  his  Lpp's  noble  Guar- 
dian the  right  honble  the  Lord  Guilford  having  given  you  (in 
that  Speech  I  had  now  the  Honour  to  deliver  to  you  on  their 
Lpp's  behalf)  such  Pregnant  Proofs  of  their  C3wn  fidelity, 
by  their  Lpp's  approving  and  applauding  your  great  Zeale  and 
loyalty  for  his  Majesty  King  George  and  the  Protest'  Succes- 
sion in  the  Illustrious  House  of  Hannover  and  the  ready  Con- 
firmacon  of  such  Laws  as  were  Provided  for  the  security  of 
the  Protestant  Intrest  in  this  Province  together  with  that 
Ardent  and  hearty  Profession  of  the  Lord  Prop^  his  being  a 
true  Protestant  of  the  Church  of  England  I  hope  will  obviate 
the  malitious  Suggestions  of  Such  as  have  represented  his 
Lordship's  being  a  Papist  in  Masquerade  and  that  this  Pub- 
lick  and  frank  Declaracon  of  the  Purity  of  his  Lpps  Faith  will 
engage  and  Secure  his  Lpp  the  hearts  and  Esteem  of  all  the 
good  People  of  Alaryland. 

My  Lords  Prop"^  and  Guilford  having  exprest  their  tender 
regard  for  the  Wellfare  of  this  Province  in  such  Pathetick  and 
afifectionate  Terms  that  I  am  Perswaded  a  Repetition  of  some 
part  of  them  will  be  farr  from  being  unacceptable  to  you  since 
that  they  Contain  in  a  few  Harmonius  Words  all  th*  so  reas- 
onable a  People  as  you  are  can  hope  or  Desire  from  your 
Surperior.  The  words  are  these :  Gent,  We  have  at  heart  the 
Wellfare  and  Prosperity  of  the  People  of  this  Province  equall 
to  that  of  our  own  and  are  determined  not  to  do  anything  to 
Seperate  that  Union  which  may  tend  so  much  to  the  Common 
good. 

Gentlemen.  I  shall  lay  before  you  what  reasons  mov'd  their 
Lpp's  to  disassent  to  that  Act  for  laying  an  Additionall  Duty 
of  four  pounds  p  poll  on  Irish  Servants  which  I  hope  will  give 
you  Satisfacon. 
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Gentleman  of  the  Lower  House.  L.  H.  j. 

Their  Lpps  have  Acquainted  you  that  the  Act  ascertaining 
the  Gauge  and  tare  of  Tobacco  hh''^  wherein  there  is  a  Provi- 
sion for  the  Lord  Prop"^^  Revennue  and  the  Support  of  his 
Goverm'  Lves  under  their  Lpps  Consideration.  What  motives 
vou  might  have  to  Prepare  that  Bill  which  made  the  12'*  p  hh*^ 
for  the  Support  of  Goverment  payable  to  the  Governour  for 
the  Time  being  I  was  Ignorant  of  at  the  Time  of  passing  it 
and  should  have  still  remained  so  for  I  have  ever  inviolably 
preserved  the  Priviledges  of  your  House  but  I  am  now  Ac- 
quainted with  your  Proceedings  an  Officer  of  your  own  having 
given  better  Informacon  of  this  Affair  in  great  Brittain  than 
you  thought  Convenient  for  my  knowledge  here. 

The  violent  Feaver  which  it  Pleased  God  to  visit  me  with 
at  the  Time  of  the  Preparing  that  Bill  rendred  me  incapable 
of  giving  my  usuall  and  Constant  Attendance  in  the  Upper 
house  for  the  necessary  Dispatch  of  Buisness  in  the  Time  of 
the  Assembly  by  Consequence  from  hearing  the  Debates  in  the 
Lpper  house  and  considering  your  Messages  on  that  Bill  so 
shall  take  the  Liberty  to  make  use  of  their  Lpps  Arguments 
why  that  Part  of  the  Act  should  be  altered  and  the  mony 
raised  thereby  made  payable  to  his  Lpp  the  Lord  Prop"^  and 
not  to  the  L'  Governour  for  the  Time  being  this  being  the  only 
Excepcon  to  that  Act. 

The  Lord  Prop*^  by  his  Charter  from  the  Crown  being 
Hereditary  Govern*"  of  Maryland,  all  rights  of  Government  do 
undoubtedly  belong  to  his  Lpps  And  therefore  his  Lpp's  can- 
not consent  with  Honour  that  what  is  raised  for  the  Support 
of  Governm'  should  be  made  payable  to  any  person  who  Acts 
by  Deputacon  under  his  Lpp.  These  reasons  Carry  in  them- 
selves such  Weight  as  I  hope  there  will  be  no  Occasion  to  offer 
any  more  to  induce  you  to  alter  that  Act  in  the  manner  Pro- 
posed. 

As  for  my  Part  who  have  the  Hon""  to  represent  his  Lpp 
in  this  Province  I  must  acknowledge  their  is  so  Generous  a 
Support  made  for  the  Dignity  of  my  Station  that  his  Lord- 
ship's Liberality  has  left  no  Room  to  desire  any  New  favours 
from  the  Country  tho'  I  am  very  thankful  to  you  for  what  has 
been  already  Conferred  on  me,  which  I  fully  enjoy.  And  as 
I  have  ever  endeavour 'd  to  promote  (as  much  as  in  me  lay) 
the  true  Intrest  of  this  Province  as  the  most  Grateful  return 
I  could  make  for  the  many  Marks  of  Esteem  they  had  given 
me.  So  I  shall  Constantly  apply  myself  to  do  whatever  is 
proper  for  me  in  my  Capacity  that  may  be  Conducive  to  the 
Publick  Welfare  of  Maryland.  And  therefore  earnestly 
recomend  to  you  that  you  will  on  your  Parts  preserve  that 
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L.  H.  J.  Union  which  my  Lords  Prop'^  &  Guilford  have  so  much  at 
heart  for  the  CoiiTon  good. 

Gentleman  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses. 

I  am  Comanded  by  the  Lord  Guilford  on  the  behalf  of  the 
Lord  propry  to  deliver  you  his  Lpps  most  obliging  Answer  to 
your  Address  dated  the  tenth  of  October  past  this  being  the 
first  time  of  the  Meeting  of  the  Assembly  since  I  reced  it,  by 
this  Answer  you  will  find  his  U"^  had  the  goodness  to  promise 
you  that  no  Person  should  be  advanced  to  any  Preferment  that 
would  not  qualify  themselves  by  Law  &  I  can  now  Acquaint 
You  that  it  is  their  L^"^  Pleasure  actually  to  Remove  them. 

These  unqualified  Persons  obtaining  Offices  in  the  Manner 
they  did,  that  is  in  Truth  by  Surprize  and  Misinformacon  as 
it  created  much  uneasiness  in  the  minds  of  a  great  Majority  of 
the  People,  so  I  hope  the  effectuall  Care  that  has  been  taken 
by  the  Lords  Proprietary  and  Guilford  for  their  Speedy 
removall  from  their  Employments  will  put  an  End  to  all  feuds 
and  animosities  Amongst  you.  the  Cause  of  your  Complaint 
being  now  removed  it  is  justly  expected  the  Effects  should 
cease  of  Course  And  I  doubt  not  you  will  Shew  yourselves  true 
Protestants  indeed,  by  your  Charitable  Demeanor  to  your 
Neighbours  of  another  perswasion  since  it  is  no  longer  in  their 
Power  to  do  you  any  Injury. 

However  I  may  have  been  personally  ill  represented  in  great 
Brittain  for  doing  my  Approved  Duty  of  exerting  the  Laws 
against  such  as  made  no  Scruple  to  invade  them.  Yet  I  shall 
never  forget  th'  maxim  I  learned  when  a  Soldier  that  whilst 
the  Enemy  was  in  Arms  to  oppose  them  with  a  vigorous  reso- 
lucon,  but  when  Providence  was  pleased  to  bless  the  juster 
side  with  the  advantage  to  treat  them  with  Humanity. 

I  hope  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Romish  Comunion  will  Pru- 
dently consider  their  Own  Intrest  and  Content  themselves 
with  the  Lenity  of  the  Goverm'  they  Live  vmder  who  admits 
them  in  this  Province  to  an  Equall  share  of  Priviledges  with 
the  rest  of  their  fellow  Subjects,  the  bearing  of  Offices  alone 
excepted  to  my  Knowledge  this  would  be  thought  an  inestim- 
able Blessing  by  the  Protestants  who  Dwell  in  the  Roman 
Catholick  Dominions  if  nothing  more  was  expected  from  them 
than  a  Dutifull  Submission  to  the  Laws  of  their  Country, 
which  no  wise  State  will  ever  Suffer  to  be  infringed. 

I  have  on  severall  Occasions  recomended  to  you  the  absolute 
Necessity  of  Propagating  Learning  in  this  Province  by  mak- 
ing some  competent  Provision  for  Schools  and  it  would  be 
happy  if  there  was  a  ffoundation  at  least  for  one  in  every 
County.    But  as  yet  there  is  but  slender  Encouragment  given 
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nay  the  funds  that  are  directed  for  the  maintenance  of  Schools  L.  H.  j. 
are  of  so  inconsiderable  a  Value  that  unless  you  think  Proper 
to  make  better  Provision  to  that  Pious  and  usefull  End,  even 
the  School  of  Annapolis  which  be.a^ins  to  encrease  and  flourish 
must  for  want  of  due  Support  be  laid  aside. 

The  Province  is  now  in  the  most  happy  Condition  that  ever 
it  was  since  the  first  Settlement.  I  bless  God  I  live  to  see  the 
Happy  Change  in  Your  Afifairs.  since  then  Providence  has 
been  so  Indulgent  to  you  and  put  the  means  into  Yo*"  hands 
Exert  yourselves  to  advance  the  Hon*"  &  Intrest  of  Your 
Country  for  the  Particular  good  of  your  Children  who  were 
they  Sensible  of  the  irretrivable  Loss  they  will  Sustain  in  the 
want  of  a  Liberall  Education  in  their  Youth,  They  would 
joyn  their  Tears  to  my  Intreaties. 

By  the  Lords  Prop"^  &  Guilford's  Comands  I  laid  before 
the  last  Sessions  of  Assembly  his  L^^^  Right  to  the  Ordinary 
Lycences  and  at  your  request  it  was  left  to  the  Consideracon 
of  this  Session  I  have  again  received  Instructions  to  the  like 
Purpose  and  shall  Communicate  them  to  You  And  hope  they, 
will  meet  with  no  Difficulty  Considering  the  just  Claim  of  my 
Lord  Proprietary  &  the  urgent  Necessity  of  a  regulation  in 
the  Ordinarys. 

Gentlemen.  As  my  Lords  Proprietary  and  Guilford  have 
most  Obligingly  Complyed  w**"  whatever  you  thought  Proper 
to  request  of  their  Lordships,  And  as  their  L^""  have  given  you 
all  Assurance  of  ^Maintaining  your  Laws  and  Preserving  to 
you  your  rights  and  Priviledges,  It  will  lye  then  upon  you  to 
make  such  gratefull  returns  as  may  give  his  Lpp  the  strongest 
proofs  of  your  dutifull  Afifections  which  in  Effect  is  all  th'  is 
expected  from  you.  A  remarkable  Instance  what  Felicity  you 
do  and  may  enjoy  under  the  Noble  Family  of  Baltemore.

May  Continued  Successes  against  all  your  Enemies  both  at 
home  and  abroad  ever  attend  you,  and  Heaven  grant  you  your 
Heart's  Desire,  We  being  Convinced  by  the  joyfull  Experi- 
ence of  your  Maj'^^  known  Wisdom  Magnanimity  and  Clem- 
ency that  whatever  may  be  in  your  Power  will  allways  Termi- 
nate in  the  happiness  of  your  People.

At  a  Session  of  Assembly,  beg'un  and  held  at  the  City  of 
Annapolis,  in  the  County  of  Ann-Arundel,  the  28""  Day  of 
May,  in  the  second  Year  of  the  Dominion  of  the  Right  Hon- 
ourable Charles,  absolute  Lord  and  Proprietary  of  the  Prov- 
inces of  Maryland  and  Avalon,  Lord  Baron  of  Baltimore,  &c. 
and  ended  the  8*''  Day  of  June  following,  in  the  Third  Year  of 
his  Lordship's  Dominion,  Annoque  Domini  1717,  were  en- 
acted the  following  Laws,  viz.

A  Supplementary  Act,  to  the  Act  for  Limitation  of  Officer's  Chap.  11 
Fees. 

Whereas  several  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  have 
complained,  that  the  several  and  respective  Officers  within 
this  Province,  write  their  Accounts  of  Fees  in  such  short 
abbreviated  Words,  that  they  cannot  by  any  Means  satisfy 
themselves  for  what  the  said  Fees  become  due ;  for  Prevention 
whereof  for  the  future, 

II.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lord- 
ship's Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  As- 
sembly, and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and 
after  the  End  of  this  present  Session  of  Assembly,  all  the 
several  and  respective  Officers  within  this  Province,  whose 
Fees  are  due  upon  Execution,  shall  and  are,  by  virtue  of  this 
Act,  obliged  to  draw  out  the  Particulars  of  their  Fees  in  a  fair 
legible  Hand,  and  the  Words  at  full  length ;  and  on  Failure 
thereof,  such  Officer  to  lose  such  Fees,  if  expressed  in  Words 
cut  off  or  abbreviated.  And  if  any  the  Public  Officers  of  this 
Province,  having  made  out  his  Fees  in  abbreviated  Words, 
contrary  to  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  this  Act,  and  shall 
insist  on  the  levying  such  Fees  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  fined 
Five  Hundred  Pounds  of  Tobacco;  one  Half  thereof  to  his 
Lordship  the  Lord  Proprietor,  to  be  applied  to  the  Use  of  the 

'The  text  of  the  Acts  is  taken  from  Bacon's  Laws  of  Maryland  at  Large  (1765) 
which  contains  only  the  public  general  laws  in  force  at  the  date  of  that  compila- 
tion. Liber  LL  No  4,  which  contained  the  original  record,  has  been  lost.  The 
Acts  here  printed  are  six  of  the  fifteen  of  which  the  titles  are  given  on  pages 
105,  106,  supra.  The  other  nine  are  either  local,  private  or  temporary.  The 
chapter  numbers  in  the  margin  are  those  in  Bacon's  compilation  of  the  session 
laws.

more.  (That  is  to  say,)  to  the  Collector  for  Entering  and 
Clearing  a  Ship  or  Vessel  of  One  Hundred  Tons  or  more. 
Twenty  Shillings ;  for  Entering  and  Clearing  a  Ship  or  Vessel 
under  One  Hundred  Tons,  Ten  Shillings;  for  a  Permit,  Two 
Shillings  and  Six-pence ;  for  a  Navigation  Bond,  Five  Shill- 
ings ;  for  a  Certificate  to  discharge  a  Navigation  Bond,  Five 
Shillings;  for  every  Oath  administered.  One  Shilling;  for  a 
Certificate  to  export  Goods  out  of  the  Province,  Five  Shillings ; 
for  Transmitting  and  Recording  a  Vessel's  Register,  Five 
Shillings :  And  to  the  Naval  Officer  for  Entering  and  Clear- 
ing a  Ship  or  Vessel  under  One  Hundred  Tons,  Ten  Shillings ; 
for  Entering  and  Clearing  a  Ship  above  One  Hundred  Tons, 
Twenty  Shillings;  for  a  Permit,  Two  Shillings  and  Six- 
pence; for  an  Impost  Bond,  Five  Shillings;  for  a  Certificate 
of  Goods  imported.  Five  Shillings;  for  a  isTavigation  Bond, 
Five  Shillings;  for  every  Oath  made  of  Goods,  One  Shilling; 
for  Recording  and  Transmitting  a  Ship's  Register,  Five  Shill- 
ings ;  for  Filing  and  Proving  a  Certificate,  and  Discharging  a 
Navigation  Bond,  Five  Shillings;  for  Certificate  to  discharge 
Navigation  Bond,  Five  Shillings,  and  no  more :  And  the  said 
Collectors  and  Naval  Officers,  are  hereby  obliged  to  take  but 
One  Half  of  the  Fees  above  expressed,  for  all  Ships  or  Vessels 
of  what  Burthen  soever,  that  are  either  built  or  purchased  by 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  Provided  the  Owners  of  the 
said  Ships  or  Vessels  do  all  actually  reside  in  the  same.

any  of  the  said  true  Seals,  or  without  lawful  Warrant  or 
Authority,  shall  falsely  or  corruptly,  or  with  evil  Intent  affix 
any  of  them  to  any  Deed,  Warrant  or  Writing,  and  shall  after- 
wards within  this  Province  publish  or  make  any  Use  of  any 
such  Deed,  Warrant  or  Writing,  as  if  such  respective  Seals 
had  been  affixed  thereunto  by  such  lawful  Warrant  and  Au- 
thority as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  to  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Lord  Proprietary  and  his  Heirs,  all  his  Goods  and  Chattels, 
Lands  and  Tenements  whereof  such  Offender  shall  be  pos- 
sess'd  at  the  Time  of  committing  the  same  Offence;  the  one 
Half  thereof  to  be  applied  towards  the  Support  of  a  Public

An  Act  for  laying  an  additional  Duty  of  Twenty  Shillings  Chap.  X 
Current  Money  per  Poll  on  all  Irish  Servants,  being  Papists, 
to  prevent  the  Growth  of  Popery  by  the  Importation  of  too 
great  Number  of  them  into  this  Province;  and  also  the 
additional  Duty  of  Twenty  Shillings  Current  Money  per 
Poll  on  all  Negroes,  for  raising  a  Fund  for  the  Use  of 
Public  Schools  within  the  several  Counties  of  this  Province. 
Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lord- 
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Bacon  ship's  Govemor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  As- 
sembly, and  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and  after 
the  End  of  Twelve  Alonths  after  the  End  of  this  General 
Assembly,  all  Masters  of  Ships  and  Vessels,  or  Others,  im- 
porting Irish  Servants,  being  Papists,  into  this  Province,  by 
Land  or  by  Water,  at  the  Time  of  their  Entry,  shall  pay  unto 
the  Naval  Officer  for  the  Time  being,  belonging  to  such  Port 
or  Place  where  they  make  their  Entry,  the  additional  Sum  of 
Twenty  Shillings  Current  Money,  over  and  above  the  Twenty 
Shillings  Sterling  per  Poll  imposed  by  a  former  Act  of  As- 
sembly of  this  Province,  for  every  Irish  Servant  so  imported, 
on  Penalty  and  Forfeiture  of  Five  Pounds  Current  Money  for 
every  Servant  that  shall  be  by  him  or  them  concealed  at  the 
Time  of  his  or  their  Entry  as  aforesaid,  the  one  Half  thereof 
to  be  appropriated  for  defraying  the  Public  Charge  of  this 
Province,  the  other  Half  to  the  Informer,  or  to  him  or  them 
that  shall  sue  for  the  same ;  to  be  recovered  in  his  Lordship's 
Name,  in  any  Court  of  Record  within  this  Province,  that 
shall  have  Jurisdiction  of  the  same,  by  Action  of  Debt,  Bill, 
Plaint  or  Information,  wherein  no  Essoin,  Protection,  or 
Wager  of  Law  to  be  allowed. 

II.  And  for  the  better  Discovery  of  such  Irish  Papists; 
Be  it  further  Enacted;  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent 
aforesaid.  That  the  Naval  Officers  for  the  Time  being,  be- 
longing to  the  several  and  respective  Districts  within  this 
Province,  be,  and  are  hereby  authorized,  impowered  and  re- 
quired to  administer  to  every  such  Irish  Servant,  except 
Children  under  the  Age  of  Fourteen  Years,  (to  be  adjudged 
at  the  Discretion  of  the  Naval  Officer)  so  imported  as  afore- 
said, the  several  Oaths  appointed  by  Act  of  Assembly,  and 
cause  them  to  subscribe  the  Oath  of  Abjuration  and  the  Test; 
and  all  and  every  such  Servants  that  shall  refuse  to  take  the 
Oaths,  and  sign  the  Oath  and  Test  as  aforesaid,  (except  be- 
fore excepted)  shall  be  and  are  hereby  deemed  and  declared 
Papists,  for  whom  the  Owner  or  Importer  shall  be  obliged  to 
pay  the  additional  Duty,  as  aforesaid. 

III.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice 
and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  from  and  after  the  Time  afore- 
said, for  every  Negro  imported  into  this  Province,  either  by 
Land  or  Water,  the  Importer  or  Importers  of  such  Negroes 
shall  pay  unto  the  Naval  Officer  aforesaid,  the  Sum  of  Twenty 
Shillings  Current  Money  per  Poll,  over  and  above  the  Twenty 
Shillings  Sterling  per  Poll,  imposed  by  a  former  Act  of  As- 
sembly of  this  Province,  on  Penalty  and  Forfeiture  of  Five 
Pounds  Current  Money  per  Poll,  for  every  Negro  kept  back  or 
unaccounted  for ;  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid,  and  applied  to 
the  Uses  aforesaid. 
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IV.  Which  said  Duties  of  Twenty  Shillinj^s  Current  Bacon 
Money  per  Poll,  shall,  for  the  Advancement  of  Learning-,  be 
applied  towards  the  Encouragement  of  one  Public  School  in 
every  County  within  this  Province,  (That  is  to  say,)  one  equal 
Share  thereof  towards  the  Support  of  each  School,  according 
to  the  Directions  of  such  Act  or  Acts  of  Assembly,  as  shall 
hereafter  direct  therein.

A  Supplementary  Act  to  the  Act  relating  to  Servants  and  Chap,  xiii 
Slaves. 

Whereas  it  may  be  of  very  dangerous  Consequence  to 
admit  and  allow  as  Evidences  in  Law,  in  any  of  the  Courts 
of  Record,  or  before  any  Magistrate  within  this  Province, 
any  Negro,  or  Mulatto  Slave,  or  Free  Negro,  or  Mulatto  born 
of  a  White  Woman,  during  their  Servitude  appointed  by  Law, 
or  any  Indian  Slave,  or  Free  Indian  Natives  of  this  or  the 
neighbouring  Provinces ; 

II.  Be  it  therefore  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Lord  Proprietary,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his 
Lordship's  Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of 
Assembly,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and 
after  the  End  of  this  present  Session  of  Assembly,  no  Negro, 
or  Mulatto  Slave,  Free  Negro,  or  Mulatto  born  of  a  White 
Woman,  during  his  Time  of  Servitude  by  Law,  or  any  Indian 
Slave,  or  Free  Indian  Natives  of  this  or  the  neighbouring 
Provinces,  be  admitted  and  received  as  good  and  valid  Evi- 
dence in  Law,  in  any  Matter  or  Thing  whatsoever,  depending 
before  any  Court  of  Record,  or  before  any  Magistrate  within 
this  Province,  wherein  any  Christian  White  Person  is  con- 
cerned. 

III.  Yet  nevertheless,  where  other  sufficient  Evidence  is 
W'anting  against  any  Negro,  or  Mulatto  Slaves,  Free  Negro, 
or  Mulatto  born  of  a  White  Woman,  during  their  Servitude 
by  Law%  or  against  any  Indian  Native  of  this  or  the  neighbour- 
ing Provinces,  in  such  a  Case  the  Testimony  of  any  Negro,  or 
Mulatto  Slave,  Free  Negro,  Mulatto  born  of  a  White  Woman, 
or  Indian  Native  of  this  or  the  neighbouring  Provinces,  may 
be  heard  and  received  as  Evidence,  according  to  the  Discretion 
of  the  several  Courts  of  Record,  or  Magistrate,  before  whom 
such  a  Matter  or  Thing  against  such  Negro,  Mulatto  Slave, 
&c.  shall  depend;  Provided  such  Evidence  or  Testimony  do 
not  extend  to  the  depriving  them,  or  any  of  them,  of  Life  or 
Member. 
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'  IV.  And  whereas  it  so  often  happens  that  Negro  Slaves, 
&c.  commit  many  heinous  and  capital  Crimes,  which  are  en- 
deavoured to  be  smothered  and  concealed,  or  else  such  Ne- 
groes, &c.  are  conveyed  to  some  other  Province,  and  sold  by 
their  Owners,  who  for  the  Sake  of  the  Interest  they  have  in 
their  Lives  and  Services,  suffer  them  to  escape  Justice;  Be  it 
therefore  Enacted,  by  and  with  the  Authority,  Advice  and 
Consent  aforesaid.  That  if  any  Negro  or  Mulatto  Slave,  or 
Mulatto  born  of  a  White  Woman,  during  the  Time  of  his 
Service  by  Law,  or  Indian  Slave,  shall  hereafter  be  convicted 
of  any  capital  Crime,  for  which  they  shall  suffer  Death,  the 
Court  before  whom  they  shall  be  convicted,  shall  immediately, 
upon  such  Conviction,  Value  such  Negro,  or  Mulatto  Slave, 
or  Mulatto  born  of  a  White  Woman,  before  the  Expiration 
of  their  Service  appointed  by  Law,  in  Tobacco,  and  Three 
Fourths  of  their  Value  to  be  allowed  in  the  Public  Levy,  to  be 
paid  to  the  Owner  or  Owners  of  such  Negro,  or  Mulatto 
Slave,  or  Mulatto  born  of  a  White  Woman. 

V.  And  whereas  in  the  Law  relating  to  Servants  and 
Slaves,  there  is  no  Punishment  or  Penalties  laid  upon  Negroes 
or  Mulattoes  intermarrying  with  any  White  Person;  Be  it 
therefore  Enacted,  by  and  with  the  Authority,  Advice  and 
Consent  aforesaid.  That  if  any  Free  Negro,  or  Mulatto,  inter- 
marry with  any  White  Woman,  or  if  any  White  Man  shall 
intermarry  with  any  Negro,  or  Mulatto  Woman,  such  Negro 
or  Mulatto  shall  become  a  Slave  during  Life,  excepting  Mu- 
lattoes born  of  White  Women,  who  for  such  Intermarriage 
shall  only  become  Servants  for  Seven  Years,  to  be  disposed 
of  as  the  Justices  of  the  County  Court  where  such  Marriage 
so  happens,  shall  think  fit,  to  be  applied  by  them  towards  the 
Support  of  a  Public  School  within  the  said  County.  And  any 
White  Man  or  White  Woman,  who  shall  intermarry  as  afore- 
said, with  any  Negro,  or  Mulatto,  such  White  Man  or  White 
Woman,  shall  become  Servants  during  the  Term  of  Seven 
Years,  and  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Justices  as  aforesaid, 
and  be  applied  to  the  Uses  aforesaid 

VI.  And  further.  Whereas  many  Negro,  Indians,  and 
Mulatto  Slaves,  are  often  found  guilty  of  Pilfering  and  Steal- 
ing, and  other  Misdemeanors,  for  which  they  either  escape 
without  Punishment,  or  else  the  Owners  of  such  Indian,  Ne- 
groes, or  Mulattoes,  are  put  to  considerable  Charge  by  bring- 
ing them  to  Trial,  and  receiving  their  Punishment  for  such 
Crime  before  the  County  Courts ;  Be  it  Enacted,  by  and  with 
the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  when- 
soever any  Negro,  Indian,  or  Mulatto  Slave,  shall  hereafter  be 
charged  with  any  Pilfering  or  Stealing,  or  any  oth'er  Crime 
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or  Misdemeanors,  whereof  the  County  Court  mic^ht  have  Co^-  iiacon 
nizance,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  one  of  the  Justices 
of  the  Provincial  or  County  Courts,  upon  Complaint  made 
before  him,  to  cause  such  Nec^ro,  Indian,  or  Mulatto  Slave,  so 
offending,  to  be  brought  immediately  before  him,  or  any  other 
Justice  of  Peace  for  the  County  where  such  Offence  is  com- 
mitted, who  upon  due  Proof  made  against  any  such  Negro, 
or  Mulatto  Slave,  of  any  of  the  Crimes  as  aforesaid,  such 
Justice  is  hereby  authorized  and  impowered  to  award  and 
cause  to  be  inflicted,  according  to  the  Nature  of  the  Crime, 
such  Punishment  by  Whipping,  as  he  shall  think  fit,  not  ex- 
ceeding Forty  Lashes.

An  Act  for  quieting  Differences  that  may  arise  between  the  Chap.  XIV 
Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  and  the  several  Nations  of 
Indians,  of  w-hat  Places  soever. 

Whereas  many  Differences  have  and  may  hereafter  arise 
and  grow  between  the  English  and  Indians,  which  for  want  of 
a  speedy  Way  of  determining  the  same,  many  great  Charges 
and  Illconveniencies  have  and  may  happen  thereupon,  by  the 
said  Controversies  being  brought  from  the  remotest  Parts  of 
this  Province,  to  be  heard  and  determined  before  the  Governor 
and  Council,  to  the  very  great  Trouble  of  the  Persons  con- 
cerned, and  the  Public  Charge :  Which  to  prevent,  and  to  give 
a  Speedy  Redress  in  all  such  Matters ; 

II.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord 
Proprietary,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lord- 
ship's Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  As- 
sembly, and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  from  and 
after  the  End  of  this  present  Session  of  Assembly,  any  Justice 
of  the  Provincial  or  County  Courts  within  this  Province,  be, 
and  are  hereby  authorized  and  impowered,  to  hear  and  de- 
termine all  Manner  of  Controversies  and  Differences  what- 
soever, that  shall  or  may  hereafter  happen  or  grow  between 
the  Enghsh  and  Indians,  in  private  and  personal  Contro- 
versies, not  exceeding  the  Value  of  Twenty  Shillings  Sterling. 

III.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  by  the  Authority  afore- 
said. That  any  of  the  Justices  aforesaid,  be,  and  are  hereby 
authorized  and  impowered,  upon  hearing  and  determining  any 
such  Difference  or  Controversy  as  aforesaid,  and  Judgment 
thereupon  given,  either  Party  refusing  to  perform  the  same, 
then  and  in  every  such  Case,  the  Justice  so  impowered  as 
aforesaid,  shall  by  Way  of  Distress  take  into  his  Custody  any 
of  the  Goods  and  Chattels  of  the  Offender,  and  out  of  the  same 
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Bacon  make  full  Satisfaction  to  the  Party  wrong-ed,  at  the  Discre- 
tion of  the  said  Justice,  and  the  Overplus  to  return  to  the 
Owner  thereof.

Chap.  XV  An  Act  for  the  Publication  of  Marriages,  and  to  prevent  un- 
lawful Marriages. 

Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lord- 
ship's Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  As- 
sembly, and  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  all  Persons  who 
desire  Marriage,  shall  apply  themselves  to  a  Minister  for  the 
contracting  thereof,  and  shall  cause  due  Publication  to  be 
made,  according  to  the  Rubrick  of  the  Church  of  England,  of 
their  Intent  to  marry,  at  some  Church  or  Chapel  of  Ease 
belonging  to  the  Parish  wherein  the  Woman,  so  intended  to  be 
married,  shall  be  resident :  And  in  case  there  be  no  Minister, 
Curate  or  Reader  in  such  Parish,  an  Advertisement  or  public 
Notification  of  such  intended  Marriage,  shall  be  set  up  at  the 
Court-House  Door  of  the  County  where  such  Marriage  shall 
be  intended,  there  to  remain  for  the  Space  of  Three  Weeks  at 
the  least,  of  which  Advertisement  put  up  as  aforesaid,  the 
Clerk  of  the  County  Court,  where  such  Advertisement  shall 
be  so  put  up,  shall  make  a  Certificate  under  his  Hand,  and  the 
Seal  of  the  County ;  and  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  after 
such  Publication,  and  Certificate  thereof  had,  for  any  Min- 
ister, duly  qualified,  to  join  together  in  Matrimony,  any  such 
Persons  so  Published,  according  to  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church 
of  England ;  saving  to  the  Minister  of  the  respective  Parishes, 
where  such  Publication  shall  be  made,  their  just  Dues  for  such 
Marriages. 

n.  And  if  any  Person  shall  presume  to  contract  Marriage, 
without  such  Publication,  and  Certificate  thereof  had  as  afore- 
said, or  without  particular  Licence  from  the  Governor,  for 
the  Time  being,  do  privately  contract  Marriage,  every  Man  so 
contracted  or  married,  shall  be  liable  to  a  Fine  of  Five  Thou- 
sand Pounds  of  Tobacco ;  and  every  such  Minister  joining  in 
Marriage  any  Persons  without  Publication  or  Licence,  or  any 
ways  infringing  this  Act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  Fine  of  Five 
Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco ;  one  Half  of  the  said  Fines  to 
the  Lord  Proprietary,  his  Heirs  and  Successors,  for  the  Sup- 
port of  Government  of  this  Province,  the  other  Half  to  the 
Informer ;  to  be  recovered  in  any  Court  of  Record,  by  Action 
of  Debt,  Bill,  Plaint  or  Information,  wherein  no  Essoin,  Pro- 
tection, or  Wager  of  Law  to  be  allowed. 
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III.  And  for  the  more  effectually  avoidin,^  secret  and  Bacon 
clandestine  Marriac^es ;  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Ad- 
vice and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  any  Person  or  Persons  resi- 
dent in  this  Province,  who  shall  i^et  their  Marriage  solemnized 

in  any  the  neighbouring-  Colonies,  during  such  their  Residence 
in  this  Province,  unless  where  the  Woman  so  married  shall  be 
Resident  of  that  Place  where  such  Marriage  shall  be  solem- 
nized, the  Man  so  married  shall  be  liable  to  the  Fine  of  Five 
Thousand  Pounds  of  Tobacco;  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid, 
to  the  use  aforesaid. 

IV.  And  for  ascertaining  to  the  Minister  a  Fee  for  Mar- 
riages, in  other  Cases  than  the  Act  for  Establishment  of 
Religious  Worship  provides  for;  Be  it  Enacted,  That  in  case 
any  Persons  married  by  Licence,  and  that  shall  be  married  in 
the  Parish  Church  or  Chapel  of  Ease,  or  come  to  such  Min- 
ister's House  to  be  ]\Iarried,  there  shall  be  paid  as  a  Fee,  by 
the  Persons  to  be  Married,  for  such  Marriage,  the  Sum  of  Ten 
Shillings  and  no  more;  And  in  case  of  Publication  of  Banns, 
the  Persons  so  to  be  Married  shall  come  to  the  Minister's 
Dwelling-House  to  be  Married,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Minister  as  a  Fee  for  such  Marriage,  One  Hundred  Pounds  of 
Tobacco,  or  Six  Shillings  and  Eight-pence  Current  Money, 
ready  Pay,  and  no  more.  And  it  is  hereby  Declared,  That 
whenever  any  Fee  is  allowed  for  Marrying  Persons  whose 
Banns  are  Publish'd,  such  Fee  shall  be  taken  as  a  full  Fee  for 
the  Publication  of  the  Banns,  as  well  as  for  the  Solemnization 
of  such  Marriage. 

V.  Provided,  That  this  Act,  or  any  Thing  therein  con- 
tained, shall  not  extend,  or  be  construed  to  extend,  to  any 
Persons  of  Persuasions  in  Religion  different  from  that  of  the 
Church  of  England ;  but  that  all  such  Persons,  and  the  Manner 
of  their  Proceedings  in  Marriage,  may  intirely  remain  un- 
altered by  this  Act,  and  in  the  same  Circumstance,  as  if  this 
Act  had  never  been  made;  anything  therein  before  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding.

Gentlemen  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly 

I  am  to  acquaint  you,  that  the  right  Honbie  my  L'^'  Guilford 
and  Baltemore,  have  Expressed  great  Satisfaction,  on  your 
Proceedings  in  last  Gen"  Assembly,  as  will  fully  app'  by  their 
L'^P^  obliging  Answers,  to  the  Seperate  Addresses  of  both 
houses,  and  by  their  not  Dissenting  to  any  one  Act  passed  in 
that  Session. 

I  have  sev'  other  matters  to  Communicate  to  you  by  their 
U^^  Commands  Which  I  am  of  Opinion  will  be  better  Ex- 
plained in  the  way  of  Message 

Gentlemen 

From  the  happy  Conclusion  of  the  last  Session  I  pleased 
myself  with  the  hopes,  that  the  remaining  part  of  that  time  I 
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u.  H.  J.  was  permitted  to  be  here  in  this  Station  would  have  aiTorded 
me  much  Satisfaction  and  Tranquilhty,  And  that  I  might  have 
p.  3  been  wholy  at  Leisure,  To  have  Imployed  my  thoughts  and 
Actions  for  the  good  and  welfare  of  this  Province  as  I  had 
faithfully  Done.  But  such  is  the  restless  and  Turbulent 
Spirit,  of  some  Papists  and  their  Adherents  that  they  Still 
Continue  to  Persecute  and  Defame  me  as  they  have  Obstin- 
ately done  from  that  period  of  time,  I  opposed  (as  I  was  in 
Duty  bound)  their  pretensions  to  an  Equall  Share  of  the 
Administration  of  this  Governm'  with  the  Protestants  and 
required  those  to  Oualifie  themselves  as  the  Law  Directs 
(which  they  refused  to  doe)  before  I  would  permitt  them  to 
Execute  those  Offices  they  by  Deceiveing  and  Imposeing  on 
their  L'^"^  had  Illegally  Obtained,  which  upon  better  Informa- 
tion their  L'^^''  in  their  wisdom  and  Justice  have  since  thought 
fitt  to  Deprive  them  of. 

I  am  Authentically  Informed  that  M*"  Carroll  and  M" 
Macnamara  have  made  fresh  Complaints  to  their  L'^''^  against 
me.  And  as  these  two  persons  are  both  named  Togeather,  I 
shall  Speak  of  their  behaviour  in  this  publick  Manner  as 
being  the  most  Candid  and  open  method  to  set  their  Mis- 
conduct in  a  true  light  to  their  L*^"^  And  to  take  of  those  artful 
&  false  Insinuations  with  which  they  Endeavour  to  amuse 
p.  4  and  poyson  the  minds  of  the  Good  People,  as  if  there  was 
neither  Law  nor  Justice  to  be  had  under  my  Administration. 

M""  Carroll  who  is  a  Profest  Papist,  and  the  first  Fomenter 
of  our  late  Disturbances,  having  Acquired  a  vast  Estate  in 
this  Province,  by  the  Offices  he  formerly  Employed,  and  his 
Practice  in  the  Law,  not  Contented  to  Enjoy,  this  Affluence  of 
Fortune  with  more  Indulgence  here,  than  he  cou'd  Expect 
in  any  other  Part  of  his  Majestys  Dominions,  must  needs  add 
the  Ambition  of  Rule  to  his  iformer  Felicity. 

Pursuant  to  this  Design,  some  time  before  he  made  his  last 
Voyage  to  Great  Britain  he  shewed  me  a  Representation, 
which  was  to  be  presented  to  their  Lordships  on  behalf  of  the 
Roman  Catholicks  of  this  Province  Importing  that  they 
Prayed  to  be  Restored  to  what  they  alledged  was  their  Right 
of  being  Oualifyed  for  Offices  in  the  Government,  as  they 
formerly  had  been. 

Upon  the  View  of  this  Rrepresent''  I  plainly  told  M'  Carroll 
that  It  was  against  the  Laws  of  Great  Britain  &  the  Acts 
of  Assembly  of  this  Province,  &  that  I  would  Oppose  it  to 
the  Utmost  of  my  Power. 

M'  Carroll  Observing  with  what  Surprise  &  Indignation  I 
received  his  motion.  He  told  me  it  should  not  be  Offered  to 
their  Lordships,  and  Desired  me  to  be  silent  on  that  Repre- 
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sentation,  Which  I  promised  to  be,  Provided  he  Droped  all  U.  H.  j. 
thoughts  of  Offering-  it,  But  being  afterwards  Credibly  In- 
formed that  M'  Carroll  had  Offered  that  Representation  (tho 
It  had  not  its  Desired  Effect)  to  their  Ldships,  I  have  since 
told  ]\r  Carroll  of  his  unfaithful  Dealing  on  this  Account,  p.  5 
before  severall  members  of  the  Uper  House.  He  Acknowl- 
edged he  had  given  the  Representation,  But  it  did  not  Import, 
that  the  Roman  Catholicks  might  be  Qualified  for  Imploym'', 
but  that  they  might  not  be  Unqualifyed  for  them.  So  poor  & 
Jesuiticall  an  Evasion  wants  no  Remark 

I  then  Demanded  of  M''  Carroll  by  what  Claim  of  Right, 
did  he  Offer  that  Representation,  for  that  in  my  Judgment  by 
the  Laws,  the  Roman  Catholicks  had  no  Pretentions  to  hold 
Ministeriall  Offices,  without  Qualifying  themselves  for  them. 

He  answered  that  they  Claimed  from  an  Instrument, 
Granted  by  the  Lord  Cecilius,  but  that  he  believed  it  was  burnt 
in  the  State  house.  And  that  they  (the  Roman  Catholicks) 
w^ou'd  Insist  upon  that  Rights  and  then  Added  (with  great 
Vehemence)  that  if  my  Lord  Guilford  wou'd  not  admitt  of 
their  Right  they  w'ould  Apply  to  higher  Powers. 

Gentlemen  It  is  Obvious  to  all  (who  are  not  wilfully  blind) 
what  Steps  the  Roman  Catholicks  were  takeing  to  Introduce 
themselves  Again  into  the  Administration  of  this  Governm* 
But  being  by  their  L'^ship's  Prudence,  Discountenanced  in 
their  Practices,  And  also  Opposed  by  me  in  their  Pretended 
Right,  of  not  being  Unqualifyed  as  It  is  Termed,  And  likewise 
Impeded  of  Imploying  those  Offices,  they  had  so  surprizingly 
Obtained  and  which  Indeed,  they  were  Unqualifyed  for, 

It  was  a  natural  Conclusion  after  such  a  Defeat,  that  they 
wou'd  have  Satt  Down,  and  have  been  Contented  and  Easy,  p.  6 
under  the  Protection  of  the  Government,  as  they  were  pmitted 
to  be,  but  on  the  Contrary  the  Roman  Catholicks  Indefatigable 
in  their  Designes  Turned  all  their  Rage  and  Fury  of  Dis- 
appointment, to  Calumniate  my  Conduct,  and  by  heaping  of 
Indignities  upon  me,  used  their  Utmost  Efforts,  thereby  to 
Remove  me  from  this  Station. 

To  gain  this  Point,  I  am  Informed  that  a  very  large  sume  of 
mony,  was  Subscribed  for,  by  the  Leading  men  of  the  Romish 
Comunity  and  some  of  them  went  as  Emissaries  to  London 
And  were  very  Active  there  against  me,  and  Exclaimed  in 
bitter  Terms  of  my  prosecuteing  the  Papists  in  this  Province 
and  how  Cruel  a  manner  they  were  Treated  in.  And  even 
Debarred  the  Liberty  of  a  ffree  Comerce 

When  I  Demonstrated  to  their  Lordships  how  groundless  & 
Unjustly  these  Clamours  were,  Their  Lordships  Answer  was 
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U. H.J.  so  Just  &  so  much  for  their  Honour,  as  well  as  a  Vindication 
for  my  Character,  That  I  take  it  as  a  Duty,  to  give  you  their 
L'^P^  Sentiments  in  their  own  Words  as  I  have  them  by  a  Letter 
dated  the  16""  of  November  past  &  are  as  follows. 

It  is  very  true  Representations  have  been  made,  to  us  of 
your  Persecution  &  Severity  to  the  Roman  Catholicks,  but  as 
P-  7  those  Representations  appear  to  be  Grounded  only  on  Fears  & 
Jealousies  not  Facts  so  we  must  Approve  of  your  Integrity  to 
us,  in  keeping  them  in  due  bounds  by  the  Gentle  methods  you 
have  taken. 

Gentlemen.  As  there  has  been  ho  Opportunitvs  lost  by 
which  the  Roman  Catholicks  imagined,  they  might  deter  me  in 
the  Duty  of  my  Office,  so  they  had  upon  Cases  most  unfairly 
stated.  Obtained  the  Opinion  of  three  Eminent  Lawyers,  on 
the  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province,  for  Suspending  the 
Prosecution  of  Popish  Priests  &c. 

These  opinions  shall  be  laid  before  you,  for  your  Con- 
sideration upon  them 

Upon  my  Representation  of  this  Case  to  their  Lordships  in 
the  Clearest  view  I  was  Capable  of  I  have  the  Honour  of 
their  Lordships  Answer  upon  the  occasion  as  follows. 

"  If  the  Learned  Councills  Opinions  were  given  on  Cases 
"  not  fairly  Stated,  the  Roman  Catholicks  must  thank  them- 
"  selves,  for  we  are  so  far  from  Imagining,  that  any  Counte- 
"  nance  shou'd  be  given  them,  in  that  Pernicious  Practice  of 
"  Perverting  People  to  the  Romish  Superstition,  that  we  very 
"  well  Approve  of  the  Laws  made  to  prevent  it.  Never  meaning 
"  any  more  but  that  they  might  live  Peaceably  &  Quietly  under 
"  our  Government,  whilst  they  behave  themselves  as  became 
"  them 

Gent.  Thus  I  have  Related  to  you  in  as  short  a  manner  as 
time  &  Occasion  will  permitt  the  True  Grounds  and  Reason 
p.  8  for  which  the  Romanists  &  their  Adherents,  have  given  me 
so  great  Inquietude,  and  which  have  Provoked  them,  to  use  so 
many  Subtile  Practices  for  my  Removall.  But  you  will  find 
the  Cause  of  their  unjust  Resentments  against  me  more  at 
large  in  the  Journalls  of  the  Uper  &  Lower  Houses  in  July 
1716. 

I  must  Confess  this  fifaction  have  done  me  more  Honour 
than  I  Presume  they  Intended  me  as  if  I  alone,  were  of  Conse- 
quence to  the  Protestant  Interest  here,  That  coud  they  by  any 
means  remove  me  from  this  Station,  they  might  have  at  least 
the  Chance,  to  find  my  Successor  more  Pliable  to  their  In- 
treagues.

&  Liberty  of  a  Protestant  Government,  that  if  I  may  Jud^e 
from  the  many  good  Laws  that  have  been  made  in  this 
Province,  And  the  Profession  of  so  great  a  Majority  of  this 
People,  they  are  firmly  Resolved  never  more  to  give  way  to  a 
Popish  Administration 

Gent.  What  I  Require  of  you  upon  this  Occasion  is,  that 
you  will  Enquire  into  the  Circumstances  that  are  now  related 
to  you,  and  in  the  name  of  God,  As  you  are  his  Lordship's 
Great  Councill  of  this  Province,  make  an  Impartiall  Repre- 
sentation of  the  truth  thereof  in  what  manner  you  shall  find 
Proper. 

As  what  Relates  to  M""  Macnemara  &  his  Complaints,  you

And  we  shall  faithfully  Endeavour  to  Pursue  the  same 
Ends  in  Considering  such  further  Commands  from  their 
Lordships  as  your  Excy  shall  be  Pleased  to  Communicate  to 
us  by  way  of  message. 

Wee  humbly  take  Leave  to  Acquaint  your  Excy  that  from 
3^our  Excys  steady  and  Prudent  Conduct  of  Affairs  and  the 
Happy  Conclusion  of  the  last  Sessions,  wee  had  Great  hopes 
that  not  only  your  Excy  in  Particular  but  all  his  Majesty's 
Good  Subjects  in  Generall  throughout  this  Province  might 
have  Enjoy'd  such  leisure  and  Tranquillity  as  you  are  Pleased 
to  mention,  and  are  heartily  Sorry  that  any  thing  should  Hap- 
pen to  Interrupt  it.  We  are  sure  that  none  either  good  Sub- 
jects to  our  Sov"  or  Realy  well  wishers  to  his  Lordship  and 
this  Province  Could  be  Instrumentall  in  the  Diverting  your 
Excy  from  the  Prosecution  of  such  good  Designs  or  in  the 
makeing  your  Excy  uneasy  in  the  unbyass'd  Methods  of  your 
Admrcon,  But  that  Papists  and  their  Adherents  should  At- 
tack your  Excy^  Character  And  Interest  seems  not  strange, 
but  rather  the  naturall  Product  of  your  Excy  Zealous  Regard 
p.  92  for  the  Establishment  of  the  Protestant  Interest  and  defend- 
ing it  against  the  Attempts  of  those  who  Value  themselves  so 
much  upon  the  Advances  they  had  made  (by  Deceiving  and 
Imposeing  upon  their  Lordships)  Towards  Introducing  them- 
selves into  an  Equall  Share  with  the  Protestants  of  the 
Admrcon  of  the  Government  of  this  Province,  which  their 
Lordships  on  better  Information  did  so  readily  and  Justly 
Deprive  them  of  to  our  Great  Satisfaction;  Such  a  regard  as 
this  is  Cause  Enough  to  Excite  their  utmost  Endeavours, 
against  the  best  of  men ;  Wee  doubt  not  their  will,  and  hope  we 
Cant  be  blam'd  if  we  Endeavour  to  Restrain  their  Power.

Government. 

The  Relation  your  Excy  is  Pleased  to  Give  us  of  the  Steps 
the  Roman  Catholicks  were  taking  to  advance  their  Power  is 
very  Convinceing  and  lays  us  under  the  Greatest  Obligations 
of  Gratitude  to  your  Excy  for  so  Generously  Opposeing  them 
and  setting  the  whole  matter  in  a  Clear  light  before  their 
Ldshpps  without  which  these  their  Subtill  Jesuiticall  falsities 
might  have  Possibly  past  for  truth  the  Consequences  whereof 
we  Presume  not  to  Determine.  The  more  Vehement  the 
Romans  and  their  Adherents  are  in  their  Endeavours  to  heap 
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Indignities  upon  your  Excys  Sincerity  to  the  Present  Estab-  L'H.J. 
lishments  in  Church  and  State  to  which  the  Roman  Cathohcks 
are  known  to  have  so  Great  an  Eversion  both  by  IncHnation 
and  Principle  that  it  Can  be  deem'd  No  honour  for  a  true  p-  30 
Protestant  to  have  their  Applause  nor  any  Scandall  to  Suffer 
their  Reproach  And  as  their  Lordships  on  your  Excys  Repre- 
sentation to  them  have  Been  so  Just  to  your  Excys  Character 
and  Conduct  as  not  to  Give  way  to  the  Insinuations  of  the 
Papists  on  their  groundless  fears  and  Jealousies  when  they 
had  not  the  Confidence  to  Assign  the  least  of  Facts,  But  on  the 
Contrary  have  signified  their  Approbation  of  your  Integrity 
to  their  Lordships  in  keeping  them  within  due  Bounds  by  such 
Gentle  methods  as  you  have  always  Taken  so  we  hope  their 
Lordships  will  look  upon  any  fresh  Complaints  that  have  or 
shall  be  made  ag'  your  Excy  as  Groundless  as  the  former  with- 
out good  Proofs  It  being  as  unlikely  to  find  Papists  under  a 
Protestant  Government  without  Complaints,  in  Case  they  are 
Listened  to,  as  to  find  fire  without  warmth  or  water  without 
moisture. 

Wtt  are  somewhat  Surprized  to  find  the  Roman  Catholicks 
so  Active  in  Procuring  Oppinions  from  Lawyers  in  England, 
in  Relation  to  our  Laws  Since  the  severest  of  them  are  more 
Indulgent  to  them  than  the  Statute  made  in  the  11'^  and  12'^ 
years  of  his  Late  Majesty  King  William  the  third  Chapter  the 
fourth,  which  Expressly  extends  to  his  Majesty's  Realms 
and  the  Dom"^  thereunto  Belonging  And  which  we  Presume 
neither  they  nor  the  Learned  Lawyers,  whose  oppinions  they 
have  Taken  will  disallow  the  force  of  here  from  whence  we 
Begg  leave  to  Observe  that  if  the  Act  of  Assembly  against  the 
Growth  of  Popery  here  were  not  only  suspended  as  they  would 
have  it  Actually  Repealed,  their  Ends  would  be  but  Poorly  p.  31 
answered.  But  since  by  these  measures  those  Gentl  have 
PlainFy  demonstrated  that  they  Insist  upon  their  Indulgences 
as  matters  not  of  favour,  but  of  Right  to  We  think  ourselves 
Obliged  to  declare  our  opinions,  that  they  have  not  any  Right 
to  further  Indulgences  than  that  Statute  gives  them,  And 
Acknowledge  your  Excys  Goodness  in  so  Stateing  their  Case 
to  their  Lordships  as  to  give  their  Lordships  an  Occasion  to 
declare  themselves  so  much  to  our  Satisfaction. 

Wee  are  well  Assured  the  Romanists  and  their  Adherents 
did  not  Design  your  Excy  either  honour  or  Profitt  in  makeing 
You  the  only  Marke  of  their  Revenge  for  Supporting  the 
Protestant  Interest,  But  we  must  with  all  gratitude  acknowl- 
edge your  Excys  Generosity  and  goodness  in  Defending  it  at 
the  Hazzard  of  your  Interest  so  f  arr  as  the  Influence  of  theirs 
could  reach,  Which  were  it  such  that  thereby  they  could  Ac- 
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u.  H.  J.  complish  their  Ends  in  your  Removall  and  Obtain  a  Successor 
more  Pliable  to  their  Intrigues  (which  we  Pray  God  Prevent) 
would  at  last  faile  them  for  we  who  have  so  long  enjoyed  the 
Happy  Influence  of  a  Church  of  England  Governm'  Cannot 
easily  give  it  up  to  Papists  while  wee  are  blest  with  a  Prot- 
estant King  on  the  throne  of  Great  Brittaine  and  a  Protestant 
Proprietor  under  him  to  Govern  us,  whose  Justice  and  Good- 
ness we  have  Amply  Experienced  by  rejecting  their  Com- 
plaints by  Continueing  us  under  the  Imediate  Admrcon  of 
your  Excy  so  hearty  an  Espouser  of  the  Present  Establish- 
ment both  in  Church  &  State. 

Wee  are  not  Ignorant  of  the  Plotting  uneasy  and  revenge- 
ful temper  as  well  as  proud  and  Turbulent  Behaviour  of  M*" 
Macnemara  ever  since  his  first  Comeing  into  this  Province 
but  more  Especially  since  he  has  had  the  Oppertunity  to 
p.  32  Insinuate  Himself  into  their  Lordships  Good  graces  which  we 
are  well  Assured  he  never  could  have  done  if  their  Lordships 
had  been  as  well  Acquainted  with  his  Conversation  and  Char- 
acter, as  we  are  of  which  when  their  Lordships  shall  be 
truly  Informed,  we  doubt  not  but  he  may  have  Less  Cause 
to  boast  of  their  Repeated  favours. 

Wee  have  considered  what  your  Excy  has  been  Pleased  to 
lay  before  us  as  the  Cause  of  Your  suspending  him  from 
Practising  in  the  Chancery  Court  and  are  of  Oppinion  that 
the  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province  has  Invested  a  Sufficient 
Authority  in  all  the  Courts  of  it  not  only  to  admitt  but  also  to 
suspend  Attornys  Or  other  Practitioners  of  the  Law  from 
Practiceing  in  them  upon  their  misbehaviour.  Which  the  sev" 
Courts  are  the  Proper  Judges  of  without  the  Imputation  of 
being  both  Judge  &  Party. 

But  if  the  Authority  of  any  of  his  Lordships  Courts  should 
be  Abridged  in  this  Part  it  would  be  Impossible  for  them  to 
Preserve  such  Decorum  as  is  Absolutely  necessary  in  Judiciall 
p.  33  Proceedings  but  Render  his  Lordship's  Authority  in  the  Per- 
sons of  his  Judges  Lyable  to  the  Reproach  of  every  mercenary 
Tongue,  And  as  we  Take  it  IVL  Macnemara  by  his  so  much 
Insisting  upon  having  the  Right  Honble  the  Lord  Guilford's 
Letter  to  him  Intered  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Chancery 
Court  seem'd  to  have  some  hopes  he  might  be  supported  in  his 
Practice  in  that  Court  without  being  Obliged  to  Shew  it  due 
Respect  an  use  that  we  dare  say  his  Lordship  never  Design'd 
should  be  made  of  it 

Thus  we  have  faithfully  and  Impartially  Considered  what 
your  Exc^  has  been  Pleased  to  lay  before  us  And  think  our- 
selves Obliged  to  Return  our  humble  thanks  for  the  Assurance 
you  have  given  us  of  [y]our  steady  Resolution  to  Support  the 
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Magistrates  in  the  discharge  of  the  truth  '  reposed  in  them  as  u.  H.  j. 
much  as  in  you  Lies  and  that  you  will  not  slacken  your  En- 
deavours to  establish  the  Protestant  Interest  in  Maryland,  the  p-  34 
Consequences  whereof  cannot  redound  to  your  Prejudice. 
And  since  we  are  fully  satisfied  the  Complaints  that  have  been 
made  ag'  your  Exc^  and  Uneasinesses  that  have  Been  given 
you  have  been  founded  merely  on  Your  Exc^'  Endeavours  for

Wee  begg  Leave  on  this  Occasion  to  Declare  ourselves 
bound  in  Justice,  duty  &  Gratitude  to  do  what  in  us  lies  to 
Support  Your  Exc^'  Character  and  Interest  ag'  the  Attempts 
of  all  the  disaffected  whose  restless  and  ambitious  Spirits  will 
not  let  them  see  when  they  are  happy. 

And  we  further  Declare  to  the  End  that  it  may  be  known  to 
all  the  world  and  recorded  on  our  Journalls  to  the  Honour  of

Zealous  Inclination  to  Promote  as  much  as  in  me  Lay  the 
Propagation  of  our  most  holy  Religion,  for  which  Pious  & 
laudable  End  you  are  missionaries  here. 

I  had  not  long  Resided  here  before  Experience  shewed  me 
the  necessity  of  having  some  Rev'^  Persons  Impowered  by  the 
Right  Rev'^  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London  our  Diocesan  for  the 
Better  Government  of  the  Church  in  this  Province. 

This  Obliged  me  to  remonstrate  to  that  Effect  to  his  Lord- 
ship who  had  the  Goodness  not  only  to  Approve  of  my  Re- 
monstrance but  even  Condescended  to  Appoint  for  his  Lord- 
ship's Commissaries  those  two  Rev''  Gentlemen  whom  I  took 
the  Liberty  to  Nominate  for  that  Purpose. 

I  find  there  are  Sev"  Difficulties  in  the  Execution  of  the

Humbly  sheweth.  That  M""  Macnemara  a  Pracf  of  the 
Law  in  the  Provinciall  &  other  Courts  in  this  Province  is  a 
Person  of  such  a  Turbulent,  Refractory  Haughty  &  Abusive 
temper,  that  It  hath  been  his  comon  Practice  (when  his  Cir- 
cumstances would  any  wise  support  him)  to  despise  Affront  & 
contemn  the  Authority  of  the  Justices  of  such  Courts  Espe- 
cially that  of  the  Provinciall  for  which  he  hath  been  hereto- 
fore Suspended  And  upon  his  Humble  Petition  Seting  forth 
the  Acknowledgments  of  the  Offence  and  solemn  Promises  of 
Regulateing  his  behaviour  for  the  future  he  hath  been  Re- 
stored, which  the  Records  in  this  Province  do  manifestly  make 
Appear.

Thereupon  M''  Speaker  with  the  whole  House  went  to  the 
Upper  House  were  his  Excy  was  pleased  to  deliver  himself 
p.  3  to  M""  Speaker  and  the  Members  of  this  House  in  the  following 
Words  viz: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly 

I  am  to  acquaint  you  that  the  Right  Hon^'^  my  Lords  Guil- 
ford and  Baltemore  have  Expressed  great  Satisfaccdn  on 
your  proceedings  in  the  last  Generall  Assembly  as  will  fully 
appeare,  by  their  L'*"^  oblidging  answers,  to  the  Seperate 
Addresses  of  both  Houses  and  by  their  not  Dissenting  to  any 
one  act  passed  in  that  Session. 

I  have  Severall  other  matters  to  comunicate  to  you  by  their 
U^^  Comands  which  I  am  of  Opinion  will  be  better  explained 
in  the  way  of  Message. 

Gentlemen. 

From  the  happy  Conclusion  of  the  last  Session  I  pleased 
my  Self  with  the  hopes,  that  the  remaining  part  of  that  time, 
I  was  permitted  to  be  here  in  this  Station  wou'd  have  afforded 
me  much  Satisfaction  and  Tranquility,  and  that  I  might  have 
been  wholly  at  leasure,  to  have  imployed  my  thoughts  and 
Actions,  for  the  good  and  welfare  of  this  province,  as  I  had 
faithfully  done. 

But  such  is  the  Restless  and  Turbulent  Spirit,  of  some 
Papists  and  their  adherents,  that  they  still  Continue  to  Perse- 
cute and  Defame  me,  as  they  have  obstinately  done,  from  that 
Period  of  Time,  I  oposed  (as  I  was  In  duty  bound)  their 
pretentions  to  an  Equal  Share  of  the  Administration  of  this 
Government  with  the  Protestants,  and  Required  those  to 
Qualifie  themselves  as  the  Law  directs  (and  which  they  re- 
fused to  do)  before  I  would  permit  them  to  Execute  those 
offices  they  by  Deceiving,  &  Imposing  on  their  L'^p'  had  ille- 
gally obtained,  which  upon  better  Information  their  L'^''^  in 
their  wisdom  and  Justice  have  since  thought  fit  to  deprive 
them  of 

I  am  Authentickly  informed,  that  M''  Carroll  and  M""  Mac- 
nemara  have  made  fresh  Complaints  to  their  L'^p^  against  me, 
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And  as  these  two  persons  are  named  together  I  shall  Speak  L.  H.  j. 
of  their  behaviour  in  this  Publick  manner ;  as  beinjr^  the  most 
Candid  and  open  method,  to  Set  their  misconduct  in  a  true  i'-  4 
light  to  their  L^^\  and  to  take  of  those  artfull  &  false  in- 
formations, w**"  which  they  Endeavour  to  amuse  &  poyson  the 
minds  of  the  good  people,  as  if  there  was  neither  Law  nor 
Justice  to  be  had  under  my  Administration 

]\r  Carroll  who  is  a  profest  Papist,  and  the  first  Fomenter 
of  our  late  Disturbances,  having  Acquired  a  vast  Estate  in  this 
Province  by  the  Offices  he  formerly  Employed,  &  his  practice 
in  the  Law,  not  Contented  to  Enjoy,  this  Affluence  of  Fortune 
wath  more  Indulgence  here  then  he  Coud  Expect  in  any  part 
of  his  Maj*''^  Dominions,  must  needs  Add  the  ambition  of 
Rule,  to  his  former  felicity. 

Pursuant  to  his  design  sometime  before  he  made  his  last 
Voyage  to  Great  Brittain,  he  shew'd  me  a  Representation 
which  was  to  be  presented  to  their  L'^''^  on  behalf  of  the  Roman 
Catholicks  of  this  Province  importing,  that  they  prayed  to  be 
restored,  to  what  they  alledged  was  their  Right  of  being 
Qualifyed  for  offices  in  that  Goverm*  as  they  formerly  had 
been.  Upon  the  view  of  this  Representacon  I  plainly  told  M"" 
Carroll;  that  it  was  against  the  Laws  of  Great  Brittaine,  and 
the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  this  Province,  &  I  woud  opose  it  to  the 
utmost  of  my  Power.  M''  Carroll  observing  with  what  Sur- 
prize and  Indignation,  I  received  his  motion  He  told  me  it 
should  not  be  offered  to  their  L'^^^  and  desired  me  to  be  silent 
on  that  Representation  which  I  promised  to  be  Provided  he 
dropped  all  thoughts  of  offering  it.  But  being  afterwards 
credibly  Informed,  that  M*"  Carroll  had  offered  that  Repre- 
sentation (tho  it  had  not  its  desired  Effect)  to  their  IJ^^,  I 
have  since  told  M''  Carroll  of  his  unfaithfull  Dealing  on  this 
Account  before  Several  members  of  the  Upper  House.  He 
Acknowledg'd  he  had  given  the  Representation  but  it  did  not 
Import  that  the  Roman  Catholicks  might  be  Qualifyed  for  p.  5 
Employments  but  that  they  might  not  be  unqualif yed  for  them. 
So  poor,  and  Jesuitical  an  Evasion  wants  no  remark. 

I  then  demanded  of  M""  Carroll,  by  what  claim  of  Right  did 
he  offer  that  Representation  for  that  in  my  Judgment,  by  the 
Laws,  the  Roman  Catholicks  had  no  pretention  to  hold  minis- 
terial offices  without  Quallifying  themselves  for  them  he 
answered  that  they  claimed  from  an  Instrument  Granted  by 
the  Lord  Cecilius,  but  that  he  believed,  it  was  burnt  in  the 
State  House,  And  that  they  (the  Roman  Catholicks)  would 
Insist  upon  the  Right  and  then  Added  (with  great  Vehe- 
mence) that  if  my  Lord  Guilford  wou'd  not  admit  of  their 
Right  they  would  apply  to  Higher  Powers. 
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L.  H.  J.  Gentlemen.  It  is  Obvious  to  all  (who  are  not  willfully 
blind)  what  Steps  the  Roman  Catholicks  were  takeing  to 
Introduce  themselves  again,  into  the  Administration  of  this 
Goverm'.  But  being  by  their  L'^''^  prudence,  discountenanced 
in  their  Practices,  and  also  oposed  by  me  in  their  pretended 
right,  of  not  being  unqualifyed  as  it  is  Termed,  and  likewise 
Impeded  of  Imploying  those  offices,  they  had  so  surprizeingly 
obtained  and  which  Indeed  they  were  Unqualifyed  for, 

It  was  a  Natural  Conclusion  after  Such  a  defeat  that  they 
woud  have  satt  Downe,  and  been  Contented  and  easy  under 
the  protection  of  the  Government  as  they  were  permitted  to 
be.  But  on  the  Contrary,  the  Roman  Catholicks,  Indefatig- 
able in  their  Designes,  turned  all  their  rage  and  Fury  of 
Disappointment,  to  Calumniate  my  Conduct,  &  by  Heaping 
of  Indignitys  upon  me,  used  their  utmost  Efforts,  thereby  to 
remove  me  from  this  Station 

To  gain  this  point  I  am  Informed  that  a  very  large  Sume  of 
mony  was  Subscribed  for,  by  the  Leading  men  of  the  Romish 
Community,  and  some  of  them  went  as  emissarys  to  London, 
and  were  very  Active  there  against  me,  and  Exclaimed  in 
p.  6  bitter  Terms  of  my  persecuting  the  Papists  in  this  province, 
and  how  Cruel  a  Manner  they  were  treated  in,  and  Even  de- 
barr'd  the  Liberty  of  a  free  Commerce. 

When  I  demonstrated  to  their  L,"^^^  how  Groundless  and 
unjustly  these  Clamours  were.  Their  L'^^^  answer  was  so  just 
&  so  much  for  their  Honour,  as  well  as  Vindication  of  my 
Character,  that  I  take  it  as  a  Duty,  to  give  you  their  L'^^*  Senti- 
ments in  their  own  words,  as  I  have  them  by  a  Letter  dated  the 
16'^  of  November  past,  and  are  as  follows: 

It  is  very  true  representations  have  been  made  to  us  of 
your  Persecution  and  Severity  to  the  Roman  Catholicks,  but 
as  those  representations,  appear  to  be  grounded  only  on  Fears 
and  Jealousies  not  facts,  so  we  must  approve  of  your  Integrity 
to  us,  in  keeping  them  in  due  bounds  by  the  Gentle  methods 
you  have  taken. 

Gentlemen:  As  there  has  been  no  oppertunitys  lost  by 
which  the  Roman  Catholicks  imagined  they  might  Deter  me  in 
the  Duty  of  my  office,  so  they  had  upon  cases  most  unfairly 
Stated,  obtained  the  Opinion  of  three  Eminent  Lawyers,  on 
the  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province  for  Suspending  the 
Prosecution  of  Popish  priests  &c^  These  Opinions  shall  be 
laid  before  you  for  your  Consideration  upon  them. 

Upon  my  representation  of  the  case  to  their  L*^"^  in  the 
Clearest  veiw  I  was  Capable  of,  I  have  the  Honour  of  their 
-j^dps  Answer  upon  the  occasion  as  follows. 
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If  the  Learned  Counsels'  opinions  were  j^iven  on  Cases  not  ^-  ^-  J- 
fairly  Stated  The  Roman  Catholicks,  must  thank  themselves, 
for  wee  are  so  farr  from  Imma,^ining-  that  any  Countenance 
should  be  given  them,  in  th'  pernicious  practice,  of  perverting  p.  7 
People  to  the  Romish  Superstition,  that  wee  very  well  approve 
of  the  Laws  made  to  prevent  it,  never  meaning  any  more,  but 
that  they  might  live  peaceably  and  Quietly  under  our  Gover- 
ment  whilst  they  behaved  themselves  as  became  them. 

Gentlemen. 

Thus  I  have  related  to  you  in  as  short  a  manner,  as  Time 
and  Occasion  will  permit  the  true  Grounds  and  reasons,  for 
which  the  Romanists  and  their  Adherents  have  given  me  so 
great  Inquietude,  and  which  have  provoked  them,  to  use  so 
many  Subtill  practices  for  my  Removal.  But  you  will  find 
the  Cause  of  their  Unjust  Resentment  against  me,  more  at 
Large  in  the  Journalls  of  the  upper  &  Lower  houses  in  July 
1716.  I  must  Confess  this  Faction,  have  done  me  more 
honour,  then  I  presume  they  Intended  me,  as  if  I  alone  were 
of  such  consequence  to  the  Protestant  Interest  here,  that  coud 
they  by  any  means  remove  me  from  this  Station  they  might 
have  at  least  the  Chance,  to  find  my  Successor  more  Pliable 
to  their  Intreagues  and  Sacrifice  me  to  their  Revenge  not 
considering  that  the  Circumstances  of  this  Country  is  Happily 
Changed  for  these  thirty  years  past,  who  have  so  long  tasted 
of  the  Liberty  &  Lenity  of  Protestant  Governm'  If  I  may 
Judge  from  the  many  good  Laws  that  has  been  made  in  this 
Province,  and  the  Profession  of  so  great  a  majority  of  this 
People,  they  are  firmly  resolved  never  more  to  give  way  to  a 
Popish  Administration. 

Gentlemen. 

What  I  require  of  you  upon  this  Occasion  is  that  you  will 
Enquire  into  the  Circumstances  that  are  now  related  to  you 
And  in  the  name  of  God,  as  you  are  his  L''^^  Great  Councill 
of  this  province,  make  an  Impartial  Representation  of  the 
truth  thereof  in  what  manner  you  shall  find  proper. 

As  to  what  relates  to  M""  Macnemara  &  his  Complaints  you 
know  the  man  and  his  Conversation  you  are  not  Ignorant 
what  Disturbence  he  has  given  this  Government  for  almost 
as  many  years  as  he  has  been  in  it. 

I  shall  lay  before  you  the  Cause  of  my  Suspending  him  p.  8 
from  his  Practice  in  the  Chancery  Court  and  Since  he  has 
Complained  of  my  being  both  Judge  and  Party,  I  desire  Your 
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L.  H.  J.  Opinions,  whether  such  Insolencys  as  he  has  offered  be  exempt 
from  Punishment  by  y''  Law. 

Gentlemen. 

I  Cannot  conclude  without  giving-  you  two  remarkable 
Instances  of  the  notorious  Falsitys  that  have  been  reported  of 
me  the  first  is, 

That  the  Roman  Catholicks,  were  Denyed  a  freedom  in 
Commerce,  the  Second,  That  I  had  beaten  M""  Macnemara 
most  unmercifully. 

Against  such  wicked  men,  that  will  Advance  so  gross  Cal- 
umnys  to  Serve  a  Turn,  What  Inocence  can  protect.  Who 
that  woud  make  Conscience  of  his  Duty  can  be  Safe  in  the 
Execution  of  it.

The  Relacon  your  Excy  is  pleased  to  Give  us 
of  the  Steps  the  Roman  Catholicks  were  takeing  to  Advance 
their  Power  is  very  Convinceing  and  lays  us  under  the  Great- 
est Obligat"^  of  Gratitude  to  your  Excy  for  so  generously  p.  22 
opposeing  them  and  Setting  the  whole  matter  in  a  Clear  Light 
before  their  L^^^^;  without  which  these  their  Subtile  Jesuiticall 
falsities  might  have  possibly  Past  for  truth  the  Consequences 
whereof  we  presume  not  to  Determine. 

The  more  Vehem'  the  Romans  and  their  Adherents  are  in 
their  Endeavours  to  heap  indignities  upon  your  Excy  the 
Stronger  is  the  Evidence  of  your  Excy's  Sincerity  to  the 
Present  Establishments  in  Church  and  State  to  which  the 
Roman  Catholicks  are  known  to  have  so  great  an  Aversion 
both  by  Inclination  and  Principle  that  it  can  be  deemed  no 
honour  for  a  true  Protestant  to  have  their  Applause  nor  any 
Scandall  to  suffer  their  Reproach,  And  as  their  L'^p^  on  your 
Excys  Representation  to  them  have  been  so  Just  to  your 
Excy's  Character  and  Conduct  as  not  to  Give  way  to  the 
Insinuations  of  the  Papists  on  their  Groundless  fears  and 
Jealousies  when  they  had  not  the  Confidence  to  assigne  the 
Least  of  facts,  But  on  the  Contrary  have  Signifyed  their 
approbation  of  your  Integrity  to  their  Lord^^  in  Keeping  them 
within  due  bounds  by  such  Gentle  methods  as  you  have  always 
taken  so  we  hope  their  IJ^""  will  look  upon  any  fresh  Com- 
plaints that  have  or  shall  be  made  ag'  your  Excy  as  Ground- 
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L.  H.  J.  less  as  the  former  without  good  proof,  It  being  as  unhkely  to 
find  Papists  under  a  Protestant  Goverm'  without  Complaints 
in  Case  they  are  listned  to  as  to  find  fire  without  Warmth 
or  Water  w%ut  Moisture.  Wee  are  somewhat  .Surprized 
to  find  the  Roman  Catholicks  so  Active  in  procuring  Opin- 
ions from  Lawyers  in  England  in  Relation  to  our  Laws 
Since  the  Severest  of  them  are  more  Indulgent  to  them  than 
the  Statute  made  in  the  ii'*'  &  12*^  years  of  his  late  Majesty 
King  W"  the  third  Chapf  4'^  which  expressly  extends  to  his 
Majesty's  Realms  and  the  Dom"""  thereto  belonging  and  which 
we  presume  neither  they  nor  the  Learned  Lawyers  whose 
opinions  they  have  taken  will  disallow  the  force  of  here ;  from 
whence  wee  begg  Leave  to  Observe  that  if  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly ag'  the  Growth  of  Popery  here  were  not  only  Sus- 
pended as  they  would  have  it,  but  Actually  repealed  Their 
Ends  would  be  but  poorly  Answered. 

But  Since  by  these  measures  those  Gent  have  plainly  demon- 
strated that  they  Insist  upon  their  Indulgencies  as  matters 
not  of  favour  but  of  right,  we  think  ourselves  oblig'd  to  declare 
our  Opinions  that  they  [have]  not  any  right  to  further  In- 
dulgencies than  that  Statute  gives  them,  And  acknowledge 
your  Excy's  Goodness  in  so  Stateing  their  Case  to  their 
p-  -23  Lordps  as  to  Give  their  Lpps.  an  occasion  to  declare  themselves 
So  much  to  our  Satisfaction. 

Wee  are  well  assured  the  Romanists  and  their  Adherents 
did  not  designe  your  Excy  Either  Honour  or  Profit  in  makeing 
you  the  only  Marke  of  their  Revenge,  for  Supporting  the 
Protestant  Interest  But  we  must  with  all  gratitude  Acknowl- 
edge your  Excy's  Generosity  and  Goodness  in  defending  at  the 
Hazard  of  your  Interest  so  far  as  the  Influence  of  theirs  could 
reach  which  were  it  Such  that  thereby  they  could  accomplish 
their  Ends  in  your  Removall  and  obtain  a  Successor  more 
Pliable  to  their  Intreagues,  (which  we  Pray  God  prevent) 
would  at  last  faile  them  for  we  who  have  so  Long  Injoy'd  the 
happy  Influence  of  a  Church  of  England  Governm*  cannot 
easily  give  it  up  to  papists  while  we  are  blest  with  a  Protestant 
King  on  the  throne  of  Great  Brittain  and  a  Protestant  Pro- 
prietor under  him  to  Govern  us,  whose  Justice  and  Goodness 
we  have  amply  Experienced  in  Rejecting  their  Complaints  by 
Continueing  us  under  the  Immediate  administration  of  your 
Excy,  so  hearty  an  Espouser  of  the  Psent  Establishm'  both 
in  Church  &  State. 

Wee  are  not  Ignorant  of  the  Plotting  uneasy  and  revengfull 
temper  as  well  as  Proud  and  Turbulent  Behav""  Of  M''  Macne- 
mara  ever  since  his  first  Coming  into  this  Province  but  more 
Especially  Since  he  has  had  the  Oppertunity  to  Insinuate 
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himself  into  their  Lordships'  Good  Graces  which  we  are  well  L.  H.  j. 
assured  he  never  could  have  done  if  their  Lordships  had  been 
as  well  Acquainted  with  his  Conversation  and  Character,  as 
we  are,  of  which  when  their  L""'  shall  be  truly  informed, 
we  doubt  but  he  may  have  less  Cause  to  boast  of  their  Repeated 
favours. 

Wee  have  Considered  what  your  Excy  has  been  pleased  to 
lay  before  us  as  the  Causes  of  your  Suspending;-  him  from 
practiceing  in  the  Chancery  Court,  and  are  of  opinion  that  the 
act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province  has  Invested  a  Suff'  Author- 
ity in  all  the  Courts  of  it  not  only  to  Admit  but  also  to  Suspend 
Attorneys,  or  others  Practitioners  of  the  Law  from  practice- 
ing  in  them  upon  their  Misbehaviour  which  the  Sev'  Courts 
are  the  proper  Judges  of  without  the  Imputation  of  being 
both  Judge  &  party.  But  if  the  Authority  of  any  of  his  Lord- 
ships Courts  Should  be  abridged  in  this  Part,  it  would  be 
Impossible  for  them  to  preserve  Such  Decorum  as  is  Abso- 
lutely necessary  in  Judicial  Proceedings  but  render  his  L'^p^ 
Authority  in  the  persons  of  his  fudges  Lyable  to  the  reproach 
of  Every  ^Mercenary  tongue,  And  as  we  take  it  M""  Macnemara 
by  his  so  much  insisting  upon  haveing  the  R'  Honb'^  the  Lord  p.  24 
Guilfords  Letter  to  him  Entered  in  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Chancery  Court  seem'd  to  have  some  hopes  he  might  be  Sup- 
ported in  his  practice  in  that  Court  w*''out  being  obliged  to 
shew  it  due  respect ;  an  use  that  we  dare  say  his  Lordship  never 
designed  should  be  made  of  it. 

Thus  wee  have  faithfully  and  Impartially  Considered  what 
your  Excy  has  been  pleased  to  lay  before  us  and  think  our- 
selves obliged  to  return  our  humble  thanks  for  the  Assure- 
ance  you  give  us  of  your  Steady  resolution  to  Support  the 
Magistrates  in  the  Discharge  of  the  trust  reposed  in  them, 
as  much  as  in  you  lies,  and  that  you  will  not  Slacken  your 
Endeavours  to  Establish  the  Protestant  Interest  in  Maryland, 
the  Consequences  whereof  cannot  redound  to  your  Prejudice. 

And  since  we  are  fully  Satisfyed  the  Complaints  that  have 
been  made  ag'  your  Excy  and  the  uneasiness,  that  have  been 
Given  you,  have  been  founded  merely  on  your  Excy's  En- 
deavours for  the  Comon  Good  of  all  his  Maj'^^  good  Subjects 
here.

This  my  L'^"  is  the  true 
reason  of  making  the  Act  which  fills  the  Roman  Catholicks 
with  Complaints  of  being  deprived  of  their  birthrights  which 
as  they  say  the  papists  Enjoy  even  in  Great  Brittaine,  where- 
as in  truth  we  have  done  nothing  but  w*  is  Agreeable  to  a 
Statute  of  Great  Brittaine  made  in  the  Seventh  and  Eighth 
of  the  late  King  William  Chap""  27""  Sect,  the  19. 

May  it  please  your  L'^'" 

Wee  likewise  think  it  our  duty  to  let  you  into  the  true  reas- 
ons &  Motives  that  Induced  us  to  make  one  other  Act  of  As- 
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L-  H  J.  sembly  to  Disable  Tho'  Macnemara  Esq'  in  his  practice  of  the

At  a  Session  of  Assembly  begun  and  held  at  the  City  of 
Annapolis,  in  the  County  of  Ann-Arundel,  the  22''  Day  of 
April,  and  ended  the  10"'  Day  of  May,  in  the  3^^  Year  of  the 
Dominion  of  the  Rig'ht  Honourable  Charles,  absolute  Lord 
and  Proprietary  of  the  Provinces  of  Maryland  and  Avalon, 
Lord  Baron  of  Baltimore  &c.  Annoq;  Domini  1718,  were  En- 
acted the  Laws  following  viz. 

John  Hart,  Esq;  Governor, 

A  Supplementary  Act  to  the  Act  directing  the  Manner  of  Chap,  i 
Electing  and  Summoning  Delegates  and  Representatives  to 
serve  in  succeeding  Assemblies. 

Whereas  there  has  been  some  Doubts  concerning  the  issu- 
ing of  Writs  of  Election,  and  the  Time  for  Elections,  upon 
the  Death  or  Removal  of  any  of  the  Delegates  within  the 
Several  Counties  of  this  Province,  and  City  of  Annapolis, 
during  the  Being  or  Sitting  of  any  Session  of  Assembly;  for 
the  removing  whereof  for  the  future, 

IL  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lord- 
ship's Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  this 
present  General  Assembly,  and  the  Authority  of  the  same. 
That  whensoever  any  Vacancy  shall  happen  by  the  Death  or 
Removal  of  any  Member  of  the  Lower  House  of  Assembly, 
Writs  of  Election  shall  immediately  issue,  upon  the  Hon- 
ourable Speaker,  for  the  Time  being,  his  issuing  his  Warrant 
to  the  Secretary  to  prepare  such  Writ  or  Writs,  directed  to  the 
several  Persons  or  Bodies  Politic,  to  whom  the  Execution  of 
such  Writ  or  Writs  shall  belong,  who  are  hereby  authorized 
and  impowered  immediately  to  proceed  to  the  Execution  of 
such  Writ  or  Writs,  according  to  the  Directions  of  the  afore- 
mentioned Law,  without  any  Regard  had  to  the  Space  of  Time 
betwixt  the  Test  and  Return  of  such  Writ  or  Writs,  so  as 
public  Notice  be  given  of  the  Election  in  a  County,  according 

'The  text  of  these  Acts  is  taken  from  Bacon's  Laws  of  Maryland  at  Large 
(1765),  in  which  are  contained  only  the  public  general  laws  in  force  at  the  date 
of  that  compilation.  Local  and  private  acts,  and  such  as  had  expired  or  been 
repealed,  do  not  appear.  Liber  LL.  No.  4,  which  contained  the  original  record 
of  the  session  laws,  has  been  lost. 
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Bacon  to  the  Directions  of  the  said  Law;  and  Four  Days  Notice  of 
the  Election,  in  each  City  or  Borough. 

III.  And  whereas  notwithstanding  all  the  Measures  that 
have  been  hitherto  taken  for  preventing  the  Growth  of  Popery 
within  this  Province,  it  is  very  obvious,  that  not  only  profest 
Papists  still  multiply  and  increase  in  Number,  but  that  there 
are  also  too  great  Numbers  of  others  that  adhere  to  and 
espouse  their  Interest,  in  Opposition  to  the  Protestant  Estab- 
lishment: And  being  under  just  Apprehensions  (from  what 
Steps  they  have  already  taken)  that  if  Papists  should  continue 
to  be  allowed  their  Vote  in  electing  of  Delegates,  they,  with 
their  Adherents,  and  those  under  their  Influence,  will  make 
such  a  Party  at  the  Elections  of  many  of  the  Counties  within 
this  Province,  as  well  as  the  City  of  Annapolis,  as  to  determine 
the  Choice  in  some  of  their  great  Favourites  and  Adherents, 
which  if  they  should  accomplish,  how  much  it  would  tend 
to  the  Discouragement  and  Disturbance  of  his  Lordship's 
Protestant  Government,  is  not  easy  to  imagine :  It  is  therefore 
humbly  prayed,  that  it  may  be  Enacted ;  And  be  it  Enacted, 
by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Con- 
sent aforesaid.  That  all  profest  Papists  whatsoever,  be  (and 
are  hereby  Declared)  uncapable  of  giving  their  Vote  in  any 
Election  of  a  Delegate  or  Delegates  within  this  Province, 
either  for  Counties,  Cities  or  Boroughs,  unless  they  first  qual- 
ify themselves  for  so  doing,  by  taking  the  several  Oaths  ap- 
pointed to  be  taken  by  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province, 
entitled.  An  Act  for  the  better  Security  of  the  Peace  and 
Safety  of  his  Lordship's  Government,  and  the  Protestant 
Interest  within  this  Province,  and  subscribe  the  Oath  of 
Abjuration  and  Declaration  therein  mentioned. 

IV.  And  further,  inasmuch  as  too  many  Persons  that  are 
either  really  Papists,  or  Popishly  inclined,  act  in  Disguise, 
and  will  not  make  any  public  Profession  of  their  Principles, 
for  the  better  and  more  effectual  carrying  on  their  wicked  and 
malicious  Designs,  for  the  undermining  and  Subverting  our 
present  Establishment;  Be  it  therefore  further  Enacted,  by 
the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid.  That  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Sheriff,  or  other  Judges  of  Elec- 
tions, and  such  Sheriff,  or  other  Judges,  are  hereby  required, 
as  often  as  any  of  them  shall  see  needful  (or  upon  the  In-

otherwise  duly  qualified. 

\'I.  And  be  it  likewise  Enacted,  That  in  case  any  Sheriff, 
or  Body  Politic,  shall  make  any  undue  Return,  contrary  to 
the  true  Intent  and  Meaning-  of  the  Act  aforementioned,  or 
this  present  Act,  such  Sheriff,  or  Body  Politic,  shall  be  liable 
to  the  same  Penalties  and  Forfeitures  as  Sheriffs  are  made 
liable  to  by  the  said  aforementioned  Act,  to  be  ascertained  and 
recovered  as  in  the  said  aforementioned  Act  is  directed,  to 
the  Uses  therein  mentioned.

Thousand  Seven  Hundred  and  Seven,  suspending  the  Exe- 
cution of  some  Clauses  of  the  aforementioned  Act,  until  her 
late  Alajesty's  further  Pleasure  should  be  declared  and  signi- 
fied therein ;  concerning  which  Suspension- Act,  sundry  great 
Disputes  have  arisen  among  the  Romanists:  For  Removal 
of  which  Disputes,  and  considering  that  by  one  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment made  in  the  Eleventh  and  Tw^elfth  Year  of  the  Reign  of 
his  late  Majesty  King  William  the  Third,  Chap.

&c.  it  is  amongst  other  Things  enacted,  That  when  a  full 
Account  is  made  up  by  any  Administrator  of  any  Intestate's 
Estate,  the  Judge  therein  mentioned  shall  make,  or  cause  to 
be  made.  Distribution  as  therein  directed,  the  making  up  of 
which  Account  is  oftentimes  designedly  delayed,  and  the 
Estate  thereby  kept  from  the  right  Owners :  For  Remedy 
whereof, 

II.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lord- 
ship's Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  As- 
sembly, and  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  it  shall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  any  Legatee,  or  others,  that  have  Right  to  any 
Legacy,  or  to  the  Residue  of  any  Testator's  or  Intestate's 
Estate,  after  the  Expiration  of  Twelve  Months  from  the  Date

The  Cases  as  they  are 
Stated  to  the  Lawyers  and  their  Sentiments  on  them  are 
worthy  your  Observation.  But  I  must  remarke  to  you  should 
this  Party  or  Others  be  suffered  to  Insult  the  Courts  as  he  has 
so  Often  done  with  Impunity  it  would  Destroy  the  very 
Essence  of  all  Authority  and  Power  amongst  you  which  are 
Principally  Constituted  to  pull  down  &  Punish  the  Haughty 
and  the  Bad,  and  to  Support  and  Cherish  the  Humble  and  the 
Good.  I  do  therefore  recommend  it  to  you  to  make  such 
pvision  as  may  Support  the  magistrates  in  the  Admin'''^""  of 
Justice  which  may  not  be  Liable  to  the  former  Exceptions  and 
this  vou  will  find  Agreeable  to  their  L'''"  Opinion  and  Inclina- 
tions. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses 

I  have  the  Hon""  to  Receive  late  L''^  from  their  L^^  Signifying 
their  Concern  and  Resentments  for  the  Indiscreet  and  Mali- 
cious -pceedings  of  some  of  the  Roman  Catholicks  ag"  me  p-  6 
which  gives  me  Great  Satisfaction  so  that  Depending  on  their 
Lpps  favour  and  Protection  It  is  unwillingly  I  again  name  that 
Communitie  in  a  Publick  manner  were  it  not  to  Disabuse  those 
psons  whom  they  have  unjustly  Prepossessed  ag'  me  by  Urg- 
ing that  the  Roman  Catholicks  are  under  a  Persecution  in 
Maryland  which  in  this  Place  is  so  well  known  to  be  a  Notor- 
ious untruth  that  It  scarcely  Deserves  a  Replie. 

But  their  Clamours  on  this  Score  haveing  reached  Great 
Brittaine  with  very  Aggravating  Circumstances,  I  am  Laid 
under  a  necessity  of  Justifying  my  Character  from  this  Bar- 
barous Imputation  in  this  Open  Way  to  the  World  by  Declar- 
ing I  never  had  Other  Views  or  Intentions  ag*  the  Roman 
Catholicks  but  to  Prevent  their  Imploying  of  offices  or  having 
any  Influence  Either  Publickly  or  Privately  on  the  Adm'''""" 
of  the  Governm'  And  this  I  look  upon  as  my  Indispensible 
Duty  as  a  Gov""  and  know  no  Cause  to  Alter  my  Sentim'^ 
when  in  a  Private  Capacity  And  am  always  ready  when 
required  to  Give  an  Account  of  my  Conduct  and  Stewardship 
to  my  Superiors 

As  for  the  unreasonable  Cry  of  Persecution  I  do  now  in 
the  face  of  the  Country  Challenge  &  defie  the  Roman  Cath- 
olicks or  their  Adherents  to  shew  one  Instance  wherein  they 
or  any  of  them  have  been  persecuted  for  Conscience  Sake  Or  p-  / 
Even  psecuted  by  Law  on  that  Account  And  this  I  Require 
may  be  made  as  Publickly  as  Possible  to  the  End  that  all  that 
are  Concerned  mav  have  due  notice  of  it  both  on  mv  Own 
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U.  H.  J.  Account  and  for  the  Justification  of  the  Magistracy  of  this 
pvince  from  these  false  Assertions  of  Violence  &  Inclemencie 
I  am  now  Convinced  there  are  some  of  the  Romish  Perswasion 
and  to  their  Praise  I  speak  it  who  have  not  Joined  with  the 
Majority  of  that  People  in  their  Late  Ambitious  Pretention 
yet  whatever  Provocations  these  last  have  Given  me  I  shall 
now  make  them  no  Other  Return  but  to  Compassionate  their 
mistakes  and  to  Conjure  them  for  their  Own  peace  to  Live 
Quietly  and  Contentedly  in  their  never  yet  Disturbed  Habita- 
tion under  the  Protection  of  this  Protestant  Governm'  without 
Intermedling-  with  the  ministerial  Part  of  it  or  Draw  the 
Resentm'  of  the  Laws  on  them  by  their  Pernicious  and  mis- 
taken Zeale  in  making  Proselytes  to  their  Religion  of  w*^'' 
there  is  but  too  much  Cause  to  Complain  and  I  can  Assure 
them,  they  are  not  to  hope  for  Other  terms  from  the  U  Pro- 
prietor When  of  age,  For  that  noble  youth  has  Solemnly 
Promised  to  make  the  Law  Justice  Clemency  &  Loyalty  the 
Standard  of  his  Governm\  These  are  Pious  wise  and  manly 
Resolutions  And  his  Lordship  has  Given  me  Leave  to  Assert 
p.  8  (w*'*'  I  do  in  his  Own  Words)  That  His  Actions  will  always 
correspond  with  his  Declarations.  Such  Gracious  Expres- 
sions from  his  L'^ship  fills  me  with  a  real  Pleasure.  I  coud 
not  wish  a  Happier  Exit  to  my  Cares.  And  I  doubt  not  after 
the  Test  of  some  years  to  Come  It  will  be  found  I  have  been 
Contending  for  his  Lordships  True  Hon''  and  Intrest  as  well 
as  the  Peace  and  Prosperity  of  this  flourishing  Province.  And 
I  do  most  Heartily  Congratulate  you  on  the  fair  Prospect  you 
have  of  Both  Before  you.  And  may  the  Bounty  of  Heaven 
Preserve  &  Encrease  these  Blessings  to  you  till  time  is  no 
more. 

Gentlemen  of  the  upper  and  Lower  Houses 

I  am  informed  that  since  the  Printing  the  Laws  of  this 
•pvince  That  the  Act  Comonly  Called  the  Repealing  Act  w''^ 
you  will  find  in  the  Printed  Volume  Page  170  has  Created 
a  doubt  in  the  minds  of  many  as  if  that  Act  had  Repealed  all 
the  Laws  made  that  Session.  It  must  be  Acknowledged  that 
Act  is  not  so  Clearly  &  well  Expressed  as  it  might  and  Ought 
to  have  Been,  but  as  the  Scruples  that  are  Raised  upon  it  may 
Prove  of  Evill  Consequence  it  Lyes  upon  You  to  make  such 
p.  9  an  Explanation  as  shall  remove  all  Contests  that  may  Arise 
in  Arguments  on  it. 

The  Lives  and  fortunes  of  the  Subjects  Depending  so  much 
on  the  Integrity  and  Capacitys  of  Juries  I  offer  it  to  Your 
Consideration  whether  the  Laws  make  a  suff'  pvision  for  the 
Return  of  Juries,  and  whether  those  Laws  are  well  Executed 
or  not  And  as  you  are  by  the  Lord  Proprietors  Charter  to 
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Come  as  near  as  Possible  to  the  Laws  &  Customs  of  Enj^Iand  u.  n.  j. 
I  proposed  it  to  you  to  follow  their  Example  where  no  Com- 
oner  is  thought  to  good  to  serve  his  Country  as  a  Juryman. 
You  have  already  Given  so  many  signall  Proofs  of  your  Zeal- 
ous Inclinations  to  Propagate  Learning  within  this  i)vince 
that  I  need  not  Inforce  the  necessity  of  it  by  further  Argu- 
ment, But  as  I  know  your  Abilities  do  not  Come  up  to  your 
Desires  for  that  Laudable  End,  And  that  as  yet  the  fund  you 
have  pvided  is  not  Suff'  to  maintaine  One  Free  School  at 
Least  in  Evry  County  as  it  is  much  to  be  Wished  it  would  I 
Offer  it  to  Your  Consideration,  Whether  on  Your  Humble 
Address  to  his  Sacred  Majesty  (to  be  Transmitted  by  my  L'^ 
Propr^)  Setting  forth  the  Truth  that  you  receive  no  Bennefitt 
or  xA.dvantage  on  the  Duty  Laid  on  your  Tob°  Exported  to 
the  Other  Plantations  Altho  that  Duty  is  Appropriated  by  the 
Crown  to  the  promoteing  of  Learning  in  those  parts  of  his 
Majestys  Dominions  it  is  not  Probable  his  Majestic  who  has 
Given  so  Large  Examples  of  his  Goodness  for  the  Encourage-  p-  10 
ment  of  Learning  in  Great  Brittain  will  be  pleased  to  Extend 
his  Bounty  here  and  Direct  you  some  Benefitt  Equivalent  for 
that  fund  that  was  Intended  for  the  Encrease  of  Learning 
Amongst  you. 

I  say  what  may  you  not  Expect  from  so  Pious  so  Gracious 
and  so  Benevolent  a  Sov"  as  now  fills  the  Throne  whom  God 
Long  Preserve  in  all  Felicity  to  do  so 

There  are  so  many  Advantages  for  the  making  &  Repairing 
High  Roads  that  the  thing  speaks  [for]  itself,  so  shall  only 
Observe  to  you  that  the  Laws  in  force  for  that  Purpose  are 
not  in  many  Parts  of  this  Province  put  in  Due  Execution  as  I 
Conceive  it  Proceeds  from  the  Want  of  a  Suff'  Penaltie  on  the 
Overseers  and  on  those  that  Refuse  to  pay  Obedience  to  their 
Orders  And  that  Generally  the  Meanest  of  the  People  are 
Appointed  to  those  Offices  w"''  Oblidges  me  to  Repeat  what  I 
sayd  on  another  Occasion  no  man  is  too  Good  to  serve  his 
Country  I  recomend  to  you  in  a  Perticular  Manner  as  a 
Publick  use  and  Hon""  to  this  -pvince  that  you  will  make  such 
■pvision  as  you  shall  find  necessary  for  the  Building  a  Bridge 
over  the  River  Patuxent  at  Queen  Ann  Town  in  this  County 
And  for  making  a  Safe  and  Convenient  Road  Over  that 
Dangerous  Place,  called  Kent  Marshes  on  the  Eastern  shoar 
these  two  places  being  the  Great  Road  through  the  Heart  of 
this  Country  And  also  the  usual  and  Shortest  Passage  for  p.  u 
all  Travellers,  to  &  from  his  Majesties  Plantations  on  this 
Continent. 

Since  I  find  the  Excessive  Charge  of  the  Country  for  the 
Killing  of  Squirrels  does  not  Decrease  in  Proportion  to  what 
was  Expected  I  do  again  Desire  that  Law  may  be  Taken  into 
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U.  H.  J.  Consideration  and  this  I  Propose  from  my  Tender  Regard  for 
the  good  of  this  pvince  which  I  shall  always  have  at  Heart  and 
am  even  Careful  least  you  should  Hurt  your  ^Selves  tho  by 
your  Own  Consent  And  what  will  Posterity  and  Strangers  say 
when  they  are  Informed  the  Warr  you  make  on  these  Little 
Animalls  has  Cost  this  Country  by  a  Modest  Computation  in 
One  year  7000  pound  Sterling. 

When  I  reflect  on  the  Happy  Increase  of  the  Youths  in  this 
•pvince  and  the  Vast  importation  of  Europeans  and  negroes 
into  it  yet  that  the  number  of  your  Taxables  do  not  Amount 
to  what  it  might  be  reasonably  Expected  from  these  Causes  it 
is  naturall  from  hence  to  Conclude  that  there  are  not  Just 
returns  made  to  the  Publick  this  is  worthy  Your  Inquisition 
And  in  my  Opinion  there  Cannot  be  too  severe  Penalties  Im- 
posed on  such  who  will  fully  Conceal  there  Taxables  and  so 
Defraud  the  Publick  whereas  all  that  Receive  Protection  from 
your  Laws  Ought  to  bear  an  Equall  Proportion  of  that  Charge 
w"*"  is  Levyed  for  the  Comon  Good, 
p.  12  Gent.  I  have  after  my  Accustomed  Method  laid  before  You 
the  Intention  and  End  of  y''  meeting  and  what  I  have  Offered 
is  in  the  Sincerity  of  my  Heart  Proposed  for  y''  Wellfare. 

But  as  you  are  I  thank  God  a  Free  People  so  may  accept  or 
Refuse  what  I  Now  Deliver  to  you  as  you  shall  find  it  for  the 
Conveniency  or  Inconveniency  of  your  Country

The  manner  of  passing  this  Act  without  hearing  AI''  ]\Iac- 
nemara  in  his  own  Defence  is  Contrary  to  the  Comon  Rules 
of  Justice,  And  is  a  Denyall  of  that  Right  which  Every 
Subject  is  by  Law  Intituled  to  from  which  Reason  as  well  as 
from  the  Nature  of  the  Act  itself  which  Appears  to  be  very 
Severe  And  is  not  Supported  by  former  Instances  in  the  like 
p.  21  Cases  It  Deserves  the  Reexaminations  of  the  Lords  Proprie- 
tarys.  And  their  Dissent  thereto,  if  upon  such  Examination  it 
shall  Appear  unjust  as  is  represented.

I  am  of  Opinion  It  is  not  proper  to  Confirm  this  Law,  but  to 
repeal  it,  for  that  it  past  hastily  without  hearing  M'  Macne- 
mara, which  was  Against  Naturall  Justice  to  Punish  a  man 
p.  22  unheard,  and  without  giving  him  an  Opportunity  to  be  heard. 

Besides  the  Allegations  of  the  Act  are  too  Generall  the 
Particulars  of  the  Crimes  not  being  Expressed 

However  I  am  of  Opinion  if  a  Practitioner  behave  himself 
Disrespectfully  or  Insolently  to  any  Courts  in  Court,  such 
Court  hath  Power  to  Record  the  words  which  make  the  Of- 
fence, and  to  Suspend  the  Offender  from  Practice  in  such 
Court,  And  if  the  Offender  be  ordered  to  Submit  to  the  Court

ceedings of  the  last  Session  of  Assembly  And  more  Especially 
for  the  Encouragem'  they  have  given  us  to  Concert  such 
proper  measures  as  shall  most  Effectually  Support  the  Au- 
thority of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and  protect  the  Persons  of 
his  Lordships  ministers,  As  your  Excellency  hath  been  pleased

not but  give  your  Excellency  a  peculiar  Satisfaction,  As  it  p.  29

The  Propagation  of  Learning  And  with  it  the  Principles  of 
Christianity  in  this  Remote  Part  of  the  World  is  a  Subject 
Worthy  the  Consideration  of  all  good  and  Pious  Christians. 
But  forasmuch  as  all  our  Funds  now  settled  fall  short  of  the

Wee  are  thankfuU  for  their  Lordships  the  Lords  Guilford 
&  Baltemores  Approbation  of  Our  late  Proceedings  in  Assert- 
ing the  Authority  of  his  Court  and  -psons  of  his  Ministers  And 
we  shall  most  sincerely  Endeavour  to  meritt  the  Like  Appro- 
bation by  useing  Our  utmost  Indeavours  for  the  Strength- 
ning  and  Continuance  thereof.

ing those  th*  are  the  most  notorious  Offenders  in  this  sort  And 
that  neither  Court  nor  Country  can  be  Trusted  with  Judging 
of  the  Demeanour  of  One  such  Att™^  It  must  necessaryly  be 
Concluded  (with  all  humble  Submission  be  it  Spoken)  th' 
such  a  Constitution  Cannot  Deserve  the  Charge  of  its  Sup- 
port. But  we  hope  for  Betf"  things  &  that  we  shall  not  be 
denyed  the  power  of  Discourageing  a  pson  (who  tho  he  may 
be  a  Barrister  at  Law  yet  Only  Acts  as  an  Atf"^  here  &  who 
has  been  Generally  Troublesome  to  the  whole  pvince)  by 
such  like  ways  &  means  as  Every  Inferiour  Court  has  right 
to  do  with  any  Atf"^  that  misbehaves  himself  before  them. 

And  we  Cann'  think  the  things  sufficiently  Discountenanced 
if  the  pson  that  has  been  so  remarkable  an  Instance  as  that 
Law  mentions  shall  be  able  to  Justify  his  ill  Conduct  in  dis- 
pight  of  the  Governm'  &  Country. 

Wee  shall  therefore  in  pursuance  of  their  Lordships  recom- 
mendation Endeavour  (as  we  think  it  our  undoubted  Duty) 
to  make  such  pvision  by  a  Gen*^  Law  to  Support  the  Magis- 
trates in  the  Adm"""""  of  Justice  as  may  be  sufficient  for  that 
End  &  shall  avoid  the  Imputation  of  tacking  by  proposing  a 
Gen"  Law  for  the  like  Support  ag'  the  Perticular  offender  w'''" 
may  not  be  lyable  to  the  Exception  your  Excy  is  Pleased  to 
mention. 

However  Private  Gent  have  been  Abused  by  the  Partiall 
Clamours  of  the  Papists  yet  we  are  well  satisfied  whoever 
gives  themselves  leave  to  Inquire  into  the  Truth  of  their 
Allegations  and  Grounds  of  their  Complaint  will  Joyne  with 
us  in  Asserting  the  Truth  of  your  Excy  Declaration  And  be 
astonished  at  their  Monstrous  Superstructure.  The  Laws  of 
Great  Brittaine  deny  them  even  here  the  liberty  they  have  p.  42 
hitherto  Injoyed  they  have  abused  those  Libertys  with  im- 
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U.  H.  J.  punity  &  yet  Complain  ag'  the  Justice  &  lenity  of  your  Excys 
Adm""""  for  no  other  Cause  that  we  know  of  But  opposing 
their  Advances  Towards  the  prime  Offices  of  Trust  in  this 
•pvince,  we  take  this  to  be  Indulgence  tho  they  ungratefully 
Term  it  psecution  And  Begg  leave  to  Joyne  with  your  Excy 
in  Defying  them  to  Shew  one  single  Instance  of  Severity  either 
from  Government  or  Country  And  Rejoice  to  find  their  Lp"' 
are  so  well  apprized  of  the  Truth  of  the  Case  as  to  Judge  their 
■pceedings  malicious  and  imprudent. 

Wee  are  glad  to  find  that  some  who  we  doubt  not  are  the 
most  Judicious  and  Considerable  of  that  Party  have  not 
Joyned  with  the  Rest  in  their  Indiscreet  &  Barbarous  Treat- 
ment of  your  Excy  for  Supporting  the  Established  Governm' 
and  could  wish  the  rest  would  follow  their  Examples  that 
all  who  Profess  the  Christian  faith  might  with  Safety  to  the 
Governm'  be  protected  by  it  in  their  Conscientious  Liberties. 
But  we  are  Indispensably  Obliged  to  act  Defensively  &  watch 
fully  ag'  the  Incroachments  of  those  that  Endeavour  to  sub- 
vert it  and  pervert  the  more  unthinking  of  our  People  And 
allure  them  to  the  Superstition  of  their  Church.

to  subside  under  the  Conduct  of  so  unbiassed  a  Ruler. 

Wee  Intirely  Submitt  to  your  Excys  Opinion  on  the  Repeal- 
ing Act  and  shall  Endeavour  to  Explain  it.

But  give  us  leave  in  most  Humble  maner  to  Represent  that 
the  Particular  pson  mentioned  in  that  act  did  never  Apply 
himself  to  the  uper  House  upon  that  Occasion  Altho  he  had 
very  Little  Reason  to  Apprehend  any  Hardships  there  from 
the  Treatm*  he  mett  withall  a  few  Days  [before]  upon  his  Re-  p-  "i 
fusall  to  Make  such  Reasonable  Acknowledgment  of  his  inde- 
cent and  Insolent  Behaviour  to  our  Governour  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery  &  Elsewhere  as  was  Required  of  him  by  Your  L^^^ 
Letter  to  him  for  that  Purpose.  This  gives  a  great  Deal  of 
Reason  to  believe  that  the  Subtill  Insinuations  and  false  Alle- 
gations of  that  pson  Prevailed  upon  those  Eminent  Gentlemen 
of  the  Law  to  give  their  Opinions  as  they  have  been  Trans- 
mitted to  us. 

Wee  Humbly  Submitt  to  your  Lordships  Opinions  that 
Laws  made  ag'  Persons  ex  post  facto  if  not  unjust  are  at 
Least  Deemed  Severe,  but  Such  was  the  Case  of  that  Partic- 
ular Person  that  frequent  Excuses  Brought  on  Repeated 
Transgressions  and  pardoning  Instead  of  Humbling  him  made 
him  so  much  the  more  Insolent.  Whereupon  the  Legislative 
power  seeing  all  Authority  of  Government  Slighted  and  Con- 
temned took  in  hand  the  Affair  and  made  the  Act  af^  as  the 
Only  Effectuall  Discouragement  to  such  like  Practices  for  the 
future.

Bill  We  have  so  Just  a  Deference  for  your  Lord- 
ships Opinions  in  the  Case  that  we  have  now  proceeded  to 
remedy  the  Great  Evil  by  two  distinct  Acts

Wee  make  no  Question  but  the  Advancement  of  Learning

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U.  H.  J.  of  most  of  the  People  here  has  Little  Claim  to  a  Truly  Gen- 
erous and  Liberall  Education  yet  Abundance  of  youth  now 
Growing  up  are  unhappily  Destitute  of  those  Comon  Improve- 
ments w*'*'  Nature  hath  made  them  very  Capable  of  for  the 
Rendering-  them  better  Christians  better  Subjects  to  his  Maj- 
esty &  Better  Qualified  psons  for  the  Just  Discharge  of  the 
Sev"  Trusts  To  which  Your  Lordship  or  your  Successors  may 
have  Occasion  to  Appoint  them  as  well  in  the  Ofiices  of  State

Wee  Humbly  Begg  leave  to  Lay  before  your  Lordships  that 
by  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  25""  of  King  Charles  the  second

p.  113  transported  from  Plantation  to  Plantation  the  whole  of  which 
Revenue  by  the  Royall  Donation  of  the  late  King  William 
the  Third  of  Glorious  memory  was  Appropriated  to  the  Build- 
ing and  maintaining  a  CoUedge  of  Learning  in  Virginia  ever 
since  which  the  good  People  of  this  -pvince  have  paid  Large 
Sums  of  mony  towards  the  Encouragement  of  Learning  there 
which  the  Distance  of  the  Place  And  the  Great  Charge  of 
Schooling  Children  hath  made  Altogether  useless  to  us ;  For

Loyall  Subjects  of  this  pvince  should  have  some  share  in  his 
Royall  Bounty  Towards  the  Support  of  a  Free  School  already 
Built  at  Annapolis  And  that  the  One  Penny  -p  pound  to  be 
Collected  within  this  -pvince  after  the  Determination  of  the 
Grant  to  the  Gov'  and  Trustees  of  the  College  in  Virginia  af 
might  be  applyed  to  the  use  and  Support  thereof 

Wherefore  \ve  humbly  Implore  your  Lordships  kind  En- 
deavours in  Assisting  &  Carrying  on  a  Design  so  truly  noble  & 
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Beneficiall  to  the  whole  pvince  And  if  Accomplished  will  U.  H.  j. 
Perpetuate  your  Lordships  memory  in  the  minds  of  all  Good

W^ee  want  words  to  Express  our  Satisfaction  at  the  Tntire 
Confidence  your  Lordships  Declare  you  have  in  Your  Great 
Council!

At  Session  of  Assembly  begun  and  held  at  the  city  of 
Annapolis  in  Ann  Arundell  County  for  the  Province  afore- 
said the  fourteenth  day  of  May  Anno  Domini  Seventeen  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  By  Virtue  of  his  Lordships  writts  of  Elec- 
tion bearing  date  the  Ninth  day  of  March  Anno  Domini  1718, 
To  the  Severall  Sherriffs  of  this  Province  and  the  Mayor 
Recorder  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Annapolis  directed  to 
choose  the  Severall  Representatives  for  the  said  Countys  and 
city  Aforesaid  According  to  Act  of  Assembly  in  Such  Cases

Notice  being  Sent  to  the  Upper  House  to  Inform  his  Ex- 
cellency that  a  Sufficient  number  of  Members  were  met  to 
make  an  House  CoP  Young  and  Col°  Tilghman  from  the 
p-  3  Upper  House  with  John  Beard  Esq""  Clerk  of  the  S*^  house 
enter  the  house  by  Vertue  of  a  Dedimus  to  them  directed  and 
Administer  to  the  Severall  Members  Aforementioned  the 
Severall  oaths  Appointed  by  Act  of  Assembly  who  Severally 
Subscribed  the  Said  Oaths  and  also  the  Test. 

Coll°  Holland  and  Col°  Ward  from  the  Upper  House  Ac- 
quaint the  Severall  Members  aforesaid  that  his  Excellency 
commands  them  Imediately  to  attend  him  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

Thereupon  they  goe  to  the  Council  Chamber  where  his 
Excellency  was  pleased  to  Command  them  to  return  to  their 
own  house  to  make  choice  of  a  Speaker.  They  return  and  by 
Majority  of  Voices  Elect  the  Honourable  Robert  Ungle  Esq' 
for  their  Speaker  and  place  him  in  the  Chair. 

Col°  A-Iackall  and  M''  Tyler  are  sent  to  the  upp''  house  to 
acquaint  his  Excellency  of  the  choice  of  a  Speaker  and  to 
know  when  they  shall  present  him  for  his  Excys  approbation. 

They  return  and  say  they  delivered  their  Message. 

Cor  Young  and  M""  Lowe  from  the  Upper  house  Inform 
the  Members  of  this  house  that  his  Excellency  requires  them 
to  present  their  Speaker. 

Whereupon  the  House  repair  to  the  Council  Chamber  and 
there  present  their  Speaker  to  his  Excellency 

His  Excellency  approves  of  the  Choice  &  Comands  him  to 
take  that  place  upon  him. 

M''  Speaker  in  Name  of  the  whole  House  desired  his  Ex- 
cellency on  his  Lordships  l^ehalfe  to  confirm  all  the  Ancient 
and  Accustomed  priviledges  belonging  to  the  said  house. 
Which  his  Excellency  was  pleased  to  grant  iTor  which  M"" 
Speaker  returned  the  thanks  of  the  whole  house. 

After  which  his  Excellency  was  pleased  to  Deliver  himself 
to  the  Members  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly 
in  the  followins:  words  viz :

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Gentlemen  of  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly  l.  u.  j. 

I  should  not  have  conven'd  you  at  this  Season  of  the  year  if 
the  N^ecessity  of  Affairs  did  not  make  it  Absolutely  requisite, 
and  that  I  promise  myself  the  Same  Assiduous  and  Unani- 
mous application  to  the  Dispatch  of  business  for  the  publick 
good,  will  be  emulated  and  Exerted,  as  well  in  this  as  in  the 
late  happy  Assemblys,  I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  ineet  &  part 
with. 

I  have  it  in  Command  from  the  Right  Hon'"'''^  my  Lord  Guil- 
ford and  Proprietor,  to  let  you  Know  how  Grateful  your 
asserting  the  publick  authority  of  their  Courts,  and  the  per- 
sons of  their  ministers  is  to  their  Lordships  And  also  to 
acquaint  you,  that  the  proceedings  of  the  last  Assembly  w-as  p.  s 
for  the  most  part  approved  by  them. 

Their  Lordships  have  thought  fit,  that  the  Act  made  in  last 
Sessions,  intituled  an  Act  for  the  better  Supporting  of  Magis- 
trates in  the  Administration  of  Justice,  and  for  the  disabling 
Thomas  Macnemara  to  practice  the  Law  therein  should  be 
declared  to  be  null  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Their  Lordships  are  pleased  to  express  themselves  on  this 
particular.  That  they  do  think  such  a  law  very  necessary  But 
forasmuch  as  there  is  tack'd  to  it  a  clause,  against  a  particular 
person,  without  hearing  the  party  which  is  the  undoubted 
right  of  every  one  of  his  Majestys  Subjects,  for  this  reason, 
their  Lordships  on  very  good  Advice  &  Deliberation  are  ob- 
liged to  dissent  to  the  s'^  Act. 

Gent,  of  the  Lower  House. 

I  am  ignorant  of  the  motives  induc'd  you  to  pass  the  afore- 
mention'd  bill,  more  then  from  the  reasons  Set  forth  therein, 
which  in  my  Opinion  are  Strong  and  well  Exprest,  and  the 
facts  alledged  such  Known  truths,  that  I  doubted  not  you 
had  taken  all  Measures  proper  to  the  Occasion.  But  I  must 
averr  and  declare  that  the  party  named  in  the  bill,  did  not 
apply  himself  to  the  Upper  House,  where,  if  he  had  cause  he 
might  have  been  reliev'd,  nor  to  me  as  Gov""  who  had  a  Nega- 
tive Voice  on  that  Bill,  Tho  there  was  Some  time  between  the 
passing  it  in  both  houses,  and  my  fixing  the  Scale,  and  Assent- 
ing to  it  as  an  Act. 

I  shall  Send  down  to  your  house,  the  Opinion  of  Council  p.  6 
learned  in  the  Laws  of  Great  Britain  on  the  partys  Suspension 
from  his  practice  by  that  act.    The  Cases  as  they  are  Stated  to 
the  Lawyers  and  their  Sentiments  on  them,  are  worthie  your 
Observation. 

But  I  must  remark  to  you,  should  this  party  or  others,  be 
Suffered  to  insult  the  Courts  as  he  has  so  Often  done  with 
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L.  H.  J.  Impunity  it  would  destroy  the  very  essence  of  all  Authority 
and  power  amongst  you,  which  are  principally  constituted  to 
pull  down,  and  punish  the  haughty  and  the  Bad,  and  to  Sup- 
port and  Cherish  the  humble  and  good.  I  do  therefore  recom- 
end  it  to  you  to  make  such  provision,  as  may  Support  the 
Magistrates  in  the  Administration  of  Justice,  which  may  not 
be  lyable  to  the  former  exception,  and  this  you  will  find  agree- 
able to  their  Lordships  Opinions  &  inclinations. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Upper  &  Lower  house. 

I  have  the  Honour  to  receive  late  letters  from  their  Lord- 
ships Signifying  their  Concern  &  resentment  for  the  indirect 
and  Malicious  Proceedings  of  Some  of  the  Roman  Catholicks 
against  me. 

Which  gives  me  great  Satisfaction  so  that  depending  on 
their  Lordships  favour  &  protection  it  is  unwillingly  I  again 
p.  7  Name  that  Community  in  a  publick  manner,  were  it  not  to 
disabuse  those  persons  whom  they  have  unjustly  prepossessed 
against  me,  by  urging  that  the  Roman  Catholicks  are  under  a 
persecution  in  Maryland,  which  in  this  place  is  so  well  Known 
to  be  a  Notorious  untruth,  that  it  Scarcely  deserves  a  Reply. 

But  their  Clamours  on  this  Score  haveing  reached  Great 
Britain  with  very  aggravating  Circumstances  I  am  laid  under 
a  necessity  of  Justifying  my  Character  from  this  barbarous 
Imputation  in  this  open  way  to  the  World,  by  Declaring  I 
never  had  other  Views  or  intentions  against  the  Roman  Cath- 
olicks, but  to  prevent  their  Imploying  of  Offices  or  of  having 
any  influence,  either  Publickly  or  Privately  on  the  Adminis- 
tration of  this  Government,  and  this  I  looked  upon  as  my  in- 
dispensible  duty  as  a  Governour,  and  I  know  no  cause  to  alter 
my  Sentiments,  when  in  Private  capacity  and  am  always 
ready,  when  required  to  give  an  account  of  My  Conduct  and 
Stewardship  to  My  Superiors 

As  for  the  unreasonable  cry  of  persecution,  I  do  now  in  the 
face  of  the  Countrey,  challenge  and  defy  the  Roman  Cath- 
olicks or  their  Adherents  to  Shew  one  Instance  wherein  they, 
or  any  of  them  have  been  persecuted  for  conscience  sake  or 
even  prosecuted  by  law  on  that  Account,  And  this  I  desire  may 
be  made  as  Publick  as  possible  to  the  end  that  all  that  are 
Concern'd  may  have  due  notice  of  it,  both  on  my  own  account, 
p.  8  And  for  the  Justification  of  the  Magistracy  of  this  Province 
from  this  false  Assertion  of  Violence  and  Inclemencie.  I  am 
now  Convinced  their  are  Some  of  the  Romish  Perswasion,  and 
to  their  praise  I  speak  it,  who  have  not  Joyned  with  the  Major- 
ity of  that  People  in  their  late  Ambitious  pretentions  yet  what- 
ever Provocations  these  last  have  given  me,  I  shall  now  make 
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them  no  other  return  but  to  Compassionate  their  mistakes,  &  L.  H.  j. 
to  conjure  them,  for  their  own  peace,  to  Hve  quietly  and  con- 
tentedly in  their  never  yet  Disturbed  habitations  under  the 
Protection  of  this  Protestant  Government,  without  intermed- 
ling  with  the  Ministerial  part  of  it,  or  draw  the  resent  [ment] 
of  the  laws  on  them,  by  their  pernicious  and  mistaken  zeal  in 
makeing  Proselytes  to  their  Religion,  of  which  there  is  but 
[too  much]  Cause  to  Complain;  and  I  Can  Assure  them  they 
are  not  to  hope  for  other  terms  from  the  Lord  Proprietor  when 
of  age.  For  that  Noble  Youth  has  Solemnly  promised  to  make 
the  Law^,  Justice,  and  Loyaltie  the  Standard  of  his  Govern- 
ment. These  are  pious  wise  and  manly  Resolutions,  And  his 
Lordship  has  given  me  leave  to  Assert  (which  I  do  in  his  own 
Words)  That  his  Actions  will  always  correspond  with  his 
Declaracons. 

Such  gracious  expressions,  from  his  Lordship  fills  me  with  a 
reall  Pleasure.  I  Could  not  wish  a  happyer  exit  to  my  cares ; 
and  I  doubt  not  after  the  Test  of  Years  to  come,  it  will  be 
found,  I  have  been  contending  for  his  Lop*  true  Honour  and 
Interest  as  well  as  the  peace  and  prosperity  of  this  flurishing  p.  9 
Province.  And  I  do  most  heartily  congratulate  you  on  the 
fair  prospect  you  have  of  both  before  you  And  may  the  bounty 
of  Heaven  Preserve  and  increase  these  blessings  to  you,  till 
time  is  no  more. 

Gent  of  the  Upper  &  Lower  Houses. 

I  am  informed  that  Since  the  printing  the  laws  of  this 
Province,  that  the  act  Commonly  called  the  repealing  Act, 
w^hich  you  will  find  in  the  printed  Volume  Page  170,  has 
created  a  doubt  in  the  minds  of  many  as  if  that  Act,  had  Re- 
pealed the  Laws  made  that  Sessions. 

It  must  be  Acknowledged,  that  Act  is  not  so  clearly  and  well 
expressed,  as  it  might  and  ought  to  have  been.  But  as  the 
Scruples  that  are  rais'd  upon  it,  may  prove  of  Evill  conse- 
quence. It  lyes  upon  you  to  make  such  an  explanation,  as  shall 
remove  all  contests  that  may  arise  in  argument  on  it. 

The  lives  and  fortunes  of  the  Subject  Depending  so  much 
on  the  integrity  &  Capacity  of  Juryes,  I  offer  it  to  your  Con- 
sideration whether  the  laws  make  a  Sufficient  provision  for  the 
returns  of  Jurys,  and  whether  those  laws  are  well  executed 
or  not,  and  as  you  are  by  the  Lord  Proprietors  Charter,  to 
come  as  near  as  possible  to  the  laws  and  Customes  of  England, 
I  propose  it  to  you  to  follow  their  example,  where  no  Com- 
moner is  thought  too  good  to  Serve  his  Country  as  a  Juryman. 

You  have  already  given  so  many  signal  proofs  of  your  p.  10 
Zealous  inclinations,  to  propagate  learning  within  this  Prov- 
24 
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L.  H.  J.  ince  that  I  need  not  enforce  the  necessity  of  it  by  any  further 
Arguments ;  But  as  I  know  your  abihties  do  not  come  up  to 
your  desires  for  that  laudable  end,  and  that  as  yet  the  fund 
you  have  provided  is  not  Sufficient  to  Maintain  one  free  school, 
at  least  in  every  County  as  it  is  much  to  be  wish'd  it  would, 

I  offer  it  to  your  Consideration  whether  on  your  Humble  ad- 
dress to  his  Sacred  Majesty  (to  be  transmitted  by  my  Lord 
propretary)  Setting  forth  the  truth,  that  you  receive  no  benefit 
or  advantage  from  the  duty  laid  on  your  Tobacco  exported  to 
the  Other  plantations,  altho  that  duty  is  appropriated  by  the 
Crown  to  the  Promoting  of  learning  in  these  parts  of  his 
Majestys  Dominions  it  is  probable  his  Maj*^,  who  has  given  so 
Large  examples  of  his  goodness  for  the  encouragem*  of  learn- 
ing in  great  Britain,  will  be  pleased  to  extend  his  bounty  here, 
and  direct  you  some  benefite  or  Equivalent  for  that  fund,  that 
was  intended  for  the  increase  of  learning  amongst  you.  I 
say,  what  may  you  not  expect  from  so  pious,  so  Gracious  &  so 
benevolent  a  Soveraigne  as  now  fills  the  Throne,  whom  God 
long  Preserve  in  all  felicity  to  do  So. 

There  are  so  many  advantages  for  the  makeing  and  repair- 
p.  II  ing  of  High  roads,  that  the  thing  Speaks  itself,  so  shall  only 
observe  to  you  that  the  Laws  in  force  for  that  purpose  are  not 
in  [m]any  parts  of  the  Province  put  in  due  execution ;  and  as  I 
conceive,  it  proceeds  from  the  want  of  a  Sufficient  penalty  on 
the  Overseers,  and  on  those  that  refuse  to  pay  obedience  to 
their  Orders  and  that  Generally  the  meanest  of  the  people  are 
appointed  to  those  Offices  which  Obliges  me  to  repeat,  what 
I  said  on  another  Occasion  no  man  is  too  good  to  serve  his 
Country. 

T  recomend  to  you  in  a  particular  manner  as  a  publick  use 
and  Honour  to  this  Province  that  you  will  make  such  provision 
as  you  shall  find  necessary  for  the  building  a  Bridge  over  the 
River  Patuxent  at  Queen  Ann  Town  in  this  County  and  for 
makeing  a  Safe  and  convenient  road,  over  that  Dangerous 
place  called  Kent  Marshes  on  the  Eastern  Shore.  These  two 
places  being  the  great  road,  through  the  Heart  of  this  Country, 
and  also  the  usuall  and  Shortest  passage  for  all  travellers  to, 
and  from  his  Majestys  plantatins  on  this  continent. 

Since  I  find  the  excessive  Charge  to  the  Country  for  the 
Killing  of  Squirrells,  does  not  decrease  in  proportion  to  what 
was  expected,  I  Do  again  desire  that  law  may  be  taken  into 
consideration,  and  this  I  propose  from  my  tender  Regard, 
for  the  Good  of  this  Province,  which  I  shall  always  have  at 
p.  12  Heart,  &  am  Even  carefull,  least  you  should  hurt  your  Selves, 
tho  by  your  own  consent.  And  what  will  Posterity  and 
Strangers  say.  When  they  are  Liformed,  the  Warr  you  make 
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on  these  little  Animalls  has  Cost  the  Country  by  a  Modest  L.  a.  j. 
computation  in  one  year  7000'*  SterHng. 

When  I  reflect  on  the  happy  increase  of  the  Youth  in  this 
Province,  and  the  vast  Importation  of  Europeans  and  Negroes 
into  it  Yet  that  the  Number  of  your  Taxables,  do  not  Amount 
to  what  it  might  be  reasonably  expected  from  these  causes  It 
is  Natural  from  hence  to  conclude  th'  there  are  not  Just  returns 
made  to  the  publick  this  is  worthy  your  Inquisition,  and  in  my 
Opinion  there  Cannot  be  too  Severe  penaltys  imposed  on  such 
who  willfully  conceal  their  Taxables,  and  So  defraud  the 
publick;  Whereas  all  that  receive  protection  from  your  Laws, 
ought  to  bear  equal  proportion  of  that  Charge  which  is  Levy'd 
for  the  Common  good. 

Gent 

I  have  after  my  Accustomed  method  laid  before  you.  the 
intention  and  end  of  your  Meeting,  and  what  I  have  offered  is 
in  the  Sincerity  of  my  heart  proposed  for  your  welfare.  But 
as  you  are,  I  thank  God,  a  free  people  so  may  accept  or  refuse, 
what  I  now  deliver  to  you,  as  you  shall  find  it  for  the  Con- 
veniency  or  inconveniency  of  your  Country.

an  Act  for  the  better  Supporting  the  Magistrates  in  the  Ad- 
ministration of  Justice  within  this  Province  &  for  the  Disab- 
ling Tho^  Macnemara  Esq''  to  practice  the  Law  therein,  very 
necessary  But  forasmuch  as  w^e  find  tack'd  to  it  a  Clause 
against  a  particular  Person  without  hearing  the  party,  which 
is  the  undoubted  right  of  every  one  of  his  Majestys  Subjects, 
We  are  Obliged  to  dissent  to  the  Said  Act,  and  we  hereby 
Declare  the  same  to  be  null  void  S:  of  no  Effect. 

Laws  made  ag'  Persons  ex  post  facto  have  been  rarely  pass'd 
in  England  but  always  esteem 'd  Severe,  and  we  hope  such  a 
Generall  Act  may  be  made  as  will  so  eft'ectually  reach  all  par- 
ticular persons  for  the  future,  that  there  may  be  no  more 
Occasion  to  have  resort  to  the  like  extraordinary  means. 

We  are  much  concerned  to  hear  that  Rigorous  and  Oppres- 
sive Suits  contrary  to  your  Laws  have  been  Carryed  on  against 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province,  But  we  have  had  such  great 
p.  15  experience  of  the  Wlsdome  and  Justice  of  the  Administration 
under  his  Majesty  in  all  its  parts  that  we  are  Sure  such  pro- 
ceedings can  never  be  encouraged  and  that  they  may  be  rightly 
represented  We  have  taken  an  opportunity  to  lay  your  Repre- 
sentation thereof  Before  the  Commissioners  of  his  Majestys 
Customes 

Gentlemen.  As  you  have  known  us  so  long  you  [may] 
make  a  very  good  Judgment  from  our  Actions  th'  we  have 
nothing  more  at  heart  than  the  Protestant  Establishment  with 
a  tender  Compassion  to  consciences  truely  Scrupulous,  dis- 
senting from  it  Therefore  let  no  imaginations  or  the  Sugges- 
tions of  Evill  minded  men  who  neither  regard  your  prosperity 
or  our  authority  make  you  Apprehend  that  any  Endeavours 
either  publick  or  private  can  have  the  least  influence  on  the 
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confidence  Establish'd  between  your  Lord  and  proprietary  and  L.  h.  j. 
his  great  Council  conven'd  in  Generall  Assembly.

Qu''  Whether  An  Act  grounded  on  Such  generall  Sur- 
mises and  carryed  on  in  such  a  manner  be  not  Illegal  and 
Arbitrary  &  whether  the  Lord  Proprietary  ought  not  in  Jus- 
tice to  dissent  thereto  as  being  a  thing  without  Precedent  and

whether  any  Facts  mentioned  in  the  preamble  of  the  Said  Act 
do  in  Law  unqualifye  the  s*^  Macnemara  from  his  practice. 

Answer.  I  never  knew  or  heard  that  the  Legislature  of  any 
Civilized  Country  ever  past  An  Act  so  Arbitrary  and  unjust 
as  this  Seems  to  be  and  I  am  verily  perswaded  that  if  Applica- 
p.  21  tion  be  made  to  the  Lords  Proprietors  they  will  refuse  to 
rati f ye  it.  And  I  am  of  Opinion  that  if  application  were  made 
to  the  King  in  Council  such  an  usage  of  one  of  his  Maj'^^  Sub- 
jects would  be  directed  to  be  examined  into,  and  if  it  proves  as 
represented  some  redress  would  be  directed  which  might  in 
consequence  affect  the  Interest  of  the  Lord  Proprietors  and 
of  the  Colony  of  Maryland.

The  manner  of  passing  this  Act  without  hearing  M""  Macne- 
mara in  his  own  Defence  is  Contrary  to  the  Common  rules  of 
Justice  and  is  a  Denyall  of  that  right  which  Every  Subject  is 
by  Law  intituled  unto  for  which  reason  as  well  as  from  the 
Nature  of  the  Act  itself  which  appears  to  be  very  Severe  and  is 
not  Supported  by  former  Instances  in  the  like  cases  It  deserves 
the  reexamination  of  the  Lords  Proprietors  and  their  dissent 
thereto  if  upon  such  examination  it  shall  Appear  unjust  as  is 
represented  and  more  especially  because  the  matters  Sug- 
gested ag'  M*"  Macnemara  are  not  of  themselves  Sufficient  to 
render  him  incapable  of  practiceing.

The  many  important  occasions  your  Excellency  was  pleased 
to  Communicate  by  Your  Speech  at  the  beginning  of  this 
Sessions  Sufficiently  Evince  the  Necessity  of  convening  us  at 
this  time,  altho  inconvenient  to  our  private  Affairs,  but  as  we 
shall  always  preferr  the  publick  good  to  any  private  interest 
of  our  own,  we  shall  endeavour  with  Such  unanimity  and  p-  3i 
dilligence  to  Apply  and  exert  our  Selves  to  the  Dispatch  of  the 
business  now  before  us  as  may  render  our  Services  equally 
acceptable  to  your  Excellency  and  our  Country 

Wee  are  thankfull  for  their  Lordships  the  Lords  Guilford 
and  Baltemores  Approbation  of  our  late  proceedings  in  As- 
serting the  authority  of  his  Courts  and  Persons  of  his  Minis- 
ters, and  we  shall  most  Sincerely  endeavour  to  merit  the  like 
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L.  H.  J.  Approbation  by  useing  our  utmost  Endeavours  for  the 
Strengthning  and  continuance  thereof.  Tho  we  must  Ac- 
knowledge that  we  are  under  Some  concern  to  find  the  Justice 
of  the  Legislature  Questioned  upon  the  private  opinion  of 
Some  Gent  of  the  law,  when  we  doubt  not  but  if  the  reasons 
that  mov'd  them  to  the  passing  of  that  Act  both  as  to  the 
matter  and  Manner  of  it,  had  been  heard  by  Disinterested 
persons  their  opinion  would  have  rather  inclin'd  their  Lord- 
ships to  have  Confirm'd  than  repeal'd  it.  And  we  must  declare 
to  your  Excy  tis  Surprizing  to  find  that  Gent  so  eminent  for 
learning  in  the  Laws  of  great  Britain  as  those  that  have 
Sign'd  their  opinions  in  that  case,  should  Assert  that  a  Law- 
yers contemning  the  Authority  and  affronting  the  persons  of 
the  Judges  he  pleads  before  and  dareing  a  Court  of  Judicature 
to  proceed  ag*  Criminals  for  whom  he  pleads  and  the  other 
p.  34'  reasons  assigned  in  the  preamble  of  that  Law  especially  in  his 
persisting  in  a  continued  course  of  misbehaviour  were  not 
Sufficient  Causes  for  the  Courts  that  were  so  us'd  by  him  to 
barr  him  of  his  practice  before  them  and  it  Seems  much  more 
Surprizeing  that  the  Legislative  body  of  this  Province  should 
be  accused  by  the  opinion  of  those  Gent  of  being  unjust  and 
Arbitrary  in  their  proceedings,  for  makeing  a  Law  on  the 
Representation  of  those  Magistrates  which  only  added  life 
and  vigour  to  their  resolutions  in  that  part. 

Wee  believe  your  Excellency  was  not  Apprized  of  that  law 
being  past  in  the  lower  house  without  hearing  the  particular 
person,  it  Affected,  nor  of  the  reasons  for  their  So  doing,  one 
of  which  Among  many  others,  which  we  shall  begg  leave  to 
remark  hereafter  is  That  tho  we  had  good  reason  to  believe 
he  had  notice  of  the  first  vote  that  past  for  it  yet  that  he  made 
no  Application  to  be  heard  till  after  the  Engrost  bill  came  from 
the  Upper  House  assented  to,  at  which  time  we  adjudged  his 
proper  Application  lay  to  your  Excellency  it  Seeming  unparli- 
mentary  to  call  in  Question  a  bill  Solemnly  past  by  us  and 
another  is.  That  the  Courts  before  whom  he  pleaded  haveing 
condemned  his  behaviour  the  Judges  whereof  were  the  proper 
persons  to  censure  the  behaviour  of  their  own  officers,  The 
admittance  of  him  to  a  hearing  would  have  been  calling  in 
p.  35  Question  the  veracity  of  those  Judges  without  cause  and  make- 
ing them  parties  or  rather  defendants  to  his  Complaint  in 
matters  whereof  the  law  made  them  Judges,  and  where  the 
facts  they  Accused  him  of  were  Notorious. 

Wee  must  begg  leave  on  this  Occasion  to  declare  that  we 
Apprehend  the  very  essence  of  Authority  and  Government  to 
be  indeed  so  nearly  concern'd  in  this  Affair,  that  if  there  be  the

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least  Colour  of  Encouragement  jT^iven  to  any  Lawyer  to  deny  L-  H.j. 
Subjecting-  his  Demeanour  to  the  Judgment  of  the  Courts  he 
pleads  in  to  contend  with  them  Concerning  it,  and  even  to  put 
the  whole  Country  upon  being  Suitors  in  great  Britain,  where 
it  Seems  the  truth  of  their  allegations  are  called  in  Question,  & 
which  they  cannot  with  Conveniency  appear  to  prove.  And  if 
when  such  Magistrates  pray  the  legislature  here  to  assist  in 
the  regulation  of  Such  practices  by  punishing  those  th'  are  the 
most  Notorious  offenders  in  this  Sort,  And  that  neither  Courts 
nor  Countrey  can  be  trusted  with  Judging  of  the  Demeanour 
of  one  such  Attorney,  It  must  be  necessarily  concluded  (with 
all  humble  Submission  be  it  Spoken)  such  a  Constitucon  can- 
not deserve  the  Charge  of  its  Support. 

But  we  hope  for  better  things,  and  that  we  shall  not  be 
denyed  the  power  of  Discouraging  a  Person  (who  tho  he  may 
be  a'  Barrister  at  Law  yet  only  Acts  as  an  Attorney  here  and 
who  has  been  Generally  troublesome  to  the  whole  Province) 
by  such  like  ways  and  means  as  every  Inferior  Court  has  right  p-  36 
to  do  with  any  Attorney  that  misbehaves  himself  before  them. 

And  we  cannot  think  the  thing  Sufficiently  discountenanced 
if  the  person  that  has  been  so  remarkable  an  Instance  as  that 
law  mentions  shall  be  able  to  Justifye  his  ill  Conduct  in  di- 
spight  of  the  Government  and  Country. 

We  shall  therefore  in  pursuance  of  their  Lordships  recom- 
mendation endeavour  (as  we  think  it  our  undoubted  Duty)  to 
make  Such  provision  by  a  Generall  law  to  Support  the  Magis- 
trates in  the  Administration  of  Justice  as  may  be  Sufficient  for 
that  end,  and  shall  avoid  the  Imputation  of  tacking  by  propos- 
ing a  Particular  law  for  the  like  Support  against  the  particular 
offender  which  may  not  be  lyable  to  the  exception  your  Ex- 
cellency is  pleased  to  mention 

However  private  Gentlemen  may  have  been  abused  by  the 
partiall  Clamours  of  the  Papists,  Yet  w^e  are  well  Satisfyed 
whoever  give  themselves  leave  to  enquire  into  the  truth  of 
their  allegations  and  grounds  of  their  Complaints  will  Joyn 
with  us  in  Asserting  the  truth  of  your  Excellencys  Declara- 
tion, and  be  astonish'd  at  their  Monstrous  Superstructure. 
The  Laws  of  great  Britain  deny  them  even  here  the  Liberties  p.  37 
they  have  hitherto  enjoyed  they  have  abused  these  liberties 
with  Impunity  and  yet  Complain  against  the  Justice  and  lenity 
of  your  Excellencys  Administration  for  no  other  cause  that  we 
know  of  But  opposing  their  advances  towards  the  prime  offices 
of  trust  in  this  Province  We  take  this  to  be  Indulgence  tho 
they  ingratefull  term  it  persecution  and  begg  leave  to  Joyn 
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L.  H.  J.  with  your  Excellency  in  defying  them  to  shew  one  Single 
Instance  of  Severity  from  either  Government  or  Country  and 
Rejoyce  to  find  their  Lordships  are  so  well  apprised  of  the 
truth  of  the  case  as  to  Judge  their  proceedings  Malicious  and 
Imprudent 

We  are  glad  to  find  that  Some  (who  we  doubt  not  are  the 
most  Judicious  &  Considerable)  of  that  party  have  not  Joyn'd 
with  the  rest  in  their  Indiscreet  and  Barbarous  treatment  of 
your  Excellency  for  Supporting  the  Established  Government 
and  could  wish  the  rest  would  follow  their  Examples,  that  all 
who  profess  the  Christian  faith  might  with  Safety  to  the 
Government,  be  protected  by  it  in  their  Conscientious  Liberties 
but  we  are  indispensibly  obliged  to  act  defensively  and  Watch- 
fully against  the  Incroachments  of  those  that  endeavour  to 
Subvert  it  and  pervert  the  more  unthinking  of  our  people  and 
allure  them  to  the  Superstitions  of  their  Church. 

The  Noble  and  pious  resolutions  of  our  Lord  Proprietary 
give  us  a  lively  Prospect  that  we  shall  never  want  the  Con- 
p.  38  currence  of  so  great  an  Asserter  and  Maintainer  of  our  Liber- 
ties And  as  it  is  obvious  to  all  unprejudic'd  Persons  how  just 
and  loyall  your  Excy  hath  ever  been  to  his  Sacred  Majesty  and 
his  Succession  how  Studious  to  promote  the  Protestant  Estab- 
lishment and  the  Honour  and  interest  of  the  Lord  Prop""^,  so 
with  greatest  truth,  we  may  boldly  assert  the  interest  and  well- 
fare  of  this  Province  your  Excellency  hath  had  much  at  Heart, 
for  which  our  most  grateful!  thanks  are  return'd  with  a  Sin- 
cere desire  long  to  Subside  under  the  Conduct  of  so  unbiass'd  a 
Ruler 

Wee  intirely  Submitt  to  your  Excellency's  opinion  on  the 
repealing  Act  and  Shall  endeavour  to  explain  it. 

The  Laws  relating  to  Jurors,  to  the  repairing  and  makeing 
of  roads  and  Bridges  and  takeing  of  Taxables  shall  be  care- 
fully inspected  and  Maturely  considered  and  Such  Amend- 
ments proposed  as  may  Answer  the  Ends  of  your  Excys  kind 
recommendation.  And  as  to  the  Law  relateing  to  Squirrills 
it  shall  be  fully  debated  and  considered 

Wee  are  fully  Sensible  of  the  Extensive  bounty  of  the  Crown 
in  appropriating  the  Duty  of  i"*  p  pound  for  the  propagateing 
learning  in  these  parts  where  it  is  but  too  much  wanted.  That 
we  think  our  Selves  indispensibly  obliged  by  the  Strictest  tyes 
of  duty  to  our  Soveraigne  and  affection  to  our  Country  to  use 
our  Endeavours  that  those  good  intentions  may  be  render'd 
p.  3Q  effectuall  and  usefull  to  us  and  that  his  Majesty's  Charity  and 
goodness  that  was  intentionally  extended  to  this  Province  as 
well  as  Virginia  may  not  be  wholly  limitted  to  that  Colony

especially  considering  that  we  have  g-ood  reason  to  believe  the  l.  if.  j. 
greatest  part  of  that  fund  arises  on  the  export  of  Tobacco 
from  Maryland  which  is  now  Solely  Applyed  to  the  Colledge 
in  Virginia  by  the  remote  Scituation  whereof  and  other  In- 
surmountable Difficultys  we  have  Scarce  a  Possibility  of  any 
manner  of  benefit  by  that  so  considerable  a  fund. 

Wee  acknowledge  the  great  obligations  of  our  Country  to 
your  Excellency  by  recommending  to  us  the  Consideration  of 
This  so  Important  Afifair  which  has  been  but  too  long  neg- 
lected to  the  great  Discouragement  of  learning  amongst  us, 
and  Shall  by  our  Humble  Address  to  his  Majesty  Set  forth 
the  truth  of  our  case,  in  which  we  doubt  not  but  so  much 
Justice  will  Appear  that  it  will  meet  with  Such  favourable 
reception  and  result,  as  may  be  agreeable  to  the  continued 
course  of  his  Majestys  Justice  and  Good[ness]  So  Eminently 
observable  thro  the  whole  Series  of  his  wise  and  pious  reigne. 

Lastly  we  take  leave  to  express  to  your  Excy  the  gratefull 
Sense  we  have,  how  Sincerely  you  have  always  acted  in  respect 
to  the  wellfare  of  this  Province  and  Still  continue  to  profess 
how  resolute  your  Intentions  are  Wee  Shall  therefore  Ser-

propriated And  M""  Rousby  haveing  laid  before  us  his  accounts 
of  that  duty  proved  before  the  Governour  and  Council  wherein 
he  had  Allowance  of  his  Sallary  we  take  it  he  is  Sufficiently 
discharged  by  the  Law.

had  not  Opportunity  of  Justifying  himself. 

We  observe  that  the  facts  he  Stands  charged  with  in  the 
Preamble  of  that  Law  were  so  notorious  that  they  need 
not  inquiring  into,  And  as  to  the  Secrecy  he  mentions  with 
which  the  Act  was  carried  on,  It  is  well  known  to  the  Prov- 
ince it  is  not  Only  Impracticable  but  almost  Impossible. 
And  in  pursuing  this  State  of  the  case  he  Ownes  it  waS' 
not  such  but  that  he  had  Notice  thereof,  and  Petition'd 
to  be  heard  ag'  the  Bill.  He  further  proceeds  to  insinuate 
that  no  order  was  made  upon  his  Petition  but  after  the  As- 
sembly was  prorogued  the  Clerk  returned  it  without  any 
Answer,  Where  we  note  he  twice  mentions  (the  Assembly) 
seeming  willing  to  be  Understood  (the  General  Assembly) 
whereas  it  was  to  the  Lower  House  only  that  he  Applyed 
and  not  to  them  till  after  it  had  been  some  days  before  them 
p.  104  and  the  Engrost  bill  had  past  that  house,  so  that  it  would 
have  been  Unparliamentary  for  the  lower  House  then  to  have 
Entred  upon  a  debate  of  that  Matter ;  But  it  Sufficiently  Ap- 
pears he  had  early  notice  Enough  to  have  Applyed  himself  to 
the  Upper  House  who  could  have  relieved  him  if  he  had 
shown  any  cause  for  so  doing  or  to  his  Excy  the  Governour 
who  had  a  Negative  Voice  in  the  passing  thereof  his  omitting 
to  do  which  Argues  either  his  Sense  of  Guilt  or  his  resolute 
obstinancy.

Act  being  Unprecedented  and  Severe  ought  to  be  reexamined 
and  dissented  to  if  it  Appear  Unjust  as  is  represented  and  that 
the  Matters  Suggested  ag'  M*"  Macnemara  are  not  of  them- 
selves Sufificient  to  incapacitate  him. 

S""  Edward  Northey.  That  M''  Macnemara  Ought  to  have 
been  heard  and  that  the  allegations  of  the  Act  are  too  Generall 
and  that  the  being  of  Council  for  Malefactors,  the  Council 
behaveing  himself  with  Duty  and  respect  to  the  Courts  is  not 
to  be  Objected  against  him.  But  that  if  a  practitioner  behave 
himself  disrespectfully  or  insolently  to  any  Court  in  Court 
such  Court  hath  power  to  record  the  Words  which  make  the 
oflfence  and  to  Suspend  the  offender  from  practice  in  Such 
Court  and  if  the  Offender  be  Ordered  to  Submitt  to  the  Court 
and  begg  pardon  for  his  offence,  and  he  refuse  so  to  do,  or  the 
offence  be  extraordinary  or  repeated,  the  Court  may  deprive 
the  offender  of  his  practice  in  that  Court  and  if  such  records 
be  made  in  Severall  Courts,  or  if  he  be  Convict  of  offences 
against  the  Courts  and  he  refuse  to  Submitt  or  be  generally 
insolent,  and  misbehaving  himself  to  the  Courts  of  Justice, 
and  his  off'ences  Multiplyed  it  will  be  Just  and  Reasonable  for 
the  Assembly  on  hearing  such  offender  or  giveing  him  Oppor- 
tunity of  being  heard  and  haveing  Satisfaction  of  his  Guilt  for 
the  Quiet  administration  of  Justice  and  the  Supporting  of  the 
Courts  by  Act  of  Assembly  to  make  him  Uncapable  to  practice 
any  more  in  any  Court  within  that  Island. 

On  Which  we  remark  that  if  that  Act  had  Appear'd  ground-  p.  106 
less  and  the  Allegations  therein  as  false  as  represented  by  the 
State  of  the  Case  we  should  agree  with  the  opinions  of  those 
Learned  Council  that  the  Act  ought  to  have  been  dissented  to. 
but  as  it  Appeared  Otherwise  to  us  who  knew  the  facts,  and 
the  Contrary  did  not  appear  to  them.  We  take  it  that  their 
Opinions  in  that  point  were  in  favour  of  the  Law  which 
were  only  given  against  it  on  the  Condition  of  its  falsity.

L.  H.  J.  thority  and  affronting  the  persons  of  the  Judges  he  pleaded 
before,  Dureing  a  Special  Court  of  Oyer  &  Terminer  to  pro- 
ceed against  criminals  for  drinking  the  Pretenders  health  and 
audaciously  Cursing  his  Sacred  Majesty  King  George  and  for 
fireing  the  city  Guns  on  the  Supposed  birthday  of  the  Pretend- 
er. His  Publickly  affronting  the  Chancellor  in  the  Execution 
of  his  office.  And  tho  ordered  by  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Lord  Proprietor  to  make  his  reasonable  Submission  willfully 
declineing  it.  His  being  so  turbulent  and  insolent  a  person 
that  the  Judges  would  not  Sitt  if  he  was  Suffered  to  plead 
before  them.  His  being  often  Suspended  on  his  Misdeeds  and 
readmitted  on  his  fair  promises  of  Amendment,  Yet  still  per- 
sisting in  his  like  insolent  behavior  &c^  As  Appears  more  at 
p.  107  large  by  the  Act  and  the  representation  of  the  Magistrates 
against  him.  Yet  we  find  in  Moore's  Reports  page  827  by 
the  Opinion  of  my  Lord  Chancellor  in  his  Speech  to  S*"  Henry 
Mountague  Chief  Justice  of  the  Kings  bench  in  King  James 
the  first's  time  wherein  he  Directs  him  to  admonish,  to  repre- 
hend and  to  Correct  Lawyers  that  observe  not  that  Discretion 
and  duty  which  becomes  them  and  that  if  he  found  a  threaten- 
ing way  of  pleading  in  any  babbling  and  Tumultuous  Lawyers, 
he  should  not  only  Injoyn  them  Silence  but  Sequester  them 
from  their  practice  and  Exercise  before  him  if  he  Saw  cause, 
but  Still  with  that  care  and  respect  that  the  Clyents  cause 
should  not  be  prejudiced. 

And  by  Other  books  as  well  as  by  the  Middle  parragraph  of 
S''  Edward  Northeys  Opinion,  those  Matters  Appear  to  us  to 
be  a  Sufficient  Cause  for  Suspending  such  a  practitioner  from 
his  practice,  any  thing  in  the  said  Serjeant  Pengellys  opinion 
to  the  Contrary  thereof  in  anywise  Notwithstanding. 

That  we  do  not  find  this  Act  Liable  to  the  Imputation  of 
the  Severity,  being  Conformable  to  the  said  Lord  Chancellor's 
directions  as  to  the  Substance  of  it  both  in  Suspending  the 
Lawyer,  and  regarding  his  Clyents  causes  (as  was  the  said 
Alacnemara's  Suspencon  in  the  Chancery  Court  exactly  con- 
formable to  S"^  Edward  Northys  Opinion)  but  if  it  were  un- 
presedented  as  to  the  Manner  of  passing  it,  so  is  the  Manners 
of  the  man  it  Affects 
p.  108  As  to  S*"  Edward  Northey's  opinion  that  the  Allegations  of 
the  Act  are  too  Generall  We  humbly  offer  that  it  seems  to  us 
as  if  he  took  the  Legislative  Body  of  this  Province  to  be  a 
Grand  Jury,  and  the  Act  to  be  a  Bill  of  Indictment  by  them 
found  to  which  he  takes  exceptions  for  incertainty. 

But  we  are  humbly  of  opinion  that  the  allegations  in  a  law 
need  not  be  so  particularly  and  certainly  Exprest  as  in  an 
Indictment,  And  we  hope  there  is  some  further  dependance  to 
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be  had  on  the  Justice  of  a  Legislative  than  on  the  Proceeding's  L.  H.  j. 
of  Every  Inferior  Court. 

As  to  the  procedure  being  Contrary  to  the  Common  rules  of 
Justice  We  take  it  that  a  legislative  Body  is  not  Tyed  to  Com- 
mon rules,  for  that  if  the  thing  done  be  Just,  they  may  make 
new  rules  or  Dispense  with  old  ones  as  to  the  Manner  of 
doing  it 

It  is  likewise  our  humble  opinions  that  when  a  Council 
Pleading  for  malefactors  dares  the  Court  he  pleads  before  to 
proceed  against  them,  it  is  not  behaveing  himself  with  that 
duty  and  respect  that  Sir  Edward  Northey  mentions. 

We  are  likewise  humbly  of  opinion  that  the  Courts  are  the 
Proper  Judges  to  censure  the  behaviour  of  their  Own  ofhcers  p.  109 
and  it  Appears  that  those  Courts  wherein  M*"  Macnemara 
practic'd  condemn'd  this,  And  as  it  Seems  out  of  a  diffidence 
of  their  own  power,  because  of  an  order  of  her  late  Majesty 
Obtain'd  for  his  pleading,  pray'd  the  Legislature  in  aid,  many 
of  the  members  whereof  were  Judges  in  those  Courts  wherein 
he  pleaded  and  personally  privy  to  his  ill  Conduct  complained 
of,  and  were  only  unwilling  to  Subject  themselves  to  the 
weight  of  his  resentments  by  Suspending  him  without  Any 
Act  We  think  the  legislature  could  do  no  less  than  make  a  law 
to  Support  them  in  this  behalf.  If  then  he  ought  to  have  been 
heard,  it  ought  not  to  have  been  Ex  Parte,  if  not  so,  then  the 
Courts  would  have  been  drawn  into  Contest  about  that  matter 
of  which  we  think  they  are  Judges.  But  if  this  legislature 
has  it  not  in  their  power  to  redress  their  Countrys  grievances 
and  remove  Nuisances  (and  they  have  found  him  both)  if 
this  man  must  be  Supported  in  his  Practice  in  Spight  of  Courts 
and  Countrey,  and  that  that  be  thought  more  Reasonable 
than  to  Support  his  Lordships  Authority  in  the  persons  of  his 
Magistrates  against  him,  Especially  considering  that  there  is 
no  Encouragement  by  fees  or  pensions  for  those  that  Serve  as 
Judges  And  that  it  is  a  great  burthen  to  those  that  do.  and 
that  every  one  that  is  Qualifyed  will  endeavour  to  avoid  those 
Stations  if  they  must  either  tamely  Submitt  to  affronts,  or 
draw  themselves  into  tedious  and  Chargeable  contests  by  their 
acting  in  them.  We  are  not  then  so  happy  in  our  Constitution  p.  no 
as  we  hop'd  we  had  reason  to  believe  for  (pardon  the  expostu- 
lation) what  Impartiality  can  there  be  in  Judges  where  if  they 
oblige  not  the  resenting  Council  pleading  before  them,  they 
are  Sure  to  be  Abused  or  Affronted  by  him,  or  become  the 
object  of  his  revenge.  Is  it  not  then  necessary  for  the  legis- 
lature to  interpose  where  the  honour  of  his  Lordships  Govern- 
ment the  Support  of  his  Magistrates  in  the  Administration  of 
Justice  and  the  Peace  and  Quiet  of  the  Countrey  are  so  nearly 
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L.  H.  J.  concern'd  ?  Can  the  Opinions  of  the  aforesaid  Learned  Coun- 
cil be  more  considerable  in  An  Aggrievance  complained  of  by 
the  Countrey  than  the  Judicial  proceedure  of  the  whole  Legis- 
lative body  of  it  who  voted  in  that  Law  and  past  it  on  three  or 
four  Severall  readings  Nemine  Contradicente.

Tennants  of 
the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly  now  convened, 
take  the  Liberty  of  representing  with  one  Generall  Voice  that 
Nothing  could  have  Given  us  a  more  pleasing  and  Compleat 
p.  146  Satisfaction  at  this  time,  than  to  have  it  confirmed  to  us,  from 
your  Lordships  Own  hands,  that  you  Look  upon  our  Just 
endeavours  to  Support  the  Authority  of  your  Courts  and 
protect  the  persons  of  your  Ministers  as  a  Manifest  evidence 
of  our  approbation  of  your  Lordships  Dominions  over  us. 

May  it  Please  your  Lordships 

We  think  our  Selves  \^ery  happy  that  we  have  been  Able  to 
express  such  a  Due  Sense  of  our  Duty,  as  that  your  Lordships 
have  Apprehended  our  proceedings  to  have  the  same  Tend- 
ancy  that  we  designed  them,  And  that  you  have  thereupon 
Declared,  the  Libertys  and  Properties  of  the  good  People  of 
this  Province  are  Strengthned  thereby 

Such  free  Declarations  convince  us  that  your  Lordships 
would  not  have  disassented  unto  the  Act  for  the  better  Sup- 
porting the  Magistrates  in  the  administration  of  Justice  within 
this  province,  had  it  not  been  out  of  a  tender  regard  to  the 
Preservation  of  the  rights  and  liberties  of  an  English  Subject, 
a  principle  so  Just  and  so  beneficent,  it  fills  us  with  pleasure 
to  foresee,  that  Justice  and  Clemency  are  like  to  become  the 
Rule  of  your  Lordships'  Government, 
p.  147  But  Give  us  leave  in  most  humble  Manner  to  represent, 
that  the  particular  person  mentioned  in  that  Act,  did  never 
Apply  himself  to  the  LTpper  House,  upon  that  occasion  Altho 
he  had  very  little  reason  to  Apprehend  any  hardship  there, 
from  the  treatment  he  met  withall  a  few  days  before  upon  his 
refusall  to  make  such  reasonable  acknowledgment  of  his  in- 
decent and  insolent  behaviour  to  our  Governour  in  the  Court 
of  Chancery  and  elsewhere,  as  was  required  of  him  by  your 
Lordship's  letter  to  him  for  that  purpose.  This  gives  a  great 
deal  of  reason  to  believe  th*  the  Subtile  Insinuations  &  false 
allegations  of  that  person,  prevailed  upon  those  Eminent  Gent 
of  the  Law  to  give  their  opinions  as  they  have  been  transmitted 
to  us. 

We  humbly  Submitt  to  your  Lordships'  opinions  that  laws 
made  against  persons  ex  post  facto,  if  not  unjust  are  at  least. 
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deemed  Severe,  But  such  was  the  case  of  that  ]jarticular  L.  H.  J. 
person,  that  frequent  excuses  brought  on  repeated  transgres- 
sions and  pardoning  instead  of  humbling  him,  made  him  so 
much  the  more  insolent. 

Whereupon  the  Legislative  power,  seeing  all  Authority  of 
Government  Slighted  &  contemned,  took  in  hand  the  affair, 
and  made  the  Act  aforesaid  as  the  only  effectuall  Discourage-  p.  148 
ment  to  such  like  practices  for  the  future.

W^e  make  noe  Question  but  that  the  Advancement  of  learn- 
ing within  this  your  Province  will  be  a  very  Acceptable  thing 
to  you  yet  forasmuch  as  the  narrow  Circumstances  of  an 
Infant  Countrey  (all  our  funds  raised  for  that  purpose  falling 
farr  Short  of  the  end  designed)  will  not  alone  afford  Sufifi- 
cient  Encouragment  thereto,  which  lays  us  under  a  Necessity 
of  Addressing  your  Lordships  upon  this  Occasion,  for  altho 
the  condition  of  most  of  the  people  here  has  little  claim  to  a 
truely  Generous  and  Liberall  education  yet  abundance  of 
Youth,  now  Growing  up,  are  Unhappily  destitute  of  those 
Common  Improvements  which  Nature  hath  made  them  very 
Capable  of  for  the  rendering  them  better  Christians  better 
Subjects  to  his  Majesty,  and  better  Qualifyed  persons  for  the  p.  149 
Just  discharge  of  the  Severall  trusts,  to  which  your  Lordships 
or  your  Successors  may  have  occasion  to  Appoint  them,  as  well 
in  the  offices  of  State,  as  in  the  Destribution  of  Justice  and  all 
other  the  Exegencys  of  Life.

w"^  the  good  People  of  this  Province  have  paid  large  Sumes  of 
Money  towards  the  Encouragment  of  learning  there  w"''  the 
distance  of  the  Place  and  the  great  charge  of  Schooling  chil- 
dren hath  made  altogether  useless  to  us,  for  such  persons  as 
are  of  Ability  to  defray  such  charge  choose  rather  to  educate

Maryland  and  Avalon.  Lord  Baron  of  Baltimore,  &c.  and 
ended  the  8'^  Day  of  June  following-,  in  the  5""  Year  of  his 
Lordship's  Dominion,  Annoq;  Domini  1719,  were  Enacted  the 
Laws  following,  viz.

Whereas  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  relating  to  Servants  and 
Slaves,  there  is  not  any  Provision  made  what  shall  be  done 
with  such  runaway  Servants  or  Slaves  that  now  are,  or  here- 
after shall  or  may  be  taken  up  and  committed  to  the  Custody 
of  any  Sheriff  within  this  Province,  where  the  Master  or 
Owner  of  such  Servant  or  Slave,  having  due  Notice  of  such 
Servant's  or  Slave's  being  in  the  Custody  of  such  Sheriff, 
refuses  or  delays  to  redeem  such  Servant  or  Slave,  by  paying 
their  Imprisonment  Fees,  and  such  other  Charge  as  has,  or 
may  accrue,  for  taking  up  such  Servant  or  Slave. 

II.  Be  it  therefore  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Lord  Proprietary,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his 
Lordship's  Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of 
Assembly,  and  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  from  and  after

'The  text  of  these  Acts  is  from  Bacon's  Laws  of  Maryland,  published  in  1765. 
They  comprise  the  pubhc  general  laws  passed  at  this  Session  that  were  in  force 
at  the  date  of  Bacon's  compilation. 
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Bacon  Sherifif  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  (such  Time  limited 
as  aforesaid,  being  expired)  immediately  to  give  Public  Notice 
to  all  Persons,  by  setting  up  Notes  at  the  Church  and  Court-

An  Act  for  the  better  supporting  the  Magistrates  in  the  Ad-  Chap,  iv 
ministration  of  Justice  within  this  Province 

Whereas  it  is  obvious  to  this  present  Session  of  Assembly, 
that  there  is  an  absolute  Necessity  of  a  Law  for  the  better 
preserving  the  Honour,  Dignity  and  Authority  of  his  Lord- 
ship, in  the  Persons  of  his  Magistrates,  in  the  Administration 
of  Justice,  from  the  Insults,  Affronts  and  indecent  Demeanour 
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Bacon  before  them,  of  the  Practitioners  of  the  Law,  and  other  Of- 
ficers and  Persons,  that  have  hitherto  been  so  frequent  in  all 
the  Courts  of  this  Province,  as  well  as  out  of  Court. 

II.  Be  it  therefore  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the 
Lord  Proprietor,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his 
Lordship's  Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of 
Assembly,  and  by  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  the  several 
Magistrates,  Judges  of  the  several  Courts  within  this  Prov- 
ince, be,  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  strictly  required,  to 
observe  the  Demeanour  of  all  Practitioners  of  the  Law,  before 
them,  as  well  as  all  Ministerial  Officers,  or  other  Persons  who 
shall  use  any  undecent  Liberties  to  the  lessening  the  Grandeur 
and  Authority  of  their  respective  Courts,  and  to  discounte- 
nance and  punish  the  same,  according  to  the  Nature  of  the 
Offence,  either  by  suspending  such  Practitioner  of  the  Law 
from  their  Practice,  Perpetually,  or  for  a  Time,  or  to  punish 
such  Pracititioners,  or  Ministerial  Officers,  or  other  Persons, 
by  Fine,  at  the  Discretion  of  such  Court  before  whom  such 
Offence  shall  be  committed,  not  exceeding  Four  Thousand 
Pounds  of  Tobacco  in  the  superior  Courts,  nor  Two  Thousand 
Pounds  of  Tobacco  in  the  several  County  Courts  within  this 
Province,  on  each  Offender,  for  any  one  Offence. 

III.  And  likewise,  all  and  every  the  several  Magistrates, 
in  the  Execution  of  their  Office  out  of  Court,  are  hereby 
required,  in  like  Manner,  to  observe  the  Carriage  and  De- 
meanour of  all  Persons  whatsoever,  that  shall  come  before 
them;  and  if  any  Person  or  Persons  shall  behave  themselves 
indecently  towards  any  of  them  (or  contemn  their  Authority 
when  lawfully  required  to  assist  them)  in  the  Execution  of 
their  Office,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any 
of  the  several  Courts  within  this  Province,  upon  Information 
to  them  made  by  any  such  Magistrate  or  Magistrates,  against 
any  Person  or  Persons  who  have  so  misbehaved  themselves, 
or  contemned  their  Authority,  without  any  Formality  in  Law, 
to  call  such  Offender  or  Offenders  before  them,  and  punish 
them  by  Fine,  Imprisonment,  or  by  Setting  in  the  Stocks,  at 
their  Discretion ;  the  Fine  not  to  exceed  One  Thousand  Pounds 
of  Tobacco  each  Offender;  the  Imprisonment  not  to  exceed 
Two  Days,  nor  the  Setting  in  the  Stocks  above  Two  Hours, 
for  any  one  Offience ;  all  which  Fines  to  be  levied  by  Way  of 
Execution,  and  by  such  Court  applied  towards  the  maintaining 
a  Public  School  in  the  County  where  such  Offence  is  com- 
mitted.

Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietor, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lord- 
ship's Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  As- 
sembly, and  the  Authority  of  the  same.  That  in  case  any  Con- 
stable shall  not  pursue  the  Directions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly 
(now  in  Force)  relating  to  his  Office,  and  of  this  Act,  in  the 
taking  and  returning  of  Taxables,  such  Constable  shall  be 
fined  to  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Proprietor,  in  the 
sum  of  Five  Hundred  Pounds  of  Tobacco  for  each  Offence, 
one  Half  thereof  to  the  Informer,  or  him  or  them  that  shall 
sue  for  the  same,  and  the  other  Half  thereof  for  the  Use  of 
Free-Schools  in  such  County  where  the  Forfeiture  shall  hap- 
pen; to  be  recovered  in  such  County  Court,  by  Action  of  Debt, 
Bill,  Plaint  or  Information,  wherein  no  Essoin,  Protection  or 
Wager  of  Law  to  be  allowed. 

II.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  in  case  any  Master, 
Mistress,  Dame,  or  other  chief  Person  of  the  Family,  shall 
conceal  any  Taxable,  or  not  give  a  true  Account  thereof  to 
such  Constable,  pursuant  to  the  Directions  of  the  Act  afore- 
said, that  then  such  Person  shall  for  every  Taxable  so  con- 
cealed, or  not  given  in  as  aforesaid,  forfeit  the  sum  of  Five 
Hundred  Pounds  of  Tobacco  in  Manner  aforesaid,  to  the 
Uses  aforesaid;  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid. 

III.  And  it  is  hereby  Declared,  That  no  Person  shall  be 
taken  as  a  Taxable  that  shall  not  be  imported  into  this  Prov- 
ince on  or  before  the  First  Day  of  June  for  that  Year. 

IV.  And  be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid. 
That  all  Warrants  issued  by  any  Justice  of  Peace  for  the 
Recovery  of  small  Debts,  shall  be  directed  to  some  Constable 
of  a  Hundred,  appointed  by  the  Court,  unless  (at  the  request 
of  such  Suitor)  it  be  directed  to  some  Friend  who  will  serve  it 
gratis ;  Such  Suitor  nevertheless  being  hereby  made  liable  to 
pay  the  Constable  of  the  Hundred,  where  such  Warrant  is 
served,  his  just  Fee. 

V.  And  be  it  further  Enacted,  That  the  Sheriff  of  each 
respective  County,  is  hereby  obliged  to  return  a  true  and  fair 
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Bacon  Copy  of  the  List  of  Taxables  in  his  County,  under  his  own 
Hand,  yearly,  into  the  Secretary's  Office,  by  the  Twentieth 
Day  of  September,  on  Pain  of  One  Thousand  Pounds  of 
Tobacco  for  every  Neglect ;  to  be  forfeited  as  aforesaid,  to  the 
Uses  aforesaid,  to  be  recovered  as  aforesaid. 

VI.  And  the  better  to  enable  the  Sheriffs  of  the  several 
Counties  to  return  Copies  of  the  List  of  Taxables  in  each 
County  as  aforesaid;  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice 
and  Consent  aforesaid.  That  the  several  Constables  of  the 
several  and  respective  Hundreds,  in  the  several  Counties,  are 
hereby  required  to  send  a  Copy  of  their  Lists  of  Taxables  to 
the  Sheriff  of  their  County,  at  or  before  the  First  Day  of 
August,  after  the  taking  of  such  List. 

Vn.  And  whereas,  it  is  found  by  Experience,  that  there 
are  many  single  Persons,  (who  are  Free-men,)  within  this 
Province,  who  have  not  any  settled  Place  of  Residence,  but 
make  their  Abode  at  such  Places  where  they  are  employed, 
and  such  Employers  refuse  to  give  them  in  as  Taxables,  they 
not  being  constant  Residents  in  their  Families,  by  which 
Means  they  frequently  escape  paying  any  Tax  at  all;  Be  it 
Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid, 
That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  Constable  of  any 
Hundred,  in  any  of  the  Counties  within  this  Province,  upon 
finding  any  such  single  Person  or  Free-man  in  their  respective 
Hundreds,  who  cannot  procure  some  House-keeper  within 
such  Hundred  to  give  him  in  as  a  Taxable,  nor  make  appear 
that  he  is  a  Resident,  or  Taken  as  a  Taxable  in  some  other 
Hundred  or  County,  to  carry  such  Person  or  Free-men  before 
the  next  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  such  County,  who  is  hereby 
impowered  and  required  to  commit  such  Person,  or  Free-man, 
into  the  Sherift''s  Custody,  until  he  shall  procure  some  House- 
keeper to  return  him  as  a  Taxable,  and  be  answerable  for  his 
Levy.

Chap  XIV  An  Act  for  the  Application  of  such  Intestate's  Estates  as 
leave  no  legal  Representatives ;  and  for  inforcing  Proceed- 
ings against  temerary  Administrators. 
Whereas  it  frequently  happens  that  Persons  who  are  pos- 
sest  of  considerable  Personal  Estates  die  Intestate,  leaving  no 
known  Relations,  or  Representatives,  legally  entitled  to  the 
Residue  thereof,  in  which  Cases,  'tis  observed,  some  Creditor, 
or  pretended  Creditor  of  such  Deceased,  most  commonly  ob- 
tains the  Administration  of  his  Goods  and  Chattels,  and  there- 
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by  becomes  legally  possess'd  thereof,  by  virtue  whereof  he  not  i^acon 
only  Satisfies  himself,  but  all  other  Creditors  their  just  Claims, 
but  likewise  retains  in  his  Hands  the  total  Residue  of  such 
Estate,  and  converts  the  same  to  his  own  Use,  on  Pretence  of 
Securing  himself  against  such  latent  Debts  as  may  thereafter 
appear;  whereby  such  Administrator  has  the  sole  Benefit  of 
such  Goods  and  Chattels,  as  he  had  no  other  Pretence  of  Right 
to,  save  for  the  satisfying  himself  a  Debt,  and  perhaps  but  a 
small  one,  out  of  the  Deceased's  Estates :  For  the  more  just 
and  better  Application  of  which  Residues  for  the  future  ; 

IT.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietor, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lordship's 
Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly, 
and  the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  every  such  Administrator 
as  aforementioned,  shall  be  obliged  to  pay  and  Satisfy  the  Bal- 
ance of  such  Estates  to  one  of  the  Public  Treasurers  of  this 
Province,  for  the  Time  being,  in  the  same  Manner  as  such 
Administrator  should  have  been  obliged  to  pay  the  same  to 
any  legal  Residuary  Legatee  by  Law,  in  case  any  such  should 
have  appeared ;  to  be  applied  to  the  Use  of  Schools,  in  the  same 
Manner  as  the  additional  Duty  of  Twenty  Shillings  per  Poll 
on  Irish  Servants  and  Negroes,  is  directed;  save  that  whereas 
by  the  Act  for  the  better  Administration  of  Justice  in  Testa- 
mentary Affairs,  &c.  sundry  Particulars  of  Goods  and  Chat- 
tels are  directed  to  be  paid  in  Specie,  according  to  Appraise- 
ment to  the  Residuary  Legatees,  in  this  case  such  Administra- 
tor shall  be  obliged  to  pay  the  said  Balance  of  such  Estate, 
according  to  the  true  Value  thereof,  in  Current  Money,  for  the 
Payment  whereof  he  shall  be  allowed  Twenty  per  Cent,  (Tha. 
is  to  say)  Ten  per  Cent  over  and  above  the  Ten  per  Cent  usu- 
ally allowed. 

III.  Provided,  That  in  case  such  Administrator  be  of  Kin 
to  the  Deceased,  within  the  Fifth  Degree  of  either  Consan- 
guinity or  Affinity,  that  then  such  Administrator,  and  all 
others  that  are  as  nearly  related  to  the  Deceased  as  such 
Administrator,  shall  have  as  good  a  Right  to  such  Residue,  as 
if  he  or  they  were  Brothers,  or  Sisters  Children  to  the  De- 
ceased, and  such  Balance  shall  be  distributed  accordingly. 

IV.  Provided  nevertheless.  That  in  case  there  be  a  Widow, 
no  Collaterals  shall  be  admitted,  others  than  those  directed  by 
an  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Province,  entitled,  An  Act  for  the 
better  Administration  of  Justice  in  Testamentary  Affairs ; 
but  such  Widow  shall  have  the  whole  Residue  of  such  Estate ; 
any  thing  herein  before  contained  to  the  contrary  thereof  in 
any  wise  notwithstanding.

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Bacon  V.  Provided  nevertheless,  and  be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Au- 
thority, Advice  and  Consent  aforesaid,  That  in  case  such 
Residue  shall  happen  to  be  paid  to  such  Treasurer  as  aforesaid, 
in  Default  of  legal  Representatives  as  aforesaid,  and  that 
any  legal  Representatives  of  no  remoter  Degree  amongst  Col- 
laterals than  Brothers  or  Sisters  Children,  shall  at  any  Time 
appear,  and  prove  him,  her,  or  themselves,  to  be  such  legal 
Representative  or  Representatives,  that  then  the  Treasurer 
that  received  the  Residue  of  such  Estate,  if  then  in  his  Hands, 
or  the  Public  Stock  of  Schools,  if  applied  to  their  Use,  shall  be 
liable,  and  are  hereby  obliged  to  refund  to  such  legal  Repre- 
sentative, the  Sum  that  they  received  on  Account  of  such 
Residue;  and  that  the  same  Treasurer  or  Public  Stock  as 
aforesaid,  (in  case  the  Administrator  shall  be  obliged  to  pay 
any  further  Debts  or  Duties  that  were  due  from  the  De- 
ceased,) shall  likewise  refund  to  such  Administrator  the  Value 
of  what  such  Administrator  shall  be  so  obliged  to  pay. 

VI.  Provided  also,  That  in  case  such  next  of  Kin  shall 
receive  such  Balance  from  such  Treasurer  or  Public  Stock  of 
Schools,  he  shall,  and  is  hereby  obliged,  on  (or  before)  such 
Receipt,  to  give  such  Administration  Bond,  with  Security  ac- 
cording to  Law,  to  refund  to  such  Administrator,  such  Sums 
as  shall  at  any  Time  thereafter  be  made  appear  to  be  due 
from  the  Deceased's  Estate,  and  by  him  regularly  discharged, 
for  which  he  has  not  been  formerly  allowed. 

VII.  And  whereas  many  Widows,  or  others,  having  the 
Deceased's  Effects  in  their  Hands,  and  Right  to  the  Adminis- 
tration thereof,  designedly  suffer  other  Persons  to  Administer, 
whose  Mouths  are  easily  stopped,  with  Part  of  the  Estate's 
being  delivered  them,  and  bring  only  such  Part  of  the  Ap- 
praisement, to  the  great  Dishonour  of  the  Deceased,  and  De- 
ceit of  the  Living;  For  Prevention  whereof,  as  well  as  of 
frequent  tedious  Suits,  for  the  detecting  such  Concealments ; 
Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Authority,  Advice  and  Consent  afore- 
said. That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Commissary- 
General,  for  the  Time  being,  on  Information  or  Complaint  of 
any  such  Concealment,  to  cause  the  Person  so  complained  of 
to  be  examined  upon  Oath,  before  such  Commissary-General, 
or  Deputy-Commissary  in  such  County  where  the  Person  lives, 
for  the  Discovery  of  such  concealed  Effects  or  Estates ;  upon 
such  Discovery,  and  refusing  or  delaying  to  deliver  the  Effects 
so  discovered,  and  to  make  Satisfaction  for  the  same,  to  issue 
an  Attachment  against  such  Concealer,  to  oblige  him,  her  or 
them  to  comply  therewith.

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An  Act  for  the  Encouragement  of  an  Iron  Manufacture,  liacon 
within  this  Province.  '^^^^'-  -^^ 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  present  General  Assembly, 
That  there  are  very  great  Conveniencies  of  carrying  on  Iron- 
Works  within  this  Province,  which  have  not  hitherto  been 
embraced  for  want  of  proper  Encouragements  to  some  first 
Undertakers,  altho  the  Consequences  thereof  might  not  only 
be  considerably  advantageous  to  the  Persons  immediately 
concerned  therewith,  but  also  to  the  Public  Trade  of  Great- 
Britain,  and  this  Province ;  and  for  that  it  may  so  happen  that 
the  Lands  or  Places  most  proper  for  the  fixing  Forge-Mills, 
and  other  Conveniencies  for  the  carrying  on  such  considerable 
Works,  may  happen  to  be  within  the  Bounds  of  any  Lands 
already  reserved  to  his  Lordship's  Use,  or  such  Lands  as  are 
in  the  Hands  or  Possession  of  Persons  under  Age,  or  unable  to 
be  at  the  Charge  of  carrying  on  such  considerable  Works,  or 
else  such  as  are  wilfully  obstinate,  to  the  Hinderance  of  such 
Persons  as  would  purchase  such  Lands  or  Places  as  should  be 
fit  for  the  carrying  on  so  great  Works,  and  setting  them  up, 
to  the  Increase  of  our  Trade  and  Navigation,  the  Peopling  of 
this  Province,  and  to  the  Advantage  of  his  Lordship,  by  the 
Encouraging  the  Taking-up  such  remote  and  barren  Lands 
as  are  now  entirely  useless  and  uncultivated ; 

II.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord 
Proprietary,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  said 
Lordship's  Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of 
this  present  General  Assembly,  and  the  Authority  of  the 
same,  That  if  any  Person  or  Persons  from  and  after  the 
Publication  hereof,  shall  desire  to  set  up  such  Forging-Mill, 
and  other  Conveniencies  for  the  carrying  on  such  Iron- Works, 
upon  any  Land  not  before  cultivated,  next  adjoining  to  any 
Run  of  Water  wathin  this  Province,  not  being  the  Estate  of 
Inheritance  of  such  Undertakers,  nor  leased  to  them,  to  the 
Intent  thereon  to  set  such  Forging'-Mill,  and  other  Conven- 
iencies for  the  carrying  on  such  Iron- Works,  they  may  pur- 
chase a  Writ  out  of  Chancery,  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of  the 
County  where  such  Land  lieth,  requiring  him  by  the  Oath  of 
Twelve  Men  of  his  County,  to  inquire  what  Damage  it  would 
be  to  his  Lordship,  or  others,  to  have  such  Builders  or  Under- 
takers invested  with  an  absolute  Estate  of  Inheritance  in  One 
Hundred  Acres  of  such  Land,  proper  for  the  setting  up  such 
Forging-Mill,  and  other  Conveniencies  for  the  carrying  on 
such  Iron-Works  as  aforesaid:  The  Form  of  which  Writ 
followeth,  viz. 

"  Charles,  absolute  Lord  and  Proprietary  of  the  Provinces 
"  of  Maryland  and  Avalon,  Lord  Baron  of  Baltimore  &c. 
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Bacon  "  To  the  Sheriff  of  County,  Greeting.    We  command 

"  you,  that  by  the  Oath  of  Twelve  honest  and  lawful  Men  of 
"  the  County,  by  whom  the  Truth  of  the  Matter  may  be  better 
"  known,  you  diligently  enquire  if  it  be  to  the  Damage  of  us 
"  or  others,  if  we  grant  unto  N.  N.  of  N.  County,  One  Hun- 
"  dred  Acres  of  Land  lying  at  in  the  County  afore- 

"  said,  as  may  be  most  convenient  for  the  building  and  Setting 
"  up  a  Forge-Mill,  and  other  Conveniencies,  as  shall  be  neces- 
"  sary  for  the  carrying  on  an  Iron-Work.  And  if  it  be  to  the 
"  Damage  and  Prejudice  of  us,  or  others,  then  to  what  Dam- 
"  age  and  Prejudice  of  us,  and  to  what  Damage  and  Prejudice 
"  of  others,  and  of  whom,  and  in  what  Manner,  and  how,  and 
"  of  what  Value  the  same  Land  is  now,  before  any  other  Im- 
"  provement  of  the  said  One  Hundred  Acres  of  Land,  and 
"  who  are  the  present  Possessors  of  the  said  One  Hundred 
"  Acres  of  Land,  and  who  have  the  Fee-simple  thereof,  and 
"  what  Lands  and  Tenements  remain  to  the  present  Possessor, 
"  over  and  above  the  said  One  Hundred  Acres  of  Land ;  and  if 
"  the  said  Land  remaining  to  the  present  Possessors,  over  and 
"  above  the  said  One  Hundred  Acres,  will  suffice  to  uphold 
"  their  Manor,  viz.  the  Sixth  Part  of  their  Manor,  allotted 
"  them  by  the  Conditions  of  Plantations,  for  the  Demesne,  as 
"  before  the  Alienation,  so  as  the  County,  by  the  Alienation 
"  aforesaid,  in  Default  of  the  present  Possession,  more  than 
"  was  wont  not  to  be  charged  and  grieved ;  and  the  Inquisition 
"  thereupon  openly  and  distinctly  made  to  us  in  our  High 
"  Court  of  Chancery,  under  the  Seal  and  the  Seals  of  them  by 
"  whom  it  was  made,  without  Delay  send,  &c." 

Upon  Return  of  which  Writ,  in  case  the  Person  or  Persons 
who  by  the  said  Inquest  shall  be  found  to  be  the  true  Owners 
and  Possessors  of  the  Land  fit  to  build  a  Forge-Mill,  and  other 
Conveniencies  necessary  for  carrying  on  an  Iron-Work,  shall 
refuse  to  build  such  Forge-Mill,  and  other  Conveniencies  for 
such  Iron-Work  thereon,  within  Six  Months  from  that  Date 
to  be  computed  and  reckoned,  and  give  Security  the  same 
Building  to  prosecute  and  finish  within  Four  Years  after  the 
Beginning  and  Laying  the  Foundation  of  such  Forge-Mill,  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  his  said  Lordship,  his  Heirs  and 
Successors,  or  for  the  Governor  here,  for  the  Time  being, 
from  Time  to  Time,  to  grant  any  such  One  Hundred  Acres  of 
Land  fit  to  build  a  Forge-Mill,  and  Conveniencies  for  an  Iron- 
Work  as  aforesaid,  together  with  free  Egress  and  Regress  to 
the  said  Mill,  through  any  Man's  Land  next  adjoining,  by  the 
virtue  of  the  Writ  aforesaid  returned,  to  be  paid  to  the  Owner 
of  the  said  Land  so  found  and  returned  as  aforesaid;  which 
said  Grant  to  be  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  good  and  available 
in  Law  to  the  Grantee  or  Grantees  as  aforesaid,  against  all 
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Persons  whatsoever ;  any  Law,  Custom  or  Usage  to  the  con-  Bacon 
trary  notwithstanding. 

III.  Provided  always,  That  before  any  Person  or  Persons 
whatsoever,  shall  have  such  Grant  to  build  a  Forge-Mill,  and 
other  Conveniencies  for  an  Iron-Work  as  aforesaid,  he  or  they 
shall  enter  into  Bond  to  his  said  Lordship,  with  Two  sufficient 
Sureties,  in  the  Sum  of  One  Hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  with 
Condition  to  begin  to  build  the  said  Forge-Mill,  and  Con- 
veniencies for  the  Iron-Work  as  aforesaid,  within  Six  Months 
then  next  to  come,  and  the  same  Building  to  prosecute  and 
finish  within  Four  Years  after  such  Beginning. 

IV.  And  forasmuch  as  for  the  carrying  on  so  considerable 
a  Work,  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  for  the  Undertakers, 
to  import,  or  otherwise  retain  in  their  Service,  great  Numbers 
of  experienced  Work-men,  and  that  they  must  unavoidably  be 
at  vast  Expences  before  they  can  bring  such  Work  to  any 
tolerable  Perfection,  so  as  to  reap  any  Benefit  therefrom;  For 
their  better  Encouragement,  Be  it  Enacted,  That  all  such 
Work-men,  or  Labourers,  as  shall  be  by  such  Undertakers 
constantly  employed  in  the  carrying  on  such  useful  and  bene- 
ficial Works,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  Paying  of  Levies  for 
the  first  Four  Years  after  their  being  employed  in  such  Work 
as  aforesaid :  Provided,  That  the  Number  of  such  Work-men 
as  shall  be  Levy-free,  exceed  not  Eighty  for  any  one  Iron- 
Work. 

V.  Provided  nevertheless.  That  in  case  such  Undertakers 
shall  not  prosecute  such  Iron- Work  to  the  Running  of  Pigs  fit 
for  Transportation,  within  Seven  Years  next  after  being 
seized  of  such  Lands,  by  virtue  of  such  Writ,  in  Manner  afore- 
said, that  then  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Person  or 
Persons  that  were  disseized  of  such  Land  by  virtue  of  such 
WVit,  to  re-enter  upon  and  be  re-instated  in  the  same,  to  all 
Intents  and  Purposes,  as  if  such  Writ  had  never  been  obtained, 
without  being  obliged  to  return  any  Part  of  the  Purchase- 
Money  for  the  same.

An  Act  Explaining  and  Declaring  particularly  what  Laws  Chap,  xvi 
were  Repealed  by  an  Act,  entitled,  An  Act  Declaring  all 
Laws  heretofore  made,  which  have  been  Re-enacted  this 
Session  of  Assembly,  to  be  Repealed ;  and  for  Reviving  the 
Act  for  Relief  of  Ann-Arundel  County. 

Whereas  at  a  Session  of  Assembly  begun  and  held  at  the 
City  of  Annapolis  the  26*''  Day  of  April,  in  the  First  Year  of 
the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  George,  by  the  Grace  of 
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Bacon  God,  of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  King,  Defender 
of  the  Faith,  &c.  Annoq;  Domini  171 5,  there  was  Enacted  one 
Law,  entitled.  An  Act  declaring  all  Laws  heretofore  made, 
which  have  been  Re-enacted  this  Session  of  Assembly,  to  be 
Repealed,  the  repealing  Clause  in  which  Act  being  generally 
expressed,  there  has  thereby  arisen  sundry  Scruples  and 
Doubts  in  the  Minds  of  many  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Prov- 
ince, what  particular  Laws  those  were  which  were  Repealed, 
and  intended  only  to  be  Repealed  by  the  aforementioned  Act  of 
Assembly;  For  the  Removal  whereof, 

II.  Be  it  Enacted,  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietor, by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  his  Lordship's 
Governor,  and  the  Upper  and  Lower  Houses  of  Assembly,  and 
the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  several  particular  Laws 
hereafter  expressed,  which  were  made  before  the  abovemen- 
tioned  Repealing  Act,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  the  Laws,  and 
none  other,  which  were  Repealed,  and  intended  only  to  be 
Repealed  by  the  aforementioned  Repealing  Law  (viz) 

An  Act  entitled 
An  Act  for  prohibiting  the  Importation  of  Bread,  Beer,  Flour, 
Wheat  or  other  Indian  or  English  Grain  or  Meal,  Horses, 
Mares,  Colts  or  Fillies  from  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Terri- 
tories thereunto  belonging. 

An  Act  for  Limitation  of  certain  Actions  for  avoiding 
suits  at  Law. 

An  Act  for  the  Publication  of  all  Laws  within  this  Prov- 
ince.

The  Assembly  of  this  Province  Stands  Prorogued  to  this 
present  month  of  Aprill,  And  tho  I  am  not  Hon'''^  with  their 
Lordships  reasons  for  this  unusuall  Method  of  Prorogation 
yet  I  am  perswaded  they  must  have  been  Extraordinary, 
And  as  I  have  not  their  Lordships'  Commands  ffurther  to 
Prorogue  you,  it  seems  to  be  their  Determined  Pleasure  you 
Should  meet  at  this  their  Appointed  time.  Therefore  Use  the 
Opportunity  (which  in  all  Probability  will  be  the  last  I  shall 
have)  to  recomend  to  Your  Consideration  Severall  Important 
affairs  for  the  good  Government  and  Welfare  of  his  Majestys 
Subjects  in  this  Province 

Gentl. 

You  are  Sensible  the  Act  Ascertaining  the  Gauge  &  Tare  of 
Tob°  hh*^"  Expires  on  the  29'*"  day  of  Sept  Ensuing.  This 
Act  Contains  three  pticulars  Essential  to  Your  Ease  and 
Prosperity 

i''  The  Provision  for  the  Support  of  Government. 

2^  The  Equivalent  given  in  Lieu  of  your  Quitt  Rents  and 
Alienation  Fines  And 

3"^  The  Regulation  of  your  Tob"  trade  the  Staple  and 
Wealth  of  Maryland 

I  must  here  Acquaint  you  that  I  have  wrote  in  very  pressing 
terms  to  their  Lordships  for  Instructions  on  the  Support  of 
p,  4  Government,  And  on  the  Equivalent  for  the  Ouitt  Rents,  And 
tho  my  Correspondents,  inform  me  my  Lett"  have  been  de- 
livered yet  I  have  not  rec'*  their  Comands  thereon  Occasion'd 
as  I  presume  by  the  Long  Course  of  Contrary  winds  which 
retard  the  Arrivall  of  the  Ships  Expected  from  London,  So 
that  I  must  Confine  myself  to  Offer  my  own  Sentiments  on 
them. 

As  for  the  Support  of  Government  the  very  mentioning  of 
it  Implies  the  Necessity  of  a  proper  Provision  to  be  made  for 
Maintaining  the  Hon''  &  Character  of  your  Governour  and 
Other  Judiciall  &  Ministeriall  Officers,  with  which  when  Or- 
dered to  be  Laid  before  yoti  for  your  Consent  your  Comply- 
ance  is  not  Doubted. 
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The  Law  that  relates  to  your  Quitt  Rents  as  it  now  Stands  U.  11.  j. 
took  it's  rise  from  my  Observation  of  the  wronj:^s  done  the 
late  Lord  Propr^  in  the  Collecting,  and  from  the  manifold 
Inconveniencies  and  Difficultys  the  Tenants  Labour'd  under 
in  the  paying  them.  In  order  to  redress  both,  I  proposed  the 
Expedient  of  Adding  Six  pence  p  hh''  to  the  iS"*  formerly  given 
to  be  in  full  Satisfaction  for  your  Quitt  Rents  and  Alienation 
Fines 

This  with  much  Difficulty  (as  you  may  Remember)  was 
Obtained,  And  now  after  some  years  Experience  I  have  the 
pleasure  to  find  no  Propr^  has  Ever  rece'*  so  great  an  Annual 
Income  as  the  present  Lord  has  done  Since  the  passing  that 
Act,  nor  were  Ever  the  Tenants  better  pleased  or  more  Easy 
in  their  Possession 

It  is  Obvious  my  View  in  Laying  this  Scheme  was  purely 
to  promote  a  Comon  good,  this  Obliged  me  to  represent  it  to  p-  5 
their  Lordships  as  I  now  recomend  it  to  you,  that  it  may  be 
again  agreed  on  &  Re-enacted,  but  that  you  may  be  Able  to 
Evince  the  Justice  and  Conveniency  of  this  Act  against  the 
designing  Insinuations  of  its  self-interested  Accusers  who  on 
pretence  of  Friendship  woud  Impose  on  his  Lordship  to  his 
own  and  the  Country's  Damage,  It  will  require  your  Care  to 
Com.pare  the  Value  of  the  rents  that  have  been  annually  Col- 
lected on  the  former  Establishment  with  the  Sumes  that  have 
been  paid  his  Lordships  Agent  Since  the  Comencing  this  Act 
that  Lays  the  two  Shillings  on  Each  hh*^  Exported  by  which 
his  Lordship  may  the  Better  Judge  of  his  Friends  And  the 
Truth  of  this  Position  you  have  time  before  you  And  It  is  the 
Concern  of  every  FreehoW  that  falls  under  your  Circum- 
spection in  this  "pticular. 

I  am  Comanded  by  his  Sacred  Majestys  Instructions,  to 
take  Care  that  Trade  in  all  its  branches  be  duly  regulated  in 
this  his  Province.  I  do  therefore  in  his  name  recommend  it  to 
you  that  the  Ascertaining  the  Gauge  and  Tare  of  your  Tob° 
hh*^^  be  not  in  any  wise  neglected  on  the  Expiration  of  the 
present  Act 

Gentl.  The  Claim  made  by  the  Papists  of  a  right  to  hold  all 
Offices  in  this  Government  in  an  Equall  degree  with  the  Pro- 
testants seems  still  to  be  kept  on  foot  by  them,  Tho  some  few 
there  are  and  very  few  of  that  pswasion  whose  prudence 
renders  them  more  Cautions,  Yet  I  observe  they  all  fForbear 
making  any  Renunciation  of  their  Pretensions,  And  altho  the 
many  Defeats  they  have  mett  with  during  my  Administration 
May  have  discouraged  them  from  an  Open  procedure,  yet  It  p.  6 
is  highly  probable  they  wait  a  more  favourable  Conjuncture  to 
put  their  Designs  in  practice 
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U.H.J.  Their  Attempts  have  already  given  great  Uneasiness  and 
heart  burnings  to  his  Majesty's  faithful!  Subjects  here  And 
in  pticular  Created  to  me  your  Gov''  much  trouble  and  In- 
quietude, I  can  truly  Say  my  Life  has  been  uncomfortable 
from  that  Period  I  first  rejected  their  Projects,  And  am  now 
become  a  Memorable  Instance  of  the  Effects  of  Popish  mallice 

I  am  informed  there  have  been  late  Affronts  and  Insults 
Offered  by  Papists  and  their  Adherents  to  Others  in  Authority 
who  fall  not  into  their  measures  by  which  it  Seems  to  be  their 
Resolution  to  Endeavour  not  Only  by  Secret  Calumnies  but 
even  by  Violence  to  terrific  all  good  men  from  opposing  them. 
I  take  it  therefore  to  be  absolutely  necessary  to  sett  their 
machinacons  in  so  Clear  a  Light  As  I  hope  will  for  the  future 
Silence  their  Clamours  or  Expose  those  Disturbers  of  the 
Publick  tranquillity  to  the  Lash  of  those  Laws  that  were 
Long  since  "pvided  against  them. 

I  shall  not  now  Entertain  you  with  an  Historical  relation  of 
Obtaining  the  first  Grant  of  this  pvince  nor  yett  mention  the 
Adm'''^""  of  the  Government  under  the  late  Lord  Prop''^^  be- 
lieving it  will  Suffice  that  I  acknowledge  the  Papists  had  more 
than  an  Equall  Share  with  the  Protestants  in  holding  Judiciall 
and  Ministerial!  Ofiices  here  from  the  date  of  the  Charter 
1632  to  the  year  of  our  Lord  1691,  when  their  Late  Majestys 
p.  7  King  W™  and  Queen  Mary  were  pleased  to  send  you  a  Gov"" 
of  their  Own  Appointment.  After  this  Maryland  Continued 
happily  Governed  for  24  years,  the  respective  Governours  in 
that  Space  receiving  their  Comissions  and  Instructions  Imedi- 
ately  from  the  Crown,  of  which  I  had  the  Last  Hon*".  But 
so  soon  as  his  present  Sacred  Majesty  Condescended  to  restore 
the  now  Lord  Propr^  (on  his  professing  himself  a  Protestant) 
to  his  Hereditary  Government  the  Papists  Instantly  laid  in 
their  Claim  to  be  also  restored  to  their  former  Pretended 
Privileges,  which  when  Oft'ered  to  me  for  my  Approbation  by 
their  Principal  Agent  was  dismist  with  this  Answer.  I  would 
oppose  it  to  the  Utmost  of  my  power.  Hence  our  Troubles 
took  their  rise 

LTpon  the  first  Insurrection  of  the  Rebells  in  Great  Brittain 
against  his  Majesty's  Person  and  Government  those  of  the 
same  Evil  disposition  here  were  so  Elated  with  the  hopes  of 
their  Immaginary  Success  And  so  Open  and  Dareing  on  that 
presumption  that  I  was  Early  Obliged  to  Check  and  restrain 
their  Pollys  by  a  proclamation  published  the  14"'  of  Feb''^  171 5 
to  which  I  referr  you  for  my  reason  of  so  doing. 

On  the  10'^  of  June  following  (being  the  Supposed  birthday 
of  the  Pretender)  the  great  guns  of  the  City  were  fired  off 
late  in  the  Night  these  Offenders  were  soon  Discovered  by  a 
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reward  published  in  a  Proclamation  and  afterwards  punished  0'.  h.  j. 
according  to  their  Demerritts. 

Soon  after  these  Transactions  M""  Charles  Carroll  a  pro- 
fessed Papist  arrived  from  London  with  a  Commission  of  so 
Strange  a  nature  that  under  pretence  of  being  his  Lordship's 
Agent  It  Included  with  his  Instructions  many  Essentiall  parts 
of  Government.  These  He  produced  to  me  wherein  he  had  p-  § 
Power  given  him  to  receive  all  the  mony  raised  for  the  Sup- 
port of  Government  and  Even  that  for  purchaseing  Arms  for 
the  defence  of  the  Country. 

I  refus'd  indeed  to  Comply  with  both  these  his  Demands  as 
being  Expressly  Contrary  to  the  Laws  of  the  Province  And 
Surely  I  am  Excusable  also  in  Point  of  Policy  for  so  doing  for 
I  should  have  been  by  so  Servile  a  Complyance  Reduced  to  the 
Despicable  Circumstance  of  Applying  to  him  for  my  bread 
by  Craving  of  him  that  Appointment  their  Lordships  were 
pleased  to  nominate  for  my  maintenance  And  also  been  Guilty 
of  betraying  this  Country  into  the  hands  of  a  man  who  by 
Principle  is  an  Enemy  to  the  Protestant  Constitution  And  this 
too  at  a  time  when  the  Rebellion  was  scarcely  Suppressed  in 
Great  Brittain  and  other  Invasions  threatned  to  Destroy  it. 

This  pson  not  only  renewed  his  Demand  of  the  mony  men- 
tion'd  for  the  Support  and  Defence  of  the  Government  in  his 
Letter  of  the  9**"  Octob''  171 6,  But  had  the  Confidence  therein 
to  Caution  me  against  passing  some  Laws  the  Assembly  then 
Sitting  had  prepared  for  my  Assent.  I  shall  only  Mention  one 
Law  I  did  notwithstanding  his  Insolent  Advice  then  Pass,  Viz. 

An  Act  for  the  Better  Security  of  his  Lordship's  Govern- 
ment and  the  Protestant  Interest  within  this  province 

The  first  Publick  Occasion  this  pson  Exerted  his  Comission  p.  g 
on  was  to  Discharge  two  Criminals  out  of  Prison  (one  of  them 
his  Nephew)  who  had  been  informed  ag'  for  fireing  the  Great 
Gunns  on  the  lo""  of  June,  but  Convict  of  more  heinous  Crimes 
against  his  Majesty  And  this  he  did  Contrary  to  the  Judgment 
of  the  Court  of  03^er  &  Terminer  held  on  that  occasion,  which 
Obliged  me  to  remand  them  back  to  prison  untill  the  Fine 
Adjudged  were  Complyed  with,  And  Immediately  sent  for  M'' 
Carroll  and  tenderd  the  Oaths  which  he  refused  to  take  For 
which  Reason  I  required  him  to  Act  on  his  Comission  in  that 
Part  only  which  related  to  his  Lordships  Private  Estate  ffor 
that  It  was  a  Publick  Affair,  And  more  than  Unreasonable 
that  a  profest  Papist  should  sett  Criminalls  att  Large  who 
were  Convict  of  so  great  Crimes  ag*  our  Sov"  by  only  Giveing  a 
line  to  the  Sherr  that  the  Lord  Proprietary  was  Satisfied  as  to 
the  fine  Imposed. 
31 
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U.H.J,  Several  Comissions  were  brought  in  by  M''  Carroll  some 
fill'd  up  to  Papists  and  Others  in  Blank,  and  on  my  refusing  to 
Admitt  the  Survey''  Gen''  of  the  Eastern  and  Western  Shoar 
without  first  takeing  the  Oaths  Appointed  by  Act  of  Assembly 
I  was  not  only  menaced  for  having  thereby  Shutt  up  his  Lord- 
ship's Land  Office,  but  Even  Insulted  on  my  sick  bed,  at  a  late 
hour  of  the  Night  when  in  a  Dangerous  State  I  was  making 
my  Will  as  some  Honble  Gentlemen  can  testify  whom  I  desir'd 
to  be  wittnesses  on  the  Occasion. 

On  my  Application  to  their  Lordships  to  be  removed  from 
this  Station,  rendered  unsafe  and  Dishonourable  whilst  those 
Commissions  had  fiforce  their  Lordships  in  due  time  withdrew 
those  Comissions  and  placed  them  in  the  hands  of  Protestants ; 
and  required  me  to  remain  in  my  Station,  acknowledging  they 
p.  10  were  Surprized  into  their  fiformer  Grants  to  Papists.  M"" 
Carrol  was  Examined  by  me  in  Councill  concerning  his  im- 
poseingon  their  Lordships  (then  unexperienced  in  the  Affairs 
of  Maryland)  by  Obtaining  such  a  Commission  (which  Con- 
tained more  unlawful  Powers  than  are  yett  mentioned)  who 
was  so  farr  from  Acknowledging  his  Faults  of  so  high  a 
nature,  that  with  a  haughty  air  he  insisted  the  Roman  Cath- 
olicks  had  a  right  to  hold  Offices,  And  if  that  right  should 
be  denyed  them  they  would  appeale  to  Higher  Powers. 

Pursuant  to  this  Declaration  the  Papists  as  I  am  well  in- 
formed raised  Contributions  and  Sent  their  Emissaries  for 
great  Brittaine  to  make  good  their  Claim  And  by  all  means  to 
Endeavour  my  Removall  from  this  Station  as  a  Main  Obstacle 
to  their  Illegal  Practices,  and  so  sure  was  the  Faction  of  their 
game  that  my  Ruin  was  Openly  threatened  and  one  of  their 
accomplices  (whom  the  Pleasure  of  Providence  has  since 
removed  to  another  Life)  went  down  on  his  Knees  and  with 
horrid  Execrations  said,  he  did  not  Doubt  to  see  me  as  fast  in 
Prison  as  ever  he  was  (who  had  been  so  for  murder  and  other 
Crimes)  and  my  Innocent  Children  set  a  begging,  truly  this 
unhappy  man  Aided  by  the  Faction  did  all  that  a  base  mind 
could  perpetrate  to  Destroy  my  Character  and  Fortune,  but 
as  He  and  the  Papists  could  alledge  nothing  materiall  for  my 
Removal  which  they  have  attempted  for  some  years  past,  and 
my  greatest  Crime  (in  their  Construction)  being  the  Defence 
of  your  Laws  Providence  has  hitherto  preserved  me  from 
being  wholly  Offered  up  a  Sacrifice  to  their  Revenge.  But 
p.  II  It  would  take  up  too  much  of  your  time  to  Enumerate  the 
particulars  of  their  Resentments  so  shall  only  observe  to  you 
if  their  Fury  has  been  so  outragious  to  the  pson  of  your 
Governour,  what  must  the  People  have  Expected  from  men 
of  such  Virulent  and  implacable  Spirits,  Coud  they  gain  their 
Ends  on  those  thev  Esteem  Hereticks 
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How  Surprisint^  will  this  Appear  if  properly  represented  u.  H.  j. 
that  such  thins^s  were  Acted  under  the  Auspicious  Rei^n  of 
his  Sacred  Majesty  Kinj^  Geori^e  the  Guardian  and  Defender 
of  the  Faith,  And  in  the  Government  of  a  Lord  Proprietary 
who  has  so  Often  professed  himself  of  the  Protestant  Religion 
under  the  Tuition  of  his  noble  Guardian  always  of  that  Per- 
swasion. 

How  happy  might  those  of  the  Roman  Comunion  be  in 
Maryland  had  they  Accepted  the  Terms  oiTered  by  me  in  a 
publick  Declaration  which  are  so  Easey  as  even  their  Duty 
required  Viz.  That  they  should  not  Interfere  with  the  Affairs 
of  Government  which  did  not  appertain  to  them  And  not  to 
Pervert  the  Protestants  from  their  Faith  &  by  Conseciuence 
from  their  Allegiance  As  is  the  Constant  Practice  of  the  num- 
erous Jesuits  here.  Would  to  God  the  poor  Protestants  in 
fforeign  parts  now  indeed  under  psecution  on  the  Score  of 
Religion  might  be  Indulged  with  the  same  Lenity  the  Roman- 
ists Enjoy  here. 

The  Papists  having  Insinuated  in  Great  Brittain  that  they 
w-ere  psecuted  in  this  Province,  In  Order  to  Obviate  that 
Calumny,  I  was  Obliged  at  the  Opening  of  the  Last  Sessions  of 
Assembly  to  make  them  a  publick  Challenge  (which  I  now 
again  repeat)  to  give  one  Instance  wherein  Any  of  their 
Comunity  were  persecuted,  or  even  prosecuted  by  Law  for 
Conscience  Sake.  The  only  Reply  made  on  their  part  was  by  a  p.  12 
Gentleman  Who  informed  me  some  of  the  Principal  of  the 
Roman  Catholicks  had  shewed  him  a  Paper  that  was  Intended 
to  be  presented  me  by  them  in  which  he  said  they  seemed  to 
Acknowledge  they  had  not  been  psecuted  but  at  the  same  time 
it  Contained  something  which  looked  like  a  Claim  of  Right. 

At  the  Mention  of  this  I  Expressed  my  Dislike  to  their 
Claim  And  doubt  not  my  so  doing  And  the  hopes  they  had  of 
my  Sudden  Removal  from  my  Station  were  the  reasons  that 
Paper  was  never  offered  to  me. 

Gentlemen. 

The  Pretence  of  the  Papists  that  Maryland  was  granted 
as  an  Asylum  to  them  from  the  Rigour  of  the  Penal  Laws  in 
England  is  a  Position  of  theirs  which  has  long  Amused  the 
World  and  perhaps  I  am  the  first  that  has  Discovered  or  at 
least  maintained  it  was  an  Imposition,  for  they  Cannot  have 
a  better  right  than  what  the  Charter  Admitts  them  to,  And  in 
my  Opinion  there  is  so  f arr  from  a  pvision  being  made  therein 
that  the  Government  should  be  in  their  hands  in  any  Degree 
that  there  is  not  even  an  Exception  made  for  the  iTree  Exercise 
of  their  Religion. 
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u.  H.  J.      It  hath  been  affirmed  that  CeciHus  Lord  Baltemore  Pub- 

Hshed  a  Declaration  Inviting  all  psons  that  believed  in  the 

Name  of  Jesus  to  Settle  and  Inhabitt  this  pvince  promising 

p.  13  them  all  Eqiiall  Privileges  yet  I  presume  it  will  be  Admitted 

that  Noble  Lord  could  not  give  greater  Powers  than  he  had 

For  after  all  the  Privileges  and  Immunities  mentioned  in 
the  Charter  towards  the  Conclusion  there  is  this  Provision 
made  viz. 

"  Provided  always  that  no  interpretacon  be  admitted  there- 
"  of  by  which  God's  Holy  and  truly  Christian  Religion  or  the 
"  Allegiance  due  unto  us  our  Heirs  &  Successors  may  in  any 
"  ways  Suffer  any  Prejudice  or  Diminution 

The  Charter  was  Granted  by  King  Charles  the  first  who  was 
a  Protestant  and  Certainly  could  not  Intend  this  Provisoe  in 
favour  of  any  other  Religion  than  that  of  which  he  was  a 
zealous  Professor.  But  to  make  this  more  Evident  It  is 
Expressly  Stipulated  in  the  Body  of  the  Charter  that  all 
Churches  Chappels  and  Oratories  be  dedicated  and  Conse- 
crated according  to  the  Ecclesiasticall  Law  of  the  Kingdom  of 
England. 

This  so  well  Explains  itself,  that  It  wants  no  Coment.  I  am 
only  Surprized  from  what  Latent  Cause  the  Papists  derive  any 
Privileges  here  beyond  what  the  Connivance  of  the  Govern- 
ment may  indulge  them  in. 

You  may  observe  from  your  own  Experience  and  from 
what  I  now  mentioned  that  their  Pretensions  (however  ill 
grounded)  have  Created  great  Disturbances  in  this  Govern- 
ment and  should  they  gain  their  points  in  View  may  Possibly 
one  Day  prove  fatall  Even  to  all  his  Majesty's  Subjects  on  this 
Continent  considering  the  prodigious  Settlements  a  formid- 
able nation  of  their  own  -pswasion  are  Extending  on  our 
Backs.  These  reflections  meritt  your  precaucon  for  it  is  much 
Easier  and  Safer  to  prevent  than  to  Cure  an  Inveterate  Dis- 
p.  14  temper  Contracted  by  a  long  neglected  ill  Habit  in  the  Con- 
stitution. 

But  that  I  may  not  be  wanting  on  my  part  to  Apply  proper 
remedys  to  these  great  and  Growing  Evils,  I  hope  you  will 
Approve  of  my  Intentions  of  Sending  for  some  Principall 
Persons  of  the  Papists  in  Order  to  Examine  them  before  this 
Sessions  what  Privilege  they  have  a  right  to  that  they  Enjoy 
not  And  promise  them  readily  to  Concurr  with  you  in  allowing 
them  whatever  is  their  due  without  the  Least  Violation.  But 
if  this  fair  Occasion  will  not  Induce  them  to  Expose  their 
Claim  to  a  publick  Examination ;  I  must  own  It  will  Confirm 
me  as  I  think  It  may  reasonably  perswade  all  mankind  besides, 
that  thev  are  Conscious  it  will  not  bear  the  Light. 
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I  Know  no  right  of  theirs  that  is  Infrintred  and  if  any  there  U.  H.  j. 
be  lett  them  make  it  appear  (in  the  name  of  God)  that  they 
may  have  Justice  done  them  And  that  this  Province  may  no 
longer  Labour  under  the  Misapprehensions  of  their  right  un- 
der the  Imputation  of  Severities  against  them.  But  if  there 
be  none  such  lett  their  Silence  be  taken  as  an  Acknowledgment 
that  their  Pretensions  are  groundless  and  their  Exclamations 
most  Unreasonable 

I  am  the  more  Intent  on  this  proceeding  that  I  may  have  the 
Opportunity  of  Answering  for  you  here  and  hereafter,  the 
Better  to  prevent  their  Impositions  on  Strangers  to  their 
Case  and  on  the  Credulity  of  unguarded  minds  by  their 
Amusements.

We  having 
Examined  into  his  Conduct  in  those  matters  do  not  find  the 
said  Birchfield  has  done  any  more  than  his  Duty,  and  we  take 
this  Opportunity  to  acquaint  your  Lordship  that  it  appears 
to  us  by  sev"  Instances  that  his  Majestys  Service  has  sufiFer'd 
by  the  Obstruction  the  said  Birchfield  has  mett  from  Col  Hart 
Liev'  Governour  of  Maryland.  We  therefore  Desire  that 
your  Lordship  wall  be  pleased  to  Direct  the  said  L'  Governour

Gentlemen. 

I  must  confess  myself  surprized  at  the  maner  of  Proceed- 
ing to  restore  M""  Macnemara  by  a  formal  Precept  to  his 
Practice  before  me  without  making  his  due  Submission  to  me 
who  was  psonally  aft'ronted  in  the  Execution  of  that  Office 
wherein  I  represented  the  Lord  Propr^. 

I  say  I  am  Surprized  because  I  find  this  Precept  (or  order 
or  whatever  denomination  it  may  go  under  for  it  is  a  novelty) 
Contrary  to  their  Lordships  Sundry  Letters,  that  Signified 
their  Approbation  (even  with  Encomiums)  of  what  I  had 
done  in  that  matter,  And  that  M""  Macnemara  ought  not  to  be 
restored  till  he  made  his  due  Submission  to  me.  And  now  to 
find  their  L'^ships  Order  him  to  be  Restored  without  so  much 
as  a  Letter  from  them  to  me  (on  an  Occasion  which  surely 
was  not  Triffling)  does  indeed  Amaze  me,  and  certainly  the 
Support  of  the  Magistrates  will  Deserve  your  Attention  at 
Least. 

That  Affronts  were  given  by  Macnemara  (and  to  whom  in  a 
Publick  Station  were  they  not  given  by  that  man  of  Infamous 
and  Insolent  memory)  in  the  Execution  of  my  Office  is  ad- 
mitted.   These  were  Vertually  affronts  to  his  L'^ship,  But  they 
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were  such  Actually  to  me,  and  tho  I  doubt  not  but  his  Sul>  U.  h.  ;. 
mission  to  their  Lordships  has  Sufficiently  Satisfied  for  Af-  v-  '^7 
fronts  to  them,  yett  I  find  tho  I  desired  no  Other  than  a 
Submission  (suitable  to  the  dignity  of  my  Station)  there  was 
no  Reparation  intended  me.  But  on  the  Contrary  the  Offender 
Imposed  upon  me  by  this  Writt  to  Practice  before  me  in 
despight  of  my  Authority  And  without  leaving  me  any  Awf  ull 
Power  to  Influence  him  into  a  decent  Deportment  without 
which  I  must  observe  in  the  Comon  Voice  of  the  Country 
Justice  could  not  be  ministered  against  the  Inclinations  or 
the  Interest  of  his  Clients. 

It  is  true  the  Person  is  removd  by  the  impartial  hand  of 
Providence  from  giving  any  further  Disturbance,  but  the 
Example  may  be  laid  hold  of  by  Other  Practitioners  (and 
some  there  are  of  his  Kidney  vehement  Espousers  of  a  Popish 
Faction)  as  to  prompt  them  to  use  me  with  such  Indecencies  as 
are  inconsistent  with  the  Grandeur  of  even  an  Inf  eriour  Court, 
Since  they  find  others  have  done  it  at  so  Cheap  a  rate.  It 
seems  to  Threaten  w'^  Entailing  affronts  upon  me  if  I  con- 
tinue to  Act  as  Chancellor  And  therefore  to  Avoid  that  in  a 
Publick  Character,  which  I  never  will  bear  in  a  private  Ca- 
pacity I  have  thought  fitt  to  appoint  Col  W™  Holland  Chan- 
cellor and  Keeper  of  the  Seals  of  this  Province  And  accord- 
ingly do  now  deliver  them.  I  have  this  Consolation  that  hav- 
ing so  long  been  Chancellor  here  And  as  I  was  by  that  Office  a 
Judge  of  Equity  I  thank  the  great  Judge  of  mankind  to  whom 
I  Appeale  I  never  Violated  my  Conscience  in  that  Office  with 
Partiality  or  Corruption.

Whatever  the  Motives  have  been  that  Determined  their 
Lordships  to  Prorogue  the  Assembly  to  this  Time  (which 
Doubtless  were  weighty)  we  think  it  our  Indispensible  Duty 
to  return  to  your  Excellcy  our  thankfull  Acknowledgm'  of  the 
repeated  Instances  your  Excy  has  Given  us  from  the  time  of 
your  first  Arrivall  of  your  great  Care  and  Concern  for  the 
good  Governm'  and  welfare  of  this  Province  so  for  Giveing 
us  the  opportunity  in  pursuance  of  their  Lordships'  Appoint- 
ment for  Concerting  those  important  affairs  your  Excellency 
has  been  pleased  to  recomend  to  us  in  your  Speech  to  both 
houses  at  the  opening  of  this  Session  of  Assembly  which  so 
much  respects  the  good  Government  and  Welfare  of  his 
Majesty's  good  Subjects  here  which  we  have  very  much  at 
Heart  and  shall  Apply  ourselves  with  our  Utmost  Care  and 
Diligence  to  the  Consideration  thereof. 

And  particularly  the  Act  Intituled  an  Act  ascertaining  the 
Gauge  and  Tare  of  Tob°  hh'^''  &c^  which  Contains  so  many 
things  Essential!  to  the  Hon'  and  Interest  of  His  Lordship 
And  the  Ease  and  Prosperity  of  this  Province  shall  be  duly 
Considered  by  us  in  all  its  branches  and  we  shall  readily  Joyn 
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in  Concurrence  with  Your  Excellency  and  the  Upper  House  in  u.  h.  j. 
such  measures  as  shall  be  thought  most  Proper  and  Effectuall  i>-  30 
for  the  Securing-  and  Continuing  so  great  a  good  fas  this  by 
Experience  is  found  to  have  been)  from  the  Time  of  the 
Expiration  thereof  as  it  now  Stands  till  the  End  of  the  first 
Sessions  of  Assembly  that  shall  happen  after  the  twenty  ninth 
day  of  September  next. 

And  here  we  Cannot  pass  this  head  without  again  returning 
our  hearty  Thanks  to  your  Excy  for  your  Care  and  Dilligence 
in  Inquiring  into  and  makeing  your  Just  observations  from 
the  wrongs  done  the  late  Lord  Prop*^  in  the  Collecting  and 
from  the  manifold  inconveniences  and  Difficulties  the  Ten- 
ants then  Laboured  under  in  paying  the  Quitt  rents,  and  for 
the  redress  of  both  the  Expedient  you  proposed  of  Adding  six 
pence  to  the  Eighteen  pence  p  hh'^  formerly  Given  to  be  in  full 
Satisfaction  for  the  whole  Quitt  Rents  and  Alienations  Fines, 
W'hich  has  Proved  Equally  so  Advantageous  to  his  Lordship 
and  Easey  to  the  Inhabitants,  And  tho  it  seems  to  be  attended 
with  some  difficulty  for  us  to  make  a  Just  Comparison  between 
the  Value  of  the  Rents  that  have  been  Collected  before,  And 
the  Sumes  that  have  been  paid  his  Lordships  Agent  on  that 
Account  Since  the  Comencement  of  the  abovementioned  Act 
yet  we  doubt  not  but  that  his  Lordship  whose  Interest  herein 
is  so  much  Concerned  and  who  has  a  better  opportunity  for 
so  doing  than  we  have  will  soon  discover  the  difference  And 
the  great  Advantage  accruing  to  him  from  the  Latter. 

When  we  Consider  and  Reflect  upon  the  many  Attacks  and 
unnatural  Rebellions  made  and  raised  in  Great  Brittain  by 
Papists  &  their  Adherents  as  Dangerous  to  the  full  if  not  a 
more  dangerous  Enemy  than  themselves  ag'  the  Person  and 
Government  of  his  Most  Sacred  Majesty  King  George  (whom 
God  long  preserve)  we  the  Less  wonder  at  the  unwearied  and  p.  31 
restless  Attempts  of  the  Papists  and  their  Adherents  to  dis- 
quiet and  render  your  Excy  uneasie  in  your  Adm"""""  of  the 
Government  here  who  has  always  with  so  much  Zeale  and 
Resolution  Exerted  Your  Authority  in  the  defence  of  our 
present  happy  Protestant  Constitution  in  Ascertaining  our 
Christian  Liberties  and  Privileges  in  punishing  such  as  have 
dared  in  an  Open  manner  to  Attack  the  former  and  by  your 
Wisdom  Speciall  care  and  Diligence  have  hitherto  disap- 
pointed and  rendered  all  their  More  Private  machinations  and 
Contrivances  ag*  Both  inefifectual. 

It  is  no  small  griefe  and  Concern  to  us  to  observe  the  ill 
Treatment  your  Excy  has  mett  with  from  time  to  time  from 
the  Party  which  is  too  Obvious  under  their  Pretence  of  having 
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u.  H.  J.  an  Equall  Right  with  Protestants  to  share  in  all  the  Judiciall  & 
Ministeriall  Offices  and  ImploAaments  in  this  Government,  And 
their  continual  murmurs  and  Complaints  of  hardships  and 
Wrongs  done  them  in  that  they  are  not  restored  to  what 
they  call  their  Right.  We  know  of  no  Legal  right  they  have 
to  any  more  than  what  they  Enjoy,  And  we  think  they  Might 
have  been  an  happy  People,  had  they  Accepted  and  observed 
those  Easey  Terms  offer'd  them  by  your  Excy  which  was  as 
well  their  Duty  as  Intrest 

And  here  we  cannot  but  Joyn  with  your  Excy  in  that 
Christian  Prayer  to  God,  that  the  poor  persecuted  Protestants 
in  foreign  parts  might  be  endulged  with  the  same  Lenity  the 
Romanists  Enjoy  here. 

We  heartily  and  readily  Concurr  with  and  approve  of  the 
wise  and  Judicious  method  proposed  by  your  Excellency  for 
Applying  -pper  remedies  to  those  growing  Evils  your  Excel- 
lency mentions  which  if  neglected  might  possibly  in  time 
prove  fatall  to  all  his  Majestys  plantations  on  the  Continent 
and  your  Condescending  goodness  notwithstanding  all  the 
Provocations  you  have  met  with  in  giving  the  Romanists  such 
a  fair  Opportunity  for  asserting  their  right  if  any  they  have 
to  more  or  greater  privileges  than  they  now  Enjoy  with  a 
promise  Annex'd  to  allow  them  whatever  appears  to  be  their 
Due.

We  begg  leave  to  return  our  Most  hearty  thanks  for  your 
Speech  at  the  Opening  this  Session,  by  which  your  Care  for

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u. H.J.  the  good  of  Maryland  is  most  Conspicuous  And  as  this  Time 
of  our  meeting  seems  agreeable  to  their  Lordship's  directions 
so  we  must  acknowledge  it  is  not  unsuitable  to  our  private 
Affairs,  and  therefore  shall  the  more  Cheerfully  apply  our 
selves  to  the  Dispatch  of  those  Important  Exigencies  your 
Excy  is  pleased  to  Recomend  to  us. 

The  Act  for  Ascertaining  the  tare  &  Gauge  of  Tob°  hh*^^  &c. 
procured  by  your  Endeavours  is  so  Essentiall  to  the  Support 
of  Government  Incouragement  of  Trade  and  Promotion  of 
the  Comon  good  that  it  requires  our  thanks  to  Your  Excy 
and  our  Care  for  it's  Continuance  And  we  perswade  ourselves 
that  the  Experience  his  L'^ship  has  had  of  the  Equivalent  in 
that  Law  for  his  Quitt  Rents  and  Alienation  Fines  will  readily 
Induce  him  to  Assent  to  it  notwithstanding  the  Endeavours 
of  Self  Interested  persons  to  the  Contrary. 

We  think  it  Strange  tho  true  that  the  Roman  Catholicks 
should  yett  Continue  to  Insinuate  that  they  have  a  right  to 
Imploy  Offices  in  this  Government  in  Equall  Degree  with  the 
Protestants  after  what  their  Lordships  and  your  Excy  have 
on  Sev**  Occasions  been  pleased  to  Declare  against  it,  But 
least  they  should  fancy  themselves  better  informed  of  their 
Privileges  than  our  Proprietary  himself  (who  they  must  allow 
to  be  well  acquainted  with  them)  we  desire  your  Excy  will  be 
p-  35  pleased  to  pursue  the  methods  you  have  proposed  of  sending 
for  some  of  their  Principals  to  make  appear  their  Right  if 
any  they  have,  w'^''  that  they  may  be  the  More  Encouraged 
to  proceed  to,  we  declare  we  will  readily  Joyn  with  your  Excy 
in  doing  them  all  the  Justice  that  their  Case  Requires,  Yett  we 
must  farther  declare  that  we  know  not  of  any  right  they  have 
which  they  do  not  now  Enjoy,  but  if  they  slight  this  oppor- 
tunity of  makeing  their  right  appear,  as  they  have  hitherto,  all 
others  that  have  been  Offered  them,  they  must  impute  it  to 
themselves  if  we  declare  their  Claim  insupportable  and  take 
the  Liberty  to  say  their  Enjoying  too  great  Indulgencies  have 
made  them  Troublesome 

Your  Excys  Indefatigable  Indeavours  to  Oppose  these 
uneasey  People  in  their  Unjust  Pretentions  and  to  Maintain 
the  Justice  of  our  Conduct  in  relation  to  them  as  well  as  your 
good  Inclinations  to  Answer  for  us  very  Justly  Engage  our 
Affections  to  your  person  and  Character. 

It  is  no  W'Onder  that  your  Excys  Conduct  is  Vilifyed  by 
those  whose  practices  your  Authority  is  intended  to  restrain 
your  faithfull  discharge  of  duty  in  the  trust  reposed  in  you, 
must  needs  have  a  dift'erent  Effect  upon  the  minds  of  Contrary 
parties.  And  we  can  truly  affirm  that  according  to  the  Strictest 
Observations  we  are  able  to  make,  your  Administration  is 
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generally  (not  only  approved  but)  applauded  by  all  those  here  U.  H.  j. 
that  are  really  well  wishers  to  his  Majesty's  Succession  And 
the  Protestant  Interest;  But  as  in  all  the  Governments  we 
Know  there  are  some  malcontents,  so  in  this  there  are  some

The  method  of  preparing  Tar  in  Russia. 

I.  Choice  being  first  made  of  the  fattest  fir  trees  which  are 
full  of  Turpentine,  they  are  barked  in  the  month  of  October 
from  the  Bottom  8  foot  high  except  a  slip  three  or  four  fingers 
broad  which  is  left  on  one  side  quite  up.  (Several  persons 
agree  the  trees  must  be  barked  in  October  and  not  in  the 
spring).  The  strip  of  bark  is  to  be  left  on  the  north  Side.  In 
this  condition  the  trees  are  to  stand  at  Least  for  a  year;  if  for 
two  or  three  years  it  is  still  better,  Turpentine  setting  in  the 
mean  time  on  the  part  that  is  barked. 

2^  When  ready  for  use  the  Tree  is  Cut  down  generally  in 
the  winter  for  the  Conveniency  of  Sled  way  &  the  Part  which 
is  barked  is  Cut  off  Carryed  to  the  place  where  tis  Designed 
to  burn,  Splitt  att  full  Length  into  Billetts  ab'  the  thickness  of 
p.  100  an  Arm  &  laid  in  piles  Six  foot  high  that  a  Computation  may 
be  made  of  the  Tarr  it  will  Yield. 

3"^  For  the  burning  a  Clay  ground  is  Chosen,  a  trench  is 
made,  the  wood  piled  up  30,  or  40  fathom  more  or  less  as 
there  is  Provision,  Covered  with  Earth  and  the  Fire  Kindled, 
Just  after  the  same  Methods  as  are  used  in  Burning  Charcoale 
if  tis  a  loose  or  Sandy  Ground  the  Bottom  of  the  trench  must 
be  well  plaistered  with  Clay. 

4""  The  Trench  is  made  deepest  in  the  Middle  after  the 
form  of  a  Shallow  Tray,  For  the  Tarr  which  Sweats  out  of  the 
wood  by  the  heat  to  Settle  and  run  off  by  a  little  Channell  or 
drain  made  of  Fir  bark  under  the  Ground  into  an  hh''  or  Tubb 
which  is  placed  at  some  Distance  Lower  than  the  Bottom  of 
the  Trench. 

5""  If  the  weather  is  dry  and  calm  that  the  wood  burns 
slowly,  it  produces  more  and  better  Tarr  than  if  it  is  windy 
and  burns  fast.  If  it  be  wett  or  damp  weather  the  Tarr  will 
be  watery,  and  in  that  case  must  be  separated  and  cleaned 
afterwards.  Tis  cleaned  only  by  tapping  the  cask  at  the  end 
or  on  the  Side,  and  letting  it  stand  a  night,  the  water  will 
sfather  there  and  run  off.

6"*  Store  of  Cask  must  be  ready  to  Barrell  the  Tarr  as  fast  u.  H.  j. 
as  it  is  made.  The  Russians  have  a  method  of  preserving 
theirs  in  Large  Chambers  which  are  dugg  into  the  sides  of  a 
mountain  on  the  Lake  of  Ladoga ;  the  bottom,  sides  and  Topp 
are  Laid  with  Beams  of  firr  well  Joynted  and  calked,  and  the 
Roofe  supported  by  props  in  the  middle.  The  Roofe  and  sides  p.  'oi 
are  Covered  with  earth,  but  a  large  funnel  left  at  the  Topp 
for  pouring  in  the  Tarr  and  a  little  door  on  the  side  next  the 
water  from  whence  by  the  help  of  a  Cock  and  Pipe  tis  Con- 
veyed into  the  Casks  when  on  Board  the  Boats,  by  this  means 
the  Tarr  is  preserved  from  freezing  and  Leakage  and  a  great 
deal  of  Labour  Saved. 

7""  A  Fathom  of  Wood  at  full  length,  six  foot  broad  and  as 
many  high,  is  Computed  to  produce  a  Tonn  of  Tarr,  sometimes 
more,  but  often  less.    Twelve  Barrels  make  a  Last. 

Rules  for  raising  and  making  Hemp. 

The  Land  should  be  moist,  neither  dry  nor  too  wett  nor  hilly. 
A  black  mellow  soile  produces  the  best  Hemp,  and  will  hold 
Longest,  even  to  30  or  40  years ;  but  must  generally  have  two 
Ploughings  after  the  Hemp  is  off,  and  then  dunged  with  mel- 
low dung,  20  Loads  to  an  acre,  and  ploughed  again  before  the 
seed  is  sown,  though  some  Lands,  especially  where  the  soile 
is  Deep,  will  bear  hemp  many  years  with  little  or  no  manure; 
and  if  the  Land  is  weedy  it  should  be  harrow^ed  before  the  last 
ploughing,  to  take  off  the  w^eeds  but  when  the  Land  is  fresh 
broke  up  one  ploughing  is  Suff'.  If  the  ground  fails  it  must  be 
seasoned  with  Beans  or  the  like.  And  so  it  may  be  in  Case  at 
any  time  the  first  Cropp  fails  Especially  if  it  Happens  for 
want  of  Seasoning.  Rock  weed  or  Kelp  is  very  good  manure 
for  hemp  Land.  A  moist  Summer  not  too  wet  produceth  most 
hemp.  The  Lands  must  be  laid  near  a  Levell  not  above  4  foot 
broad  so  that  you  may  reach  from  the  furrows  to  Weed  or  pull 
up  the  Fimble  or  male  hemp,  when  your  Seed  is  sown  that 
which  is  Scattered  in  the  furrows  should  be  thrown  with  a  p.  102 
Shovell  on  the  Lands,  to  prove  your  Seed  Chew  it.  And  if  It 
has  an  Agreeable  Sweetness  like  Milk  and  the  Liquor  looks 
white  it  is  good  but  if  bitter  and  the  Liquor  of  a  redish  Colour 
tis  bad,  or  break  it  under  your  finger  on  a  table  if  it  is  good  It 
will  be  moist  if  bad  Dry  and  Crumbling.  The  seed  should  be 
Sown  in  a  dry  Season  in  March  or  Aprill,  or  in  May  if  the  first 
Cropp  fails  after  ploughing  the  land  Again  when  your  Seed 
is  Sown  it  must  be  Harrowed  dry  And  may  be  Harrowed 
Again  After  a  Gentle  Shower  as  soon  as  the  Ground  is  dry, 
Provided  the  hemp  be  not  Sprouted.     Great  Care  must  be 
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u.  H.  J.  taken  to  preserve  the  seed  by  Flaps  or  Otherwise  from  the 
Birds  &  must  be  weeded  if  required,  two  bushels  or  two  &  an 
half  will  sow  an  Acre  of  Land. 

The  ffimble  or  Male  hemp  such  as  is  blasted  or  that  has  mett 
with  any  Accident  &  wont  produce  Seed  will  be  ripe  about 
July,  a  month  before  the  good  hemp  as  will  appear  by  its  Yel- 
low Colour  &  must  then  be  drawn. 

When  the  seed  (which  grows  in  a  small  Codel)  of  the  good 
hemp  is  ripe  &  ready  to  Shed  it  will  be  brown  &  hard  you  must 
then  draw  the  hemp  by  hand  and  Lay  a  beat  (that  is  about 
Six  hand  fulls  of  Stalks  together)  for  a  day  or  two  upon  the 
ground  And  then  with  a  Whisk  of  weeds  tye  it  up  Just  below 
the  Seeds  &  Sett  up  four  Beats  together  Opening  the  Bottom 
of  the  Beats  (a  Shower  of  Rain  does  it  good),  but  the  topps 
must  not  be  Covered  if  you  do  It  spoils  the  Seed,  And  if  the 
weather  be  good,  it  will  be  fitt  to  Thresh  in  10  or  14  days  which 
is  done  upon  the  ground  (beat  smooth  for  that  Purpose)  with 
a  flail  then  riddle  it  with  a  course  Corn  Riddle  in  the  wind, 
And  when  It  is  well  Cleand,  Lay  your  Seed  on  a  floor  &  fan  it 
p.  103  before  you  use  it.  An  Acre  will  produce  6  or  7  Combs  of  seed 
at  4  Winchester  bushells  to  a  Comb,  tho  sometimes  not  above 
three  or  four  (Especially  when  Disturbed  with  high  winds 
which  are  very  pernicious  when  the  seed  is  ripe)  also  120 
Stone  of  hemp  at  14"'  to  the  Stone. 

For  Curing  the  hemp  make  the  Stalks  in  Shocks  and  carry 
it  to  a  place  proper  to  water  itt  Lay  it  there  with  Timber  or 
Turffe  or  some  weight  upon  it  for  10  or  14  Days  but  no  longer 
than  is  Absolutely  necessary,  which  you  will  Judge  of  by  its 
Pealing,  (some  water  will  prepare  it  Sooner,  River  Water  is 
best  to  preserve  its  Colour)  then  take  it  out  of  the  Water  And 
Sett  it  up  on  End  in  Shocks  or  Beats,  Open  or  Loose,  that  it 
may  be  sooner  dryed  and  when  its  throughly  Dry  house  it  or 
Stack  it  well  Secured  att  bottom  &  Topp 

A  Kiln  like  the  malsters  will  Dry  the  hemp  and  Cause  the 
Stalks  to  break  much  Easier  &  better  free  the  hemp  from 
Stalks  and  Shivers  &  will  soon  Compensate  the  Charge  of  a 
Kiln. 

You  may  peale  of  the  Hemp  at  your  Leisure  by  breaking  the 
Stalks  near  the  root  &  in  severall  Other  places  Keeping  the 
root  End  always  one  way  upon  your  middle  finger  turned  in  & 
draw  the  hemp  from  the  Stalk  with  your  other  hand  repeating 
it  till  your  finger  is  full  then  hang  it  on  peggs  or  Otherwise  & 
bind  it  up  dry. 

If  the  hemp  be  not  dryed  on  a  Kiln  It  must  be  swingled  or 
dressed  w**"  Swingle  board  over  the  End  of  a  Deal  Board  Set 
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End  ways  about  4  foot  hi^h  with  an  Edge  to  it  or  by  a  I^>rcak  U.  H.  j. 
or  some  other  Engine  which  may  be  moved  by  water  or 
Otherwise. 

The  Stalks  of  Course  Hemp  grows  to  10  or  12  foot  high 
but  is  comonly  7  foot,  &  should  not  be  Less  than  5/^  or  6  foot 
high. 

The  Premiums  Allowed  by  Act  of  Parliament  for  all  Hemp 
Imported  from  fforeign  Plantations  is  6£  p  Tunn. 

Encouragement  for  Sowing  Land  with  Hemp. 

Land  in  England  for  wheat  worth  20"  an  Acre  is  worth  for 
Hemp  from  40*  to  50',  And  is  so  lett  for  a  Terme  of  years.    An  p.  104 
Acre  of  Land  ploughed  Sowed  &  hemp  Come  up  is  generally 
worth  (at  Seam  in  Cambridge  Shire)  and  Sold  for  £4  an  Acre 
And  if  likely  to  prove  well  for  £5. 

An  Acre  of  Land  produces  as  hath  been  already  observed 
about  120  Stone  &  is  sold  from  2^  to  4^  a  Stone  that  is  from  16 
to  £32  a  Tunn  And  the  seed  from  8*  to  20^  &  to  40^  a  Comb 
According  to  its  goodness,  however  att  20^^  a  Comb  Supposing 
an  Acre  to  produce  5  Combs  is  £5  &  120  Stone  of  Hemj)  at  3^ 
a  Stone  is  i8£  which  together  is  £23  the  medium  or  Ordinary 
produce  of  an  Acre. 

The  best  seed  is  used  for  raising  hemp  for  makeing  Linnen 
which  must  be  drawn  before  it  produces  seed  And  will  make 
Cloth  worth  2^  6^  p  yard  when  whitened  wears  very  fine  &  is 
Vastly  Strong. 

Seed  laid  up  dry  will  keep  good  Several  years,  Seed  makes 
good  Oyle  for  the  Soap  boylers 

And  His  Excellency  likewise  lays  before  this  house  the  Act 
of  Parliament  mentioned  in  the  Lords  Com"  of  Trade  their 
Letters  af^  for  the  perusall  of  all  Concernd.

I  must  here  Acquaint  you  that  I  have  wrote  in  very  Press-  p.  4 
ing  Terms  to  their  Lordships  for  Instructions  on  the  Support 
of  Government,  and  on  the  Equivalent  for  your  Quit  Rents 
and  tho  my  Correspondents  Inform  me  my  Letters  have  been 
Delivered,  I  have  not  yet  received  their  Commands  thereon, 
Occasion'd,  as  I  presume.  By  the  long  Course  of  Contrary 
Winds  which  Retards  the  arrival  of  the  Ships  Expected  from 
London,  so  that  I  must  confine  myself  to  offer  you  my  own 
Sentiments  on  them. 

As  for  the  Support  of  Government  the  very  mentioning 
of  it  Implyes  the  necessity  of  a  proper  provision  to  be  made, 
for  Maintaining  the  Honour  and  Character  of  your  Govern- 
our  and  other  judiciall  and  Ministerial  Officers,  With  which 
w^hen  Ordered  to  be  laid  before  you  for  your  Consent  your 
Complyance  is  not  doubted. 

The  Law  that  Relates  to  your  Quitt  Rents  as  it  now  Stands, 
Took  its  rise  from  my  Observation  of  the  wrong  done  the  Late 
Lord  Proprietor  in  the  Collecting  and  from  the  Manifold  In- 
conveniencies  and  Difficultyes  The  Tenants  Laboured  under 
in  the  paying  them  in  order  to  redress  both,  I  proposed  the 
Expedient  of  Adding  Six  pence  "p  Hogshead  to  the  Eighteen 
pence  formerly  given,  to  be  in  full  Satisfaction  for  your  Quit 
Rents  and  Alienation  fines  this  with  much  Difficulty  (as  you 
may  Remember)  was  obtained  and  now  after  Some  years' 
Experience  I  have  the  Pleasure  to  find  no  Proprietor  here  has 
Ever  received  So  Great  an  Annual  income  as  the  Present 
Lord  has  done  Since  the  passing  that  Act,  nor  were  Ever  the 
Tenants  better  Pleased  or  more  Easy  in  their  Possessions. 
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L.  H.  J.  It  is  obvious  my  View  in  Laying  this  Scheme  was  purely  To 
Promote  a  Common  good,  this  obHged  me  to  represent  it  to 
their  Lordships  as  I  now  Recomend  it  to  you,  that  it  may  be 
again  Agreed  on  and  Reenacted.  But  that  you  may  be  able  to 
Evince  the  Justice  and  Conveniency  of  this  Act  against  the 
designing  Insinuations  of  it's  Self  Interested  accusers,  who 
on  pretence  of  friendship,  would  Impose  on  his  Lordship  to 
his  owne  and  the  Country's  Damage;  It  will  require  your 
p-  5  Care  to  Compare  the  value  of  the  Rents  that  have  been  annu- 
ally collected  on  the  former  Establishment  with  the  Sums  that 
have  been  paid  His  Lordshipp's  Agent  Since  the  Commence- 
ing  this  Act,  that  lays  the  two  Shillings  on  Each  hogshead 
exported  by  which  his  Lordship  may  the  better  judge  of  his 
ffriends,  and  of  the  truth  of  this  position,  you  have  time  before 
you,  and  it  is  the  concern  of  Every  ffreeholder  that  falls  under 
your  Circumspection  in  this  Particular. 

I  am  commanded  by  his  Sacred  Majestyes  Instructions  to 
take  care  that  Trade  in  all  it's  branches  be  duly  Regulated  in 
this  his  Province.  I  do  therefore  in  his  name  Recommend  it 
to  you,  that  the  Ascertaining  the  Gauge  and  Tare  of  your 
Tobacco  hogsheads  be  not  in  any  wise  Neglected  on  the  Expi- 
ration of  the  Present  Act. 

Gentlemen. 

The  Claim  made  by  the  Papists  of  a  Right  to  hold  all  Offices 
in  this  Government  in  equal  degree  with  the  Protestants, 
seems  Still  to  be  kept  on  foot  by  them,  tho  some  few  there  are, 
and  very  few  of  that  perswasion  whose  Prudence  renders 
them  more  Cautious.  Yet  I  observe  they  all  forbear  makeing 
any  renunciation  of  their  pretentions  and  altho  the  many 
defeats,  they  have  met  with  dureing  my  administration,  may 
have  discouraged  them  from  an  open  procedure  yet  it  is  highly 
probable  they  wait  a  more  favourable  conjuncture  to  put  their 
designes  in  practice. 

Their  attempts  have  already  given  great  uneasiness  and 
Heart  burnings  to  his  Majestyes  faithfuU  Subjects  here,  and 
in  perticular  created  to  me,  your  Governour,  much  Trouble 
and  Inquietude.  I  can  truely  say  my  Life  has  been  Uncom- 
fortable, from  that  period  I  first  Rejected  their  projects,  and 
am  now  become  a  memorable  Instance  of  the  effects  of  Popish 
malice. 

I  am  Informed  there  have  been  late  affronts  and  Insults 
'  offered  by  papists  and  their  adherents  to  others  in  Authority 
who  fall  not  into  their  Measures,  by  which  it  Seems  to  be 
their  Resolution  to  Endeavour  not  only  by  Secret  Calumnies 
but  even  by  violence  to  Terrify  all  good  men  from  opposeing 
them. 
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I  take  it  therefore  to  be  absolutely  necessary  to  set  their  L.  H.  j. 
machinations  in  so  Clear  a  Light,  as  J  hope  will  for  the  future 
Silence  their  Clamours  or  Expose  those  Disturbers  of  the 
Publick  Tranquility  to  the  lash  of  those  Laws,  that  were  long 
Since  provided  against  them. 

I  shall  not  now  entertain  you  with  an  Historicall  Relation  of  p.  6 
Obtaining  the  first  Grant  of  this  Province,  nor  yet,  mention 
the  Administration  of  the  Government  under  the  late  Lord 
Proprietaries  Believing  it  will  Suffice  that  I  Acknowledge,  the 
Papists  had  more  than  an  equal  Share  with  the  Protestants  in 
holding  judiciall  and  Ministerial  Offices  here  from  the  date  of 
the  Charter  1632  to  the  year  of  our  Lord  1691  when  their 
late  Majestyes  King  William  and  Queen  Mary  were  pleased  to 
send  you  a  Governour,  of  their  appointment,  after  this  Mary- 
land Continued  happily  Governed  for  twenty-four  years  the 
Respective  Governours  in  that  Space  receiveing  their  Com- 
mission and  Instructions  immediately  from  the  Crown  of 
which  I  had  the  Last  Honour.  But  so  soon  as  his  Present 
Sacred  Majesty  condescended  to  Restore  the  now  Lord  Pro- 
prietor (on  his  professing  himselfe  a  Protestant)  to  His 
Hereditary  Government,  the  Papists  Instantly  laid  in  their 
Claim,  to  be  also  restored  to  their  former  pretended  Previ- 
ledges  which  when  offered  to  me  for  my  Approbation  by  their 
Principal  Agent,  was  Dismist  with  this  Answer  I  would  op- 
pose it  to  the  utmost  of  my  Power.  Hence  our  troubles  took 
their  rise. 

Upon  the  first  Insurrection  of  the  Rebells  in  Great  Britain 
against  His  Majestyes  person  and  Government,  Those  of  the 
Same  evil  disposition  here  were  so  elated  with  the  hopes  of 
their  Imaginary  Success,  and  so  open  and  dareing  on  that  pre- 
sumption that  I  was  early  Obliged  to  check  and  restrain  their 
ffoUys  by  a  Proclamation  published  the  14""  ffebruary  171 5  to 
which  I  ref err  you  for  my  reasons  of  so  doing. 

On  the  tenth  of  June  following  (the  Supposed  Birth  day  of 
the  Pretender)  the  Great  Guns  of  this  City  were  fired  oft'  late 
in  the  Night  these  Offenders  were  soon  Discovered  by  a 
Reward  published  in  a  Proclamation  and  afterwards  punished 
according  to  their  Demerits. 

Soon  after  these  Transactions  M""  Charles  Carroll  a  profest 
Papist  arrived  from  London  with  a  Commission  of  so  Strange 
a  Nature  that  under  pretence  of  being  his  Lordships  Agent,  it 
Included  with  His  Instructions,  many  Essential  parts  of  p.  7 
Government.  These  he  Produced  to  me  wherein  he  had  power 
given  him  to  Receive  all  the  Money  raised  for  the  Support  of 
Government  and  Even  that  for  purchaseing  amies  for  the 
defence  of  the  Country. 
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L.  H.  J.  I  Refused  Indeed  to  Comply  with  both  these  his  Demands, 
as  being-  Expressly  Contrary  to  the  Laws  of  the  Province,  and 
Surely  I  am  Excuseable  also  in  point  of  Policy  for  so  doing, 
for  I  should  have  been  by  so  Servile  a  Compliance,  reduced  to 
the  Dispicable  Circumstance  of  Applying  to  him  for  my 
Bread  by  Craving  of  him  that  Appointment,  their  Lordshipps 
were  pleas'd  to  Nominate  for  my  maintenance,  and  also  been 
guilty  of  betraying  this  Country  into  the  hands  of  a  man  who 
by  Principle  is  an  Enemy  to  the  Protestant  Constitucon,  and 
this  too  at  a  time  when  the  Rebellion  was  Scarcely  Suppressed 
in  Great  Britain  and  other  Invasions  threatned  to  destroy  it. 

This  person  not  only  renewed  his  demand  of  the  money 
mentioned  for  the  Support  and  defence  of  the  Government  in 
his  Letter  of  the  g^^  October  171 6  but  had  the  Confidence 
therein  to  Caution  me  against  passing  some  Laws  the  As- 
sembly then  Sitting  had  prepared  for  my  assent  I  shall  only 
mention  one  Law  I  Did,  notwithstanding  his  Insolent  advice 
then  pass  Viz. 

An  Act  for  the  better  Security  of  His  Lordship's  Govern- 
ment and  the  Protestant  Interest  within  this  Province. 

The  first  Publick  Occasion  this  Person  Exerted  his  Com- 
mission on  was  to  discharge  two  Criminalls  out  of  Prison  (one 
of  them  his  Nephew)  who  had  been  Informed  against  for 
firing  the  Great  Guns  on  the  tenth  of  June,  but  Convict  of 
more  heinious  Crimes  against  his  Majesty,  and  this  he  did 
Contrary  to  the  Judgment  of  the  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer 
held  on  that  Occasion,  which  Obliged  me  to  Remand  them  to 
Prison,  untill  the  fines  adjudged  were  Complyed  with,  and 
Immediately  Sent  for  M""  Carroll  and  Tenderd  him  the  Oaths 
which  he  refused  to  take,  for  which  reason  I  Required  him  to 
Act  on  his  Commission  that  part  only  which  related  to  his 
Lordship's  private  Estate  iTor  that  it  was  a  Publick  Affair,  and 
more  than  unreasonable,  that  a  Profest  Papist  Shou'd  Set 
p.  8  Criminalls  at  Large,  who  were  convict  of  so  great  Crimes 
against  our  Sovereign,  by  only  giving  a  Line  to  the  Sherife 
that  the  Lord  Proprietor  was  Sattisfied  as  to  the  fines  Im- 
posed. 

Severall  Commissions  were  brought  in  by  M"'  Carroll,  some 
filled  up  to  Papists  and  others  in  blank  and  on  my  refuseing  to 
Admitt  the  Surveyors  Generall  of  the  Eastern  and  Western 
Shore,  without  first  takeing  the  Oaths  appointed  by  Act  of 
Assembly,  I  was  not  only  menaced  for  having  thereby  Shutt 
up  his  Lordship's  Land  Office ;  but  Even  Insulted  on  my  Sick 
bed  at  a  late  hour  of  the  night  when  in  a  Dangerous  State  I 
was  makeing  my  Will  as  some  Honourable  Gentlemen  can 
Testify,  whom  I  desired  to  be  Witnesses  on  the  Occasion. 
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On  my  application  to  their  Lordshipps  to  be  removed  from  L.  H.  j. 
this  Station,  rendered  unsafe  and  dishonourable  whilst  those 
Commissions  had  force,  their  Lordships  in  due  time,  withdrew 
those  Commissions,  and  Placed  them  in  the  hands  of  Protes- 
tants and  required  me  to  remain  in  my  Station,  Acknowledg- 
ing they  were  Surprized  into  their  former  Grants  to  papists. 

M""  Carroll  was  Examined  by  me  in  Councill  concerning 
his  Imposeing  on  their  Lordships  (then  unexperient  in  the 
Affairs  of  Maryland)  by  obtaining  such  a  Commission  (which 
contain'd  more  unlawfull  powers,  than  are  yet  mentioned) 
W'ho  was  so  farr  from  Acknowledging  his  faults  of  so  high  a 
nature  that,  with  a  Haughty  air  he  Insisted  the  Roman 
Catholicks  had  a  right  to  hold  Offices  and  if  th'  Right  should 
be  denied  them,  they  would  appeal  to  Higher  Powers. 

Pursuant  to  this  Declaration  the  Papists,  as  I  am  well 
Informed,  Raised  Contributions  and  Sent  their  Emissaries 
for  Great  Britain  to  make  good  their  claim,  and  by  all  means, 
to  Endeavour  my  remove  from  this  Station  as  a  main  obsticle 
to  their  Illegal  Practices,  and  so  sure  was  the  Faction  of  their 
Game  that  my  ruine  was  openly  threatned,  and  one  of  their 
accomplices  (whome  the  Pleasure  of  Providence  has  Since 
removed  to  Another  Life)  went  Down  on  his  knees,  and  with 
a  horrid  Execration  said,  he  did  not  Doubt  to  see  me  as  fast  in 
Prison  as  ever  he  was  (who  had  been  so  for  Murder  and 
Other  Crimes)  and  my  Innocent  children  Set  a  begging. 
Truely  this  unhappy  man  aided  by  the  Faction,  did  all  th'  a  p.  9 
base  mind  could  Perpetrate,  to  Destroy  my  Character  and 
fortune.  But  as  he  and  the  Papists  could  alledge  nothing 
Materiall  for  my  Removall,  which  they  have  attempted  for 
Some  Years  past  and  my  Greatest  Crime  (in  their  Construc- 
tion) being  the  Defence  of  Your  Laws,  Providence  has  hither- 
to preserved  me  from  being  wholly  offered  up  a  Sacrifice  to 
their  Revenge,  but  it  would  take  up  too  much  of  your  Time 
to  ennumerate  the  particulars  of  their  Resentments,  so  shall 
only  Observe  to  you.  If  their  fury  has  been  So  outrageous  to 
the  Person  of  your  Governour,  what  must  the  people  have 
Expected  from  men  of  such  Virulent  and  Implacable  Spirits, 
could  they  gain  their  ends,  on  those  they  esteem  Hereticks 

How  Surprizing  will  this  appear  if  Properly  Represented, 
that  Such  things  were  acted  under  the  Auspicious  Reign  of  his 
Sacred  Majesty  King  George  the  Guardian  and  Defender  of 
the  faith,  and  in  the  Government  of  a  Lord  Proprietor  who 
has  so  often  profest  himself  of  the  Protestant  Religion  under 
the  Tuition  of  his  noble  Guardian,  ahvays  of  that  perswasion. 

How  happy  might  those  of  the  Romish  Communion  be  in 
Maryland,  had  they  accepted  the  terms  offer'd  by  me  in  a  pub- 
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L.  H.  J.  lick  Declaration  which  are  so  Easy,  as  Even  their  duty  re- 
quir'd,  Viz:  that  they  should  not  Interfere  with  the  Affairs 
of  Government  which  did  not  Appertain  to  them,  and  not  to 
pervert  the  Protestants  from  their  faith,  and  by  Consequence 
from  their  Allegiance,  as  is  the  Constant  Practice  of  the 
numerous  Jesuits  here.  Woud  to  God  the  poor  protestants  in 
foreign  parts  now  indeed  under  persecution  on  the  Score  of 
Religion  might  be  Indulged  with  the  same  Lenity  the  Roman- 
ists enjoy  here,  the  papists  having  Insinuated  in  Great  Britain 
that  they  were  persecuted  in  this  Province  In  order  to  obviate 
that  Calumny,  I  was  obliged  at  the  opening  of  the  last  Sessions 
of  Assembly  to  make  them  a  Publick  Challenge  (which  I  now 
again  repeat)  to  give  one  Instance  wherein  any  of  their  Com- 
munity, were  persecuted  or  even  prosecuted  by  Law  for  Con- 
science Sake.  The  only  reply  made  on  their  part,  was  by  a 
p-  10  Gentleman  who  Informed  me  some  of  the  Principall  of  the 
Roman  Catholicks  had  Shewed  him  a  paper  that  was  In- 
tended to  be  presented  me  by  them,  in  which,  he  sayed  they 
seemed  to  acknowledge  they  had  not  been  persecuted ;  But  at 
the  Same  time  it  contain'd  Some  things  which  Looked  Like  a 
Claim  of  Rights  at  the  mention  of  this  I  expressed  my  Dislike 
to  their  Claim,  and  doubt  not  my  so  doing,  and  the  hopes  they 
had  of  my  Sudden  Removeall  from  my  Station  were  the  Reas- 
ons that  paper  was  never  offered  me. 

Gentlemen. 

The  pretence  of  the  Papists  that  Maryland  was  granted 
as  an  asylum  to  them  from  the  Rigour  of  the  penall  Laws  in 
England  is  a  position  of  theirs  has  Long  amused  the  world, 
and  perhaps  I  am  the  first  that  has  Discovered  or  at  least  main- 
tained it  was  an  Imposition,  for  they  Cannot  have  a  better 
Right  than  what  the  Charter  admits  them  to  and  in  my 
opinion,  there  is  so  far  from  a  provision  being  made  therein 
that  the  Government  should  be  in  their  hands  in  any  degree, 
that  there  is  not  even  an  exception  made  for  the  free  exercise 
of  their  Religion. 

It  has  been  affirmed,  that  Cecilius  Lord  Baltimore  Pub- 
lished a  declaration,  Inviteing  all  persons  that  believed  in  the 
name  of  Jesus  to  Settle  and  inhabit  this  Province  promising 
them  all  equall  Priviledges  yet  I  presume  it  will  be  admitted, 
that  Noble  Lord  Cou'd  not  give  greater  powers  than  he  had. 

For  after  all  the  Priviledges  and  Immunityes  mentioned  in 
the  Charter  towards  the  Conclusion  there  is  this  proviso  made 
viz :  "  Provided  always,  that  no  Interpretation  be  admitted 
thereof,  by  which  God's  holy  and  truely  Christian  Religion, 
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or  the  Allegiance  due  unto  us  our  heires  and  Successors  may  L-  h.  j. 
in  any  wise  Suffer  any  prejudice  or  diminution." 

The  Charter  was  granted  by  King  Charles  the  first  who 
was  a  Protestant  and  Certainly  could  not  intend  this  Proviso 
in  favour  of  any  other  Religion  than  that  of  which  he  was  a 
Zealous  Professor.  But  to  make  this  more  evident  it  is  ex-  p  h 
pressly  Stipulated  in  the  body  of  the  Charter  That  all  Church- 
es Chapells  and  Oritories,  be  Dedicated  and  Consecrated  ac- 
cording to  the  Law  of  the  Kingdom  of  England,  this  so  well 
explaines  it  Self  that  it  wants  no  Comment,  I  am  only  Sur- 
prized from  what  Latent  Cause  the  Papists  derive  any  Privi- 
ledges  here  beyond  what  the  connivance  of  the  Government 
may  Indulge  them  in. 

You  may  observe  from  your  own  Experience  and  from 
what  I  now  mention  that  their  pretentions  (however  111 
grounded)  have  created  great  disturbances  in  this  Govern- 
ment and  Shoud  they  gain  their  points  in  view  may  possibly 
one  day  prove  fatal  even  to  all  his  Majestyes  plantations  on 
the  Continent,  considering  the  prodigious  Settlements  a  for- 
midable nation  of  their  own  perswasion  are  Extending  on  our 
Backs.  These  Reflections  merit  your  Precaution,  for  it  is 
much  easier  and  Safer,  to  prevent  than  to  cure  an  Inveterate 
Distemper,  contracted  by  a  long  neglected,  111  habit  in  the 
Constitution.  But  that  I  may  not  be  wanting  on  my  part  to 
apply  proper  Remedies  to  these  great  and  growing  evils  I  hope 
you  will  approve  of  my  Intention  of  Sending  for  some  prin- 
cipal persons  of  the  Papists  in  Order  to  examine  them  before 
this  Sessions,  what  Priviledge  they  have  a  Right  to  that  they 
Enjoy  not,  and  I  promise  them  readily  to  Concur  with  you  in 
allowing  them  whatever  is  their  due  without  the  least  Viola- 
tion. But  if  this  fair  Occasion  will  not  induce  them  to  expose 
their  Claims  to  a  Publick  Examination,  I  must  own  it  will 
Confirm  me,  as  I  think  it  may  Reasonably  perswade  all  man- 
kind besides,  that  they  are  Cautious  it  will  not  bear  the  Light, 

I  know  no  Right  of  theirs  that  is  Infringed  and  if  any  there 
be  let  them  make  it  appear  (In  the  name  of  God)  that  they 
may  have  justice  done  them,  and  that  this  Province  may  no 
longer  labour  under  the  misapprehensions  of  their  Right  or 
under  the  Imputation  of  Severityes  agamst  them,  but  if  there 
be  none  Such,  let  their  Silence  be  taken  as  an  Acknowledge- 
ment that  their  pretentions  are  groundless  and  their  exclama- 
tions most  unreasonable. 

I  am  the  more  Intent  on  this  Proceeding  that  I  may  have  the 
Oppertunity  of  Answering  for  you  here  and  hereafter,  the  p.  12 
better  to  prevent  their  Impositions  on  Strangers  to  their  case 
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L.  H.  J.  and  on  The  Credulity  of  unguarded  minds  by  their  Amuse- 
ments 

Gentlemen  of  the  Lower  House. 

I  Have  Severall  other  Matters  proper  for  your  considera- 
tion which  shall  be  communicated  to  you  by  way  of  Message. 
In  the  mean  time  I  do  Earnestly  Recommend  to  you  unanimity 
and  dispatch  in  your  Proceedings  and  I  do  not  doubt  (what- 
ever vain  hopes  others  may  have)  you  will  make  it  Evident  to 
posterity  that  you  are  good  Subjects,  good  Protestants,  and 
Lovers  of  your  Country.

in  full  Sattisffaction  for  the  whole  quit  rents  and  allienation 
fines,  which  has  proved  equally  so  advantageous  to  his  Lord- 
shipp  and  Easie  to  the  Inhabitants,  and  tho  it  seems  to  be 
attended  with  Some  Difficulty  for  us  to  make  a  just  Com- 
parison between  the  value  of  the  Rents  that  have  been  Col- 
lected before  and  The  Sums  that  have  been  paid  his  Lordships 
agent  on  that  Account,  Since  the  Comencement  of  the  above 
Mentioned  Act  yet  we  doubt  not  but  that  his  Lordship  whose 
Interest  herein  is  so  much  Concerned  and  who  has  a  better 
Oppertunity  for  so  doing  than  we  have,  will  soon  discover  the 
Difference  and  the  Great  advantage  accruing  to  him  from  the 
Latter.

I  must  confess  myself  Surprized  at  the  manner  of  proceed- 
ing to  Restore  M''  Macnemara  by  a  formall  precept  to  his 
practice  before  me,  without  makeing  a  due  Submission  to  me 
who  was  personally  affronted  in  the  Execution  of  that  office 
wherein  I  represented  the  Lord  Proprietary 

I  say  I  am  Surprized  because  I  find  this  precept  (or  Order 
or  whatever  Denomination  it  may  go  unde-r,  for  it  is  a  Nov- 
elty) Contrary  to  their  Lordships'  Sundry  Letters  that  Signi- 
fied their  Approbation  (Even  with  Encomiums)  of  what  I 
had  done  in  that  matter,  that  M"^  Macnemara  ought  not  to  be 
Restored,  till  he  made  his  due  Submission  to  me,  and  now  to 
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find  their  Lordships  order  him  to  be  restored,  without  so  L.  H.  j. 
much  as  a  Letter  from  them  to  me  on  an  occasion  (which 
Surely  was  not  Trifflin^:^)  does  Indeed  amaze  me,  and  certainly 
the  Support  of  the  Magistrates  will  Deserve  your  attention  at 
Least. 

That  affronts  were  given  me  by  Macnemara  (and  to  whome 
in  a  publick  Station  were  they  not  given  by  th*  man  of  In- 
famous and  Insolent  Memory)  in  the  Execution  of  my  Office 
is  Admitted.  These  were  Vertually  affronts  to  His  Lordshipp 
but  they  were  Such  actually  to  me,  and  tho  I  Doubt  not  but 
his  Submission  to  their  Lordships  has  Sufficiently  Satisfyed 
for  affronts  to  them,  Yet  I  find  (tho  I  Desired  no  other  than  a 
Submission  Suitable  to  the  Dignity  of  my  Station)  there 
was  no  reparation  Intended  me,  But  on  the  Contrary  the 
Offender  Imposed  upon  me  by  this  writt,  to  practice  before 
me  in  despight  of  my  Authority  and  without  leaving  me  any 
awfull  power  to  Influence  him  into  a  decent  Deportment, 
without  which  I  must  observe  in  the  Common  Voyce  of  the 
Country,  Justice  cou'd  not  be  ministred  against  his  Inclina- 
tions or  the  Interest  of  his  Clients. 

It  is  true  the  person  is  removed  by  the  Impartiall  hand  of 
Providence  from  giveing  any  further  Disturbance;  but  the 
Example  may  be  laid  hold  on  by  other  practitioners  (and  some 
there  are  of  his  Kidney  Vehement  Espousers  of  a  Popish 
ffaction)  as  to  prompt  them  to  use  me  with  such  Indecencies  p.  25 
as  are  Inconsistent  with  the  Grandeur  even  of  an  Inferiour 
Court,  Since  they  find  others  have  done  it  at  so  Cheap  [a]  rate. 
It  seems  to  threaten  with  Intailing  Affronts  upon  me;  If  I 
Continue  to  act  as  Chancellor ;  and  therefore  to  avoid  that  in  a 
publick  Chancellor,'  which  I  never  will  bear  in  a  private  Ca- 
pacity, I  have  thought  fitt  to  appoint  Coll°  William  Holland 
Chancellor  and  Keeper  of  the  Seals  of  this  Province,  and  Ac- 
cordingly do  now  deliver  them. 

I  have  this  Consolation,  that  haveing  so  Long  been  Chan- 
cellor here,  and  as  I  was  by  that  Office  a  judge  of  Equity  I 
thank  the  Great  Judge  of  Mankind  (to  whom  I  appeale)  I 
never  violated  my  Conscience  in  that  Office  with  Partiality 
or  Corruption.

you  do  not  so  bind  them  down  to  the  Determination  of  Com- 
missioners to  be  appointed  by  Virtue  of  the  Act  as  to  make 
their  Sentence  final!  without  appeal  (except  Conditionally  to 
his  Majesty  in  Councill  as  by  the  said  Act  is  Provided  to 
whose  sacred  person  every  Man  ought  to  be  at  Liberty  to 
address  themselves  without  our  intermeddleing  therewith,  by 
Acts  of  Assembly)  whereby  in  a  manner  you  even  shut  up  the 
Courts  of  Justice,  which  can  never  Correspond  with  the  Lib- 
erty of  a  free  people,  or  be  Deemed  Consonant  to  the  Laws  of 
Great  Britain,  the  Standard  by  which  we  are  all  obliged  to 
Govern  our  Councills,  among  the  Severall  Laws  made  at  a 
Session  of  Assembly  in  May  Last,  we  have  thought  fitt  to  Dis- 
sent to  the  Act  Entituled  An  Act  for  relief  of  John  Beale  of 
Charles  County  Gent  and  Richard  Beale  a  minor  and  do  here- 
by Declare  the  same  null  void  and  of  no  effect,  forasmuch  as 
the  Legislature  of  Great  Britain  never  Interferes  to  Dispose 
of  property  without  Consent  of  all  parties  leaving  every  mans 
right  to  be  ruled  by  the  knowne  Laws  of  the  Land. 

And  as  we  can  never  more  certainly  Demonstrate  the  reall 
Confidence  we  have  in  the  good  people  of  Maryland  than  by 
freely  communicateing  our  Sentiments  on  the  proceedings  of 
you  their  Representatives,  we  now  Signify  that  altho  we  have 
not  yet  Dissented  to  the  late  Act  made  for  Limitation  of  Offi- 
cers fees,  yet  we  cannot  in  our  Judgments  approve  thereof, 
well  knowing  that  'tis  neither  for  our  honour  or  the  peoples 
Interest  in  the  Dispatch  of  their  business,  that  Publick  Min- 
isters should  be  deprived  of  those  allowances  which  by  the 
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L.  H.  J.  Law  they  have  Enjoyed  and  which  ought  not  only  to  be  Suffi- 
cient to  pay  them  for  their  Labour  but  large  Enough  to  En- 
courage Industry  and  Integrity  in  men  of  Ability  to  Admin- 
ister the  Affairs  of  the  Government  whether  actually  reside- 
ing  within  the  Province  or  attending  the  person  of  your  Lord 
and  Proprietary  where  ever  he  is. 

Gentlemen.  The  Ease  we  find  in  the  Receipt  of  the  Severall 
p.  74  Duties  on  Tobacco  Settled  in  lieu  of  your  quit  Rents  and  Al- 
lienation  fines  and  the  better  to  Enable  us  to  Support  our  Gov- 
ernment, whereby  your  are  Protected  together  with  the  Great 
benefit  and  advantage  the  poorer  and  more  numerous  part  of 
the  Inhabitants  of  our  Province  Reap  from  thence  in  the  non 
payment  of  their  Rents  as  Reserved  has  induced  us  for  the 
common  good  to  Consent  and  recommend  to  you  to  pass  a 
Law  for  the  Continuance  of  the  Act  Entituled  an  Act  ascer- 
taining the  Gauge  and  Tare  of  Tobacco  hoghsheads  &c  to 
Commence  and  remain  in  force  for  three  years  to  Come  from 
the  Expiration  of  the  said  Act  whereby  the  aforesaid  Duties 
arise  and  we  cannot  think  you  need  to  be  put  in  mind  to  con- 
tinue the  Act  for  regulating  of  Ordinaries  for  the  reasons 
among  many  others  recited  in  the  preamble  thereof. 

We  are  much  Concerned  Gentlemen  that  you  our  friends 
and  Tenants  his  Majestys  good  Subjects  can  have  no  Expecta- 
tion of  Benefit  from  the  duty  of  one  penny  p  pound  laid  on 
Tobacco  transported  from  plantation  to  plantacon,  his  Late 
Majesty  King  William  of  Glorious  Memory  haveing  by  Let- 
ters patents,  under  the  great  Scale  of  England  Setled  the  same 
for  ever  on  the  College  of  Virginia,  but  do  not  doubt  with  your 
Assistance  by  our  own  power  to  Establish  such  a  Fund  for  En- 
couragement of  Learning  in  Maryland  as  not  only  to  answer 
the  very  pious  and  worthy  Design  of  Supporting  the  Free 
School  already  built  at  Annapolis  but  to  make  it  so  Effectually 
usefull  that  your  owne  Children  there  made  Capable  may  reap 
the  advantage  of  dischargeing  the  Severall  Offices  of  Govern- 
ment both  in  Church  and  State  to  the  Conversion  of  your 
neighbours  and  fellow  Citizens  from  the  Superstition  of  the 
Church  of  Rome  and  to  the  manifest  good  of  us  all  in  the 
Equall  Distribution  of  Justice.

In  Case  of  the  present  Governours  Absence  the  Gentleman 
Appointed  to  Preside  would  Act  as  president  of  the  Councill 
but  not  as  Governour  for  the  time  being. 

In  Case  of  the  present  Governours  Death  before  another  is 
Commissionated  the  Gentleman  Appointed  to  preside  would 
Act  as  a  Governour  as  Coll.  Lloyd  Did  on  the  death  of  Govern- 
our Seymour  in  which  case  there  was  no  person  in  being  but 
Coll  Lloyd,  that  could  be  said  to  be  the  Governour  for  the 
time  being,  but  as  you  propose  in  this  Case  there  would  be  a 
Governour  for  the  time  being  that  would  not  Enjoy  the  three 
pence  p  Ton,  which  as  we  take  it  would  be  a  Contradiction  to 
the  express  Letter  of  that  Act. 

We  frankly  Communicate  to  you  the  Reasons  of  our  opinion 
and  Should  be  glad  to  know  the  reason  of  yours  that  we  might 
come  to  a  Right  Understanding  in  this  matter,  tho  on  the 
whole  we  must  conclude  that  neither  our  opinions  nor  yours 
can  alter  the  plain  Signification  of  the  Law  it  Self.
